Unreasonable Discourse 

When it's 'good vs. evil/ political discussion is impossible

Both high-profile propositions, 1 and 2, 
will likely win this Saturday. They have any 
number of things going for them, including 
most prominently their marketing labels: 
“Open Government” and “Save the Springs!” 

Waving the Barton Springs banner high, 
proponents have adopted the morally supe- 
rior certainty of a medieval Passion Play. 
They’ve had a holy vision, some greater force 
has shown them the future, so they know the 
ambitions and intentions behind the proposi- 
tions are as good as implemented fact. If you 
oppose them, it is because you don’t want 
to Save the Springs, are against open govern- 
ment, or have just sold out in general. 

Come on, be real - it pained us to come 
out against these propositions, especially 
given our readership. It wasn’t and isn’t 
easy. It was done only after much thought 
about the merits, intentions, and conse- 
quences. Now, calling those of us opposed 
all kinds of stupid is just the political dis- 
course - but supporters are instead chal- 
lenging our principles and purposes, ques- 
tioning our ethics, insinuating impropri- 
eties, and smearing our integrity. 


There are many problems with the proposi- 
tions, but the most unavoidable ones are how 
overreaching they are in terms of scope and 
ambition. Badly worded, confusing, and/or 
lacking in specifics, they don’t often make 
it clear what is being mandated. Given this 
complexity, they have been moved along too 
quickly, allowing insufficient time for voters 
to study or understand them. Breaking the 
discussion down to the merits of the many, 
many separate sections is pointless - because 
the vote is a simple “yes” or “no.” The 
costs of implementation are unknown and 
uncertain, with both high-end and low-end 
projections equally fictitious. These are two 
unwieldy pieces of legislation so overpacked 
that there is no way to predict their impact. 

More often than not, the campaign for the 
propositions has itself failed to show much 
regard for open discussion, accessibility, and 
reasonable input. The campaign’s numerous 
mistakes, reported violations, and difficulties 
in understanding and complying with even 
the simplest election laws (they left off cru- 
cial, legally required attributive wording on 
their campaign signs) should have given them

some pause. Instead, they maintain their 
shallow and baseless assurances that imple- 
mentation will be cheap and easy - merely 
expanded bookkeeping. New government 
procedures are never cheap and never easy. 

Lofty goals and ambitious, visionary state- 
ments aside, these two propositions were 
consciously crafted to address SOS frustra- 
tions with City Council and staff decisions 
that they don’t like. The props are less about 
opening up the political process to all than 
they are about increasing SOS and allies’ 
input and control over city and development 
agendas. This is very clearly special-interest 
legislation, and to dispute that term by claim- 
ing the public good trumps the more partisan 
reasoning is beyond disingenuous. 

To understand just how specific, deliber- 
ate, and mendacious the intentional crafting 
of these props was, just consider Prop. 1, 
Sec. 11: All police personnel files must be 
public, and not subject to union negotiation. 
And Prop. 1, Sec. 15: All police officer meet- 
and-confer negotiations must be negotiated 
in public, and this provision is not subject 
to negotiation. Even in such an inclusive 
smorgasbord of interests as we find in Prop. 
1, these two stand out as being of a different 
stripe than the rest, and somewhat artificially 
inserted. This is because these two address 
certain obsessions of the local chapter of the 
ACLU, which helped draft the legislation. 
They are designed to negate clauses in the 
negotiated contract between the police and 
the city that the ACLU doesn’t like (meet- 
and-confer negotiations and APD personnel 
file protection). Instead of being up front, 
however, this anti-union effort is camouflaged 
as to purpose and consequence. This is open 
government? 

Many of those involved in drafting these 
propositions are against any form of economic 
development support. They would find signifi- 
cant support in the community for this point 
of view, yet instead of openly proclaiming 
it, they finesse it indirectly by attempting to 
make it nearly, if not completely, impossible. 

Again and again, these propositions have 
masked ambitions, disguised goals. 

These propositions were drafted and vetted, 
and the election scheduled, in almost exactly 
the opposite way than that in which they

insist the city must proceed. A small group 
met and the propositions were crafted around 
their special concerns, with little input from 
differing points of view, related organizations, 
local leaders, or the public. The greater com- 
munity never really had a chance to consider 
them, nor were they really invited to partici- 
pate. When Kirk Watson later complained that 
this process was itself closed, he was indig- 
nantly labeled a manipulative liar because he 
had specifically been invited to participate. 
I can only hope that the difference between 
a widespread, open, honest, and welcoming 
community vetting of such important legisla- 
tion and inviting one specific citizen to give 
input on the drafters’ terms are not even in the 
same neighborhood. 

The propositions were pushed forward at 
such a pace to give supporters, opponents, 
the undecided, and the disinterested precious 
little time to reasonably consider them and 
come to any sophisticated understanding. 
Supporters answer this objection, as they 
answer so many, by becoming sticklers for 
the rules, pointing out that they are not the 
elected government and their legal responsi- 
bilities are not the same. 

But logically, wouldn’t the first require- 
ment of any propositions mandating exten- 
sive amending of the city charter be that the 
process take as long, and be as open, as is 
needed? Not just to get the wording, inten- 
tions, and implemented results of the propo- 
sitions in complete sync, but to make sure 
the greatest number of voters were aware of 
and had input into them, in order to achieve 
a public consensus? 

Advertising in support of the two proposi- 
tions declares, “DON’T BE MISLED!!! The 
claims of those opposing Propositions 1 & 2 
are so misleading a District Court Judge threw 
them out of the ballot language as not based 
in fact.”

AUSTIN CITY COUNCIL 

Mayor: Will Wynn 

Incumbent Wynn faces no persuasive opposition, 
is genuinely popular citywide, and has embraced his 
job with enthusiasm and energy. He has been an 
engaged and effective mayor; has been at the cen- 
ter of major public initiatives like Envision Central 
Texas, the Mueller redevelopment, and the current 
work on affordable housing; and he deserves credit 
for leading the city through the economic downturn 
to much better times. Mayor Wynn has earned 
another term. 

Place 2: Mike Martinez 

On balance we've decided that Martinez repre- 
sents what the council needs right now. He’s been 
dramatically successful as president of the Austin 
Association of Professional Firefighters, and he's also 
lent his voice and energies on broad progressive 
issues - in particular he’s worked effectively to move 
the fire department forward on questions of diversity 
and equity. Moreover, his specific experience in nego- 
tiations is likely to pay dividends on the dais, where 
council members all too often find themselves effec- 
tively negotiating for authority with city staff. 

Place 5: Brewster McCracken 

His late-entry opponents have inadvertently high- 
lighted the incumbent's virtues. McCracken sudden- 
ly seems like a dynamo of practical energy, an offi- 
cial fountain of knowledge, and a dogged imple- 
menter of effective city policies. He’s done undeni- 
ably excellent work on city planning, transportation- 
oriented development, design standards, and 
amidst all the hysteria, the toll road battle, despite 
his opponents’ determination to hang TxDOT unfair- 
ly around his neck. His virtues and vices run too 
closely together, but considering the ingrained pas- 
sivity of several of his colleagues, if McCracken 
didn’t light fireworks now and then, the whole dais 
might be in the dark. 

Place 6: Sheryl Cole 

All three candidates are thoughtful, committed 
leaders with long and successful track records of 
community service. Sheryl Cole has been in the 
trenches, especially on two major bond campaigns 
(city and AISD), and she's been a board director 
with Leadership Austin and the Urban League, given 
volunteer service at the PTA and neighborhood 
association levels, and on the stump appears to 
have an edge in her knowledge of the details of city 
government. Her resume is impeccable, and if elect- 
ed, she would also become the first African- 
American woman to hold the seat. We urge readers 
to vote for Cole. 


AUSTIN CITY 
CHARTER AMENDMENTS 

Proposition 1: NO 

The so-called “Open Government Amendment." 

Prop. 1 was conceived, written, promoted, and 
balloted entirely in direct contradiction to the “open 
government” principles it supposedly celebrates; 
there was no opportunity to perfect the propositions 
once signatures were collected (via generic slo- 
gans); and it is impossible for voters to have any 
real certainty what the question is. There are more 
specific objections: 1) The cost is unknown, but 
could be many millions; 2) the actual requirements 
for online posting of public information are unclear 
and contradictory; 3) honest citizens expecting pri- 
vacy in at least some communications with city offi- 
cials (e.g. , whistleblowers or city employees) would 
hesitate if they know they will be instantly publi- 
cized; 4) ending all private communications concern- 
ing economic incentives is in fact a mandate to end 
the incentives; 5) rewriting the police officers' con- 
tract and conditions of work by fiat amounts to 
union-busting; 6) the shotgun attempt to install 
direct-democracy-by-computer is both naive and 
casually disdainful of representative government. 

We strongly urge our readers to vote no on Prop. 1. 

Proposition 1 Dissent 

A couple of us believe that the dire predictions 
issued by opponents of Prop. 1, especially on the 
potential cost, are mostly official hysteria, and that 
in fact the amendment will likely do what it says it 
will: open government to more public scrutiny and 
accountability. To the extent the measure overreach- 
es in practical terms, the City Council is empowered 
to implement it only to the extent practical, and 
therefore to amortize any major costs over time - by 
which time savings should also occur. Too much 
public business is largely arranged behind the 
scenes, when it should be subject to the open air of 
public accountability. And we frankly don’t trust the 
deep-pocketed opponents, lined up against environ- 
mental and civil liberties activists. 

Proposition 2: NO 

The so-called “Save Our Springs Amendment." 

The general Prop. 1 objections to the undemo- 
cratic process are equally valid. The amendment 
attempts to write the purist SOS theory of “grandfa- 
thering" into the city charter, which might be defen- 
sible if that theory didn't regularly get poured out at 
the courthouse and didn’t set the city on a collision 
course with the Legislature. Many of the nuts-and- 
bolts provisions are even worse: 1) attempting to 
restrict even necessary infrastructure improve- 


ments in the watershed; 2) attempting to ban “any 
and all" incentive programs in a huge land area 
that includes many long-established neighborhoods; 
3) trying to make certain that any company that 
ever did or does anything that SOS doesn’t approve 
gets punished financially, in perpetuity; 4) trying to 
impose broad regional policy decisions on toll 
roads only tangentially related to Barton Springs; 5) 
rashly inviting lawsuits from property owners 
because of other owners in the title chain. Finally, 
the ballot drops this bushel-basket before the vot- 
ers and expects them instantly to sort out the 
potential consequences. 

Proposition 2 Dissent 

The SOS Amendment would simply embed into 
the charter what is supposed to be city policy 
already: protecting the Springs and the Edwards 
Aquifer, guiding major development away from that 
area, and doing it in such a way that it creates long- 
term protection to the watershed. The city will not 
incentivize major developments, it will not support 
toll roads, and it will not allow major employers or 
developers to move over the watershed. All property 
rights are subject to legal limitation, and if we are to 
protect Barton Springs and the Edwards Aquifer, we 
need to take substantive, particular actions that 
institutionalize that protection. That’s what Prop. 2 
would do. 

Proposition 3: YES 

Change the initial date of the term served by the 
mayor and council members to comply with a change 
in state eiection law? 

This is a clean-up provision responding to a 
recent change in state law that moved the uniform 
election date to the second Saturday in May and 
made the timing difficult for Austin city elections. 
The amendment would fix the base date in the 
charter but also allow flexibility by ordinance in 
the future. 

Proposition 4: YES 

Allow a council member or mayor first elected 
after April 30, 2006, to serve for three terms? 

Two terms (i.e., six years) on the Council barely 
give a member time to learn the system and then 
initiate programs. Especially since the measure 
does not affect current incumbents, we strongly 
endorse expanding the limit to three terms. 

Proposition 5: YES 

Limit contributions from individuals outside the 
city limits, increase and adjust for inflation, allow an 
account for officeholder expenses, and allow fund- 
raising by unsuccessful candidates and retired coun- 
cil members to retire campaign debt? 

This amendment would refine (and index to infla- 
tion) the individual campaign contribution limits 
imposed by the voters in 1997. The current limits 
are both onerous and irrational. While we definitely 
need to address the PAC problem, there's no reason 
that can't be done separately. 

Proposition 6: YES 

Restore a city employee’s ability to purchase addi- 
tional health benefit coverage? 

Prop. 6 is fundamentally a matter of equity - it 
would allow city employees to buy insurance cover- 
age for an additional household member. The cur- 
rent law discriminates against gays and lesbians, 
and as such needs to be overturned. We should 
come out in large numbers for Prop. 6. 


Proposition 7: YES 

increase the term served by a municipal court 
judge from two years to four years? 

The municipal court handles parking and traffic 
violations, violations of city ordinances, and other 
misdemeanor offenses. An appointed judge has 
barely begun her term before she must begin the 
reapplication process, which is why most municipal 
courts in Texas use four-year terms. We think the 
change merits approval.

Schneider began his trusteeship primarily as an 
advocate for southwest neighborhoods but has grown 
into one of the most able and knowledgeable mem- 
bers overall. He is also among the trustees most 
insistent on holding administrators accountable. We 
thank Schneider for four years of dedicated service 
and enthusiastically endorse him for re-election. 

Position 8 (at large): Ed Leo 

Ed Leo is a longtime educator who worked in the 
Valley, in D.C., and for many years as an AISD princi- 
pal and administrator. We endorse Ed Leo because 
of his direct, hands-on educator’s experience in 
AISD, and because his very particular experience 
and talents will provide a perspective and voice 
much needed on the board. 

Position 9 (at large): 

Karen Dulaney Smith 

After much deliberation, we're supporting Smith 
because of her breadth of education experience as 
well as her specific research experience as an 
expert in wage-and-hour law, which just happens to 
have been a crucial AISD issue in recent years. 

ACC BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

Place 7: Barbara Mink (incumbent), unopposed 

Place 8: Rodney Ahart 

A lobbyist for the American Cancer Society and 
former legislative aide, Ahart acquired a high profile 
running the campaign to pass Austin’s smoking ordi- 
nance, developing contacts and skills that will serve 
him well in raising the college’s profile and polishing 
its image. We were convinced that Ahart’s particular 
skills and experience will better enable him to woo 
Austin’s neighbors into the ACC taxing district and 
to recruit the business community to fill a larger 
role in the funding puzzle. 

Place 9: Allen Kaplan 

With 12 years of service, incumbent Kaplan gives 
us little reason to doubt his experience or commit- 
ment to ACC. We also like the fact that he's been an 
architect of ACC’s living-wage policy. Challenger Ana 
Mejia-Dietche is lawyer who has worked in a host of 
nonprofit and advocacy positions, Ana has hands-on 
experience helping the kind of people ACC serves. 
Were Kaplan not the incumbent the choice would have 
been harder, but we were ultimately swayed by his 
experience and the stability he will bring to the board.

To call this misleading would be the same 
as not calling SOS a “special interest” because 
they tell you that they aren’t. The judge ruled 
on the wording of the proposition, which 
he found was not representative, exclusively 
negative, incomplete, and misleading. Harsh 
criticism indeed, but this was concerning the 
wording on the ballot, not any overall claims 
or content. The judge also ruled “the ballot 
language includes a cost that is not sufficiently 
certain and references a tax increase the city 
concedes is not compelled by the proposed 
measure.” This was not a judgment call to the 
claims or positions of Prop. 1 & 2 opponents, 
but simply a statement that the numbers 
weren’t sufficiently confirmed - under those 
terms, he might have accepted or rejected 
numbers that were half as much, or twice as 
much. It wasn’t about motive or cost; it was 
about support for that particular amount. 

The ad states “DON’T BE MISLED” as it 
endeavors to mislead you. 

Little is certain about the cost. But when 
SOS President Bill Bunch makes a statement 
like “The truth is that the mandatory provi- 
sions of the amendment can be implemented 
for $2-3 million, and the city has discretion to 
implement the remainder as ‘practical’,” the 
only thing certain is that he is not telling the 
“truth.” No one yet can or does know what it 
will cost, so there is no “truth.” 

Finally, there is the hostility, viciousness, 
and absolute certainty of purpose and righ- 
teousness polluting the debate: There is good 


and evil, right and wrong. Since the SOS gang 
is right, that means everyone against the 
props is not just wrong, but evil. City officials 
are corrupt; opponents are on the take; city 
staff has sold out; no one who speaks against 
the props is doing so from honest convictions. 
Those against this proposition: A) are morally 
bankrupt, wrong, have sold out, and/or have 
turned traitor to the progressive cause; B) 
don’t want to save Barton Springs, but instead 
want to build toll roads everywhere; C) have 
been paid off and/or are just stooges of the 
powers that be; D) love development and 
developers; E) all of the above. 

When I brought this up in a meeting with 
several proponents, they nodded their heads 
for a half-second, but then quickly assured 
me that such was the case: the other side had 
a lot of money and was spending it freely. 
Again and again, you are offered assumed 
truths with no basis in fact - including the 
presumption that everyone in opposition is 
paid off. 

Do you not think it pained us to come out 
against those propositions? Especially given 
the Chronicle’s predominant constituency? It 
wasn’t and isn’t easy. It was done only after 
much thought about the merits, intentions, 
and consequences of these propositions. 
Again, call us all kinds of stupid, and that’s the 
discourse, but this insistence that all the oppo- 
sition is consciously villainous is pathetic. 

Most upsetting is that this truly ugly tone 
now dominates the discussion of the propo- 
nents. An accusation is a conviction, although 


it is usually based on even less evidence than 
Sen. Joe McCarthy would have considered 
reasonable. Here is some of the loving and 
enlightened discourse: 

“So a loud, corrupt few are desperately 
striving to protect their secrecy: case in point 
of why we need access to specific documents, 
schedules and archived communication (not 
“live”: that’s a lie). So for a healthy govern- 
ment, look past the subjective hype of ‘bad 
language’ (the judge said the ballot language 
was bad, not ours) and ‘too costly’ (even at 
the inflated cost analysis already deemed a 
flat-out lie in court, it still cost less than one 
bad back-room deal).” 

“Neither [Mike] Clark-Madison nor the 
former City Council members who oppose 
Clean Austin have chosen to reveal how 
much they’re being paid by EducatePAC.org, 
a name taken straight from the playbook of 
the Bush administration, since the primary 
goal of this PAC is to obfuscate, hoping to 
confuse voters into voting against their own 
best interests. ...” 

“I also believe that the print media is 
particularly threatened by the continuing 
declines observed in overall print media 
circulation and revenues. Prop 1 will add to 
this decline because the public will be able to 
learn what City Hall is doing over the Internet 
and not from the Statesman and Chronicle. . . . 
I attribute much of the anguish and gnashing 


of teeth over Prop 1 that I see at the AAS and 
Chron to this perceived threat.” 

“Those of us who are spending our own 
time and money working for Props 1-2 because 
we feel that the system is badly broken sure 
do resent the people like Clark-Madison, and 
(likely) former City Council members Slusher, 
Goodman, and Garcia, who are being paid to 
work against Props 1-2.” (Emphasis mine.) 

“Recent ‘Page Two’ comments by Louis Black 
[April 7], and Michael King’s ‘Point Austin’ 
[April 21], bring to mind how ‘Establishment’ 
the Chronicle has become. ...” 

“Black’s diatribe is so vehement . . . one must 
wonder if this editorial is some kind of payback 
for the special treatment SXSWj which is a great 
thing but still Black’s private business, got 
from the city this year. I guess we’ll never know 
because we don’t (yet) have open government!” 

“Yes, I will be the first to admit that the 
Barton Springs recharge zone is fundamental- 
ly a religious issue for people like Bill Bunch 
and myself; why else would we put ourselves 
through all this when we could be collecting 
cash from Stratus for looking the other way 
instead? . . . Nevertheless, in this case our 
religious, if you will, convictions coincide 
precisely with good public policy, maximiz- 
ing the quality of life for the general public, 
and helping to prevent economic failure and 
environmental catastrophe.” ■

Expose Sloppy and Misleading 

Dear Editor, 

As two of five Rollingwood City Council mem- 
bers who have an intimate understanding of 
Rollingwood's contract with the Lower Colorado 
River Authority for the construction and opera- 
tion of the city's wastewater system, imagine our 
surprise and dismay when we read Michael King’s 
sloppy and misleading “Naked City" "expose” of 
what's happening in Rollingwood in the May 5 
edition of The Austin Chronicle [News]. 


Mr. King asserted that only 500 of 1,400 
homes in Rollingwood have been hooked up to 
the city's new wastewater system. Well, there 
are only about 500 homes in Rollingwood, 
almost all of which are hooked up. The fewer 
than 10 homes not hooked up have owners 
who chose to stay on septic. The number 1,400 
refers to the number of residents. 

Mr. King stated that the cost of the wastewater 
system was “originally estimated at $7.2 million, 
the job came in at $17 million, although that 
has reportedly been reduced somewhat.” Well, 
the costs have been reduced much more than 
“somewhat.” In fact, instead of having monthly 
capital costs once projected to be $144,000, 
the city's monthly liability now stands at $70,000 
and will remain unchanged at that level. 

Mr. King stated that the motion to hire outside 
legal counsel for review of professional services 
contracts was made by Mayor Pro Tern Dale Dingley. 
As reflected in the council meeting minutes of 
March 27, Alderman Bill Hamilton made the motion, 
which was seconded by Alderman John Barton. 

We have no idea what Mr. King means when 
he says, “The issue is now complicated by 
revelations of apparent conflicts of interest 
involving Mayor Hollis Jefferies (up for re-elec- 
tion May 13).” The negotiated amendment 
to Rollingwood’s contract with LCRA that was 
signed by the city and LCRA in September 
2005 has no complications. After five months 
of negotiation, you can be assured that both 
parties are crystal clear about what the contract 
and the amendment contains. The contract and 
the amendment are not renegotiable. Likewise, 
there are no “revelations of apparent conflicts 
of interest” involving Mayor Jefferies - period. A 
year ago Mayor Jefferies voluntarily recused him- 
self from negotiations with the LCRA because 
of a purely coincidental and tenuous connec- 
tion between his employer and the LCRA, over 
which Mayor Jefferies had no control whatso- 


ever. Mayor Jefferies was under no obligation to 
recuse himself. He did so to avoid any appear- 
ance of impropriety. Unfortunately, by including 
“conflicts of interest” in the same sentence as 
“Mayor Hollis Jefferies," Mr. King engages in a 
wholly unwarranted character assassination of 
a public official nine days before that official 
stands for re-election. 

Lastly, we also have no idea what Mr. King 
means when he says, “Maybe the entire city 
needs to adjourn to a neutral venue.” We’re sure 
his intention was not to somehow try to belittle 
one of the most appealing small towns in the 
state, if not the nation, nor the 1,400 residents 
who are very proud to call Rollingwood home.

as a news story and as confirmation of unseemly 
bias in the Statesman's environmental reporting. 

But there was no similar condemnation by 
the Chronicle nor a story examining journalistic 
ethics when Chronicle reporter Mike Clark- 
Madison recently parlayed his progressive jour- 
nalism credentials to a position as a PR man 
for TateAustin's clients, who include AMD, the 
Austin Chamber of Commerce, and the local toll 
road authority. Instead, last week the Chronicle 
published as a piece of journalism a PR piece 
by Clark-Madison, who in the first sentence 
identifies himself as “a progressive writer and 
journalist” and an “active citizen and neighbor- 
hood leader” [“Austin@Large,” News, May 5]. 
Mr. Clark-Madison does not identify himself as 
a PR man whose clients are the very corporate 
insiders that are targeted by Propositions 1 
and 2. And the Chronicle has neither covered 
TateAustin's work on behalf of those opposing 
Propositions 1 and 2 nor explained how passage 
of Propositions 1 and 2 would adversely affect 
TateAustin's clients by affecting city support for 
toll roads, providing timely public disclosure of 
tax-giveaway deals, and preventing those who 


would pollute the aquifer, like AMD, from getting 
taxpayer subsidies. The Chronicle did little to 
help the reader evaluate Clark-Madison’s piece, 
only noting in small print at the end of it that 
Mr. Clark-Madison is now “in partnership with 
TateAustin” and that his “column” was written 
for an anti-proposition PAC.

Props Will Hurt, Not Help 

Editor, 

We are all parks, trails, open-space, and 
clean-water advocates who have worked for 
decades to protect and improve Austin's environ- 
ment, and we oppose Propositions 1 and 2. We 
worked all last summer and fall with some of the 
propositions' proponents on the Travis County 
Parks bond election that permanently preserved 
Reimers Ranch and set aside thousands of 
acres to protect water quality in the Pedernales 
and Colorado Rivers, yet we first heard of this 
petition drive when we read about it in news 
reports and saw paid petitioners on the streets. 
At that point it was too late to offer input that 
may have improved the language and prevented 
many of the negative consequences. 

As written, Propositions 1 and 2 will hurt, not 
help efforts to protect parks, open space, and 
water quality. Prop. 2 will limit the city’s ability to 
draw development away from the aquifer, under- 
mine successful efforts to work around the state 
grandfathering law to limit development, and put 
us on a collision course with the state Legislature. 
The steep cost of both these propositions will also

force cuts in not just environmental protection but 
also parks, libraries, and social services. 

Perhaps worst, if 1 and 2 are approved it will 
almost assuredly delay a planned November 
bond election that is recommended by the citi- 
zen’s bond committee to include more than $90 
million for parks, open space, and water quality 
protection. If this bond election is postponed 
it will mean that some key properties over the 
aquifer will be lost to development forever. 

If you care about parks, open space, and 
water quality we strongly urge you to vote no on 
Propositions 1 and 2 this Saturday.

'Substance' = My Opinion

Early voting ended Tuesday for this year’s municipal 
elections. Election day is Saturday, May 13; polls will 
be open 7am-7pm. See our endorsements and voting 
info on p.10, and more election coverage on p.24. 

The special session of the Legislature on property 
tax reduction and education funding - with much more 
emphasis on the former than the latter - may get past 
its gridlock to reach a successful conclusion this 
week. Well, "successful" in the sense that the GOP 
leadership may get passage of its bills - if you’re a 
child in need of education, however, perhaps not so 
much. See p.30. 

A series of fierce storms downed trees and knocked 
out power for tens of thousands of Austinites last 
week; many customers in West Austin did not get their 
electricity restored until Monday. 

Two different national polls are showing President 
Bush’s approval ratings at their lowest level yet: 

31%. In a USA Today/Gallup poll, 65% said they disap- 
prove of Bush’s job performance; 63% said the same 
in a New York Time s/CBS News poll, while 55% said 
they have a favorable view of the Democrats. At press 
time, the Democratic Party had not yet announced how 
it would still manage to blow it all in November. 

NAKED CITY 


Austin got an early taste of “open government” this 
week, when a memo from Will Wynn to City Manager 
Toby Futrell was cc’d to the city at large. At issue was 
the freak thunderstorm and winds of last Thursday. 
Many were shocked that the intense but fleeting down- 
pour left more than 50,000 Austinites temporarily 
sans power, with hundreds going without electricity 
for upwards of three days. Tuesday, Mayor Wynn, eager 
to avert any further drubbing the city (or his re-election 
campaign) might take, released a memorandum ask- 
ing Futrell to “please present a comprehensive brief- 
ing on issues surrounding the recent storm events 
and resulting prolonged power outages.” He is also 


asking for details on the “city’s approach to communi- 
cation with impacted residents,” along with more infor- 
mation on Austin Energy’s response protocols. The 
sparks are scheduled to fly May 18 as council powers 
down this week. - Wells Dunbar 

The Urban Transportation Commission is growing 
increasingly concerned over Capital Metro's plans to 
require more stringent eligibility standards to use the 
transit agency's Special Transit Service, which 
serves the blind and disabled in Austin. Under the pro- 
posal being considered, qualifying for the service 
would go from self-certification to an interview process, 
in an attempt to weed out users who may have had a 
temporary disability, such as a broken leg, but no lon- 
ger need the service. Mark Thompson, who trains the 
blind locally in life skills, such as accessing transit, 
protested the change before the UTC and blames the 
STS cuts on Capital Metro’s desire to fund other proj- 
ects. UTC Chair Andrew Clements read a statement 
from Capital Metro that said the STS program has 
grown increasingly costly; while the program transports 
only 2% of Capital Metro’s ridership, it consumes 19% 
of the budget. The agency wrote that it intends to look 
at “possible changes to the program to better serve 
our riders while addressing budget issues." UTC mem- 
bers intend to take a position on the proposed chang- 
es next month. - Kimberly Reeves 

In other transportation news, state and federal legisla- 
tion requires social service agencies that use federal 
funds to convert private transportation options - such 
as door-to-door van service - to public transit. Next 
week, the Capital Area Regional Transit Coordina- 
tion Committee will bring everyone in the 10-county 
area into the same room to negotiate options for that 
conversion. Meetings are scheduled at Congregation 
Beth Israel on Monday morning and First United Meth- 
odist Church in Round Rock on Monday afternoon. 

Final recommendations must be presented to the 
Texas Transportation Commission in September. For 
more, contact Jennifer LeBaron at 448-4459.

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A Living City 

When you vote on Saturday, 
keep in mind the real soul 
of the city BY MICHAEL KING 

A couple of weeks ago, those earnest folks at 
Liveable City issued a pair of “ballot studies” 
analyzing the two major propositions on this 
week’s ballot. In keeping with the organization’s 
studious and diligent reputation, the analy- 
ses are copiously detailed, based on extensive 
research and interviews with all sides of the 
debate, and come down firmly in the middle on 
what should be done concerning the complex 
charter amendment proposals - win or lose. In 
issuing the studies, the Liveables (who could 
use a spell-checker) explicitly hoped to find 
some compromise ground in the now thor- 
oughly polarized debate over Props. 1 and 2, 
aka the “open government” and “clean water” 
amendments. “In these polarized debates, it’s 
hard to find information independent of the 
campaigns,” announced leading Liveable Mark 
Yznaga. “We hope Austinites use these studies 
to help make up their own minds about possible 
changes to our charter - Austin’s Constitution.” 

It’s a perfecdy rational position, and I recom- 
mend the studies (available at www.liveablecity.org) 
for those Austinites still pondering the impon- 
derables as they approach Saturday’s election 
booth; they will provide you with the details 
you might otherwise have received in a sensible 
democratic procedure. Unfortunately, despite all 
the good intentions of the Liveables, an election 
campaign is a far from rational process. For pres- 
ent example, not 30 minutes after the studies 
were released - not long enough even to read the 
damn things - we received a press release from 
the amendment supporters at “Clean Austin,” 
announcing that the Liveable City study “dem- 
onstrates that the Open Government Online 
Charter Amendment [Prop. 1] ... would cost 
just $2-3 million to implement. . . . [and that] the 
City of Austin has now confirmed Liveable City’s 
cost estimate.” 

In fact, of course, the study had demonstrat- 
ed nothing of the kind. Instead, it proposed a 
more rational middle way, in which the scope 
of the amendment as written would instead 
be whittled down to a sensible online project, 
and it is that project that city staffers estimated 
could be done at a reasonable cost, and of that 
project that the entirely self-appointed Austin 
Cleaners suddenly declared - like Pee-wee 
Herman after falling off his bike - “That’s what 
we meant all along.” 

Unfortunately, that project is not on the 
ballot. However you vote this Saturday, please 
don’t delude yourself that an eminently rea- 
sonable open-government proposal - one we 
could all get Liveable with - is one of your bal- 
lot choices. It ain’t on there. 

Just Say When 

I’m a notoriously bad handicapper - I had 
no idea the Chronicle’s publisher was even run- 
ning in the Kentucky Derby - so I won’t predict

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Saturday’s winners. But if Props. 1 and 
2 are victorious (and of course lost 
in all this children’s crusade are the 
remaining, rational propositions, not to 
mention the actual council and board 
candidates), I think the City Council 
should call the proponents’ bluff. They 
should budget no more than $2 million 
to implement the props, and if it only 
pays for what is already in the works - 
e.g., the ongoing attempt to streamline 
and upload planning documents - then 
so be it. Indeed, we’ve been repeatedly 
promised the props will save money, so 
perhaps we should budget no money at 
all, and transfer the purported savings 
to library books. 

But I have watched enough coun- 
cil meetings to suspect that the city 
attorneys will counsel deliberation, the 
staff numbers will be crunched, the 
RFPs will be issued as the amendments 
actually and grandiloquently read, and 
in a few months - while we wait for 
the other green Blahnik to fall - bond 
and budget planning will be put on 
hold until the “open government” and 
“anti-AMD” bill comes due. And the 
very same people who appeared before 
the citizen’s bond committee demand- 
ing open space acquisition as though 
they were the only people on earth 
who’d ever thought of it - only to be 
welcomed with widespread arms - will 
be loudly demanding to know why the 
council isn’t protecting the Springs, 
and where the money for open space is, 
and why some secret deal they weren’t 
personally informed of via e-mail post- 
poned the bond election. 

Sowers of Discord 

This might have been an election 
about the whole community’s long- 
term priorities. 

It happens to coincide with a broadly 
public bond initiative, we’re enjoying 
relatively flush times, and there are 
large, tangible needs - infrastructure, 
libraries, affordable housing, open 
space - for which there is quite a broad 
community consensus of support, and 
the divisions of opinion are primarily 
over how much we can afford across 


the board, and how to adjust accord- 
ingly. We could still be engaging in the 
energetic public discussion initiated by 
the citizen’s bond committee, quizzing 
the council members (and candidates) 
about particular proposals, and trying 
to decide - from Decker Lake to the Y, 
from Northwest Hills to ABIA - what 
should be the common institutional 
priorities of this community, and not 
just one privileged part of it. 

Instead, as our council watcher Wells 
Dunbar points out next door (“Beside 
the Point”), when the staff proposed to 
council last week its own proportions 
for affordable housing and open space 

- let’s call it 50-50, they said, and then 
duck - virtually nobody was watching, 
“in real time.” Instead, we’re arguing 
like old country banshees over whether 
it would be a good idea to wire up the 
mayor, council, and city managers, et 
al. with a baby cam, so they couldn’t 
talk to anybody without us all knowing 
about it, instantly. That’s why we elect 
them, after all - so we can treat ’em like 
criminals, for public amusement. 

The e-mail flame wars - richly and 
comically represented in this week’s 
“Postmarks” - will begin to subside 
next week. Having spent weeks cover- 
ing what has become, even by Austin 
standards, a transcendently goofy elec- 
tion (and postponing far too many 
other pressing stories in the bargain), 
I now respond to everyone asking me, 
“Yes, I’m ready for it to end.” And I’ve 
even received a few sub rosa apolo- 
gies from folks who say they’re sorry 
things have gotten out of hand, that the 
name-calling was unintentional, that 
the accusations of corruption against all 
and sundry opponents of “cleanliness” 
are just a little bit over the top. 

Hey, it comes with the territory. But 
it seems to me that, whoever “wins,” 
much of the (hopefully temporary) 
damage to the common public dis- 
course and to the real “soul of the city” 

- that is, all the people of Austin, work- 

ing together for the common good - has 
already been done. And whatever hap- 
pens afterward, those who wilfully sow 
the wind shouldn’t then presume to 
apologize for the whirlwind. ■ 


Dollars in the details 


On the eve of election day, what in a saner uni- 
verse might have been this spring’s community 
focus - how the city prioritizes its needs in financial 
terms - is little more than marginalia on Prop. 1 
and 2's increasingly dog-eared pages. This Saturday, 
the now-tentative November bond election is 
noticeable only by its absence, or the threat thereof 
- the fear that passage of the unpriced props will 
put the package on indefinite hiatus. Delay or not, 
however, city staff has finished retooling the citizen 
Bond Election Advisory Committee's recommen- 
dations from earlier this year, and now’s as good a 
time as any to consider the current result. 

Revised numbers dribbled out with a slash to 
drainage funding, and an unexpected repurposing 
of bumped-up transportation bucks. Riveting as 
multi-objective flood-control projects undoubtedly 
are, the real bated breath was reserved for the final 
two presentations. City infrastructure may be para- 
mount - but that’s the socks under the municipal 
Christmas tree: the things we need, not want. That 
necessary business completed, the city unwrapped 
revised park and facility funds, along with poten- 
tially controversial changes to affordable housing 
and open-space funding - the urban-living equiva- 
lents of a couple of gayly wrapped, shiny Red Ryder 
BB guns. As the package now moves to the council 
itself, let’s hope no one gets hurt. 

There’s been little surface change to new public 
safety projects, like a joint Police-Fire-EMS training 
facility, municipal courthouse, animal shelter, EMS 
facilities, and new police substation in Northeast 
Austin. Renovations, bundled with new projects in 
the BEAC’s draft, were separated for further dissec- 
tion by staff. Again, nothing too drastic was reallo- 
cated among the workmanlike collection of roof 
repairs, new AC and heating units, pool resurfacing, 
and playscape maintenance. 

The staff dissection also planted a couple of new 
projects in the catch-all category of “citizen initia- 
tives” - however, they’re not quite the same “citi- 
zens” from the BEAC’s recommendation. Money 
for the Mexican American Cultural Center, 

Zachary Scott Theatre, and skate and BMX 
parks hovered near their previous allocations, 
but funds for the Elizabet Ney Museum and 
Mayfield Park were mysteriously axed in favor of 
a proposed Asian American Cultural Center and 
improvements to Austin Studios. BEAC out- 
reach Chair Mike Clark-Madison noted to In 
Fact Daily that the Cultural Center and Austin 
Studios, not having made the BEAC’s cut, were 
instead added “at the request of Council mem- 
bers.” (Our insider hunches point to AACC advo- 
cate Jennifer Kim, and film-booster Brewster 
McCracken, as prime suspects.) 


Unscathed was the package’s biggest freestand- 
ing target: $90 million for the new central library. 
The bucks for books held after advocates repeated- 
ly hammered home the notion that $90m was the 
absolute lowest the library could go and still stand 
shoulder to shoulder with those of peer cities. Even 
that amount only completes a partial build-out; 
boosters see additional assistance coming from 
fundraising and from sharing infrastructure costs 
with co-tenants on the Green Water Treatment tract 
downtown where the library will likely be built. 

Which left the progressive twins, open space 
and affordable housing - $50 million each in the 
staff proposal. The staff cuts don’t necessarily crip- 
ple housing, but saw into land acquisition at the 
legs - the $42.3 million pruning would be by far the 
most removed from any proposal. Under the staff 
proposal, $20 million would go toward parks and 
greenways, with $30 million reserved for open- 
space land acquisition. The Machiavellian tactic of 
pitting the two interests against each other seems 
destined to square off environmentalists against 
housing advocates. 

Or would, if they were paying attention - anticipat- 
ing a capacity crowd at last week's council briefing, 
we were instead treated to a deafening silence. For 
the moment, the bonds appear to be a victim of 
Prop. 1 and 2’s Emergency-That-Wasn’t-a-Few- 
Months-Ago. That may change May 18, when council 
holds public hearings on the new proposals; then, 
post-election, we’ll have a better idea whether the 
bonds will see light of day this year. While Clean 
Austin insists that Prop. 1 should cost well under 
$36 million, Betty Dunkerley insists that if the damn 
thing passes, that’s the amount to be carved out of 
the proposed budget. Like the bond package’s finan- 
cial prioritization, the debate over Prop, l’s cost 
puts arguments encircling it in tangible, financial 
terms - and regardless of your hopes and intents in 
drafting policy, implementation is a completely differ- 
ent beast. - We//s Dunbar

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international experts told the audience at a session of the World Congress 
of Information Technology last week. Tim Finton of the State Department 
said the United States’ position always has been to keep a neutral stance on 
telecommunications regulation - frequently letting the market regulate itself — 
but the increasing use of cross-platforms and new gadgets may force the feds 
to rethink how they move forward. Cable, telephone, and even power line pro- 
viders now are offering a combination of video, phone, and Internet services. 
Gadgets, such as cell phones that offer television service, are eating up band- 
width. The fact that a few users are eating up a broad swath of bandwidth - 
Yasuhiko Ito of Japan's KDDI estimated 10% of his users demand 90% of his 
product - has led Ito and others to think that closer monitoring and tiered 
pricing based on use may be the only way to keep up with the demand. - K.R. 

Also at the tech conference, Mayor Will Wynn snatched a little national spot- 
light to discuss the Plug-in Partners National Campaign, an effort kicked 
off in Austin last August to spur automakers to build alternative fuel-compati- 
ble, plug-in hybrid electric vehicles, capable of doubling the fuel economy of 
today's hybrids. He challenged President Bush and Congress to switch some 
200,000 vehicles in the U.S Postal Service’s fleet to flex-fuel plug-ins, a 
move that could save more than $100 million in fuel costs, he said. Twenty 
cities, 130 utilities, and 25 national organizations are now participating in the 
Plug-In Partners Campaign, which Wynn will talk up again this week in 
Chicago at the U.S. Conference of Mayors National Summit on Energy. Wynn 
was named head of the Conference’s energy committee last summer. Mean- 
while, local transportation reformists wish Wynn would focus less on roads 
and more on rails.

Speaking of cutting back on gas, Austin's Yellow Bike Project has always 
been about getting more people on bikes. It started out as a volunteer collec- 
tive geared toward rehabbing and releasing free bikes around the city, but 
over the years, it has expanded to open two successful community bike 
shops and shifted its focus toward empowering people through education 
about bike maintenance - offering free, hands-on instruction and even the 
opportunity to build a free bicycle out of YBP's massive collection of parts, in 
exchange for volunteer hours. Yellow Bike is currently putting the finishing 
touches on a shipment of 40 refurbished kids bikes, destined for Harris Ele- 
mentary, located north of Yellow Bike’s main shop on East 51st near Austin 
Studios. It will be the fourth elementary school donation YBP has made in its 
neighborhood. The group is getting pumped up for its Ninth birthday party, 
bike art show, and fundraiser, set for Sat., May 27 from 6pm to midnight at 
Gallery Lombardi on Third and Bowie. There’s a $9 suggested donation. See 
www.austinyellowbike.org for more.

If record-breaking, 100-degree temperatures in April aren't enough to convince 
even the firmest disbelievers that global warming is not only real but affecting 
us now, bring them on down Friday, May 12 to the 6th Annual Environmental 
Defense Water Conference, this year titled "Global Warming and Texas 

Water,’’ and let them hear it from an Aggie - that ought to do it. Gerald 
North, a distinguished professor of atmospheric science at Texas A&M, and 
co-author of The Impact of Global Warming on Texas, will be on hand, along 
with climate and water experts from around the state and across the country, 
to discuss how global warming will impact Texas water and how to design 
plans to meet future water needs. Attendees will also hear from California 
and New Mexico officials in charge of early preparedness programs. “Among 
all states, Texas is the largest producer of greenhouse gases,” said Jim 
Marston, director of the Texas office of Environmental Defense.

With residential construction on tap for next year - homes could be on the 
ground by the end of 2007 - the advisory committee over redevelopment of 
the former Mueller municipal airport wants to make sure affordability is 
kept in the forefront of all discussions. At the meeting of the Robert Mueller 
Municipal Airport’s Plan Implementation Advisory Committee this week, com- 
missioners agreed to schedule a special session on the issue of affordable 
housing. The point is not simply to offer affordable housing initially but to 
keep that housing affordable as property values rise at the 700-acre project, 
said Commissioner Donna Carter. One in four units at Mueller will be afford- 
able for families with incomes at both 60% and 80% of median income. In 
other development news, Greg Weaver of Catellus told the commission that 
the UT academic health research center - which must be funded with private 
funds - is still on track and an announcement could be made this summer 
on the project. - K.R.

In other housing news, the U.S. senate passed an Iraq War/ Gulf Coast 
recovery emergency spending bill last week that includes the first long- 
term housing assistance for poor families in the region devastated by last 
year’s hurricanes. The bill includes a provision for 4,500 “supportive hous- 
ing” apartments, which, according to a press release from the National

Guests 
Sunday will receive a tour of the 
grounds, home to more than 60 species 
of exotic birds, as well as other animals.

Alliance to End Homelessness, “can be linked with treatment and support 
services, to provide stable housing for people with disabilities and elderly 
people with extremely low incomes.” The legislation also includes funding for 
mixed-income housing developments. “It makes sense to create supportive 
housing in mixed income communities ... Doing so will avoid the reestablish- 
ment of homelessness in the region,” said NAEH President Nan Roman. The 
$202 million for hurricane-related rental assistance included in the Senate 
bill isn’t in the House's version of the legislation, however, which means it’s 
vulnerable to getting cut from the bill as negotiators work to whittle down the 
overall price tag - even as completely unrelated earmarks and other “special- 
interest items” remain untouched, according to an analysis from the Center 
on Budget and Policy Priorities. "In general, the backers of the earmarks in 
the Senate bill have more political clout than the impoverished hurricane vic- 
tims who would benefit from the housing assistance," said Robert 
Greenstein, executive director of the Center on Budget and Policy Priorities, 
in the analysis. “The fear is that Congress could kill the modest low-income 
housing assistance to make room for more of the special-interest items." For 
more, see www.cbpp.org/5-9-06hous-pr.htm.

Much of the talk around the Capitol Tuesday - other than the progress on 
Senate negotiations over the tax-spending bill - was the revised fiscal note 
on CSHB 1, which showed a $5 billion-a-year gap between revenues and spend- 
ing on the current Republican tax cut/ education-reform plan. The news actually 
put Democrats in the position of being outraged about too few taxes and too 
much spending. Rep. Scott Hochberg, D-Houston, called the plan irresponsible 
and one that required deficit spending. On the other hand, Rep. Rob Eissler, R- 
The Woodlands, said the tax proposal is intentionally modest because the best 
way to guarantee future education funding is to provide tax rates that do not 
discourage the growth of business and, in turn, the state’s tax base. - K.R. 

What has 185,708 acres of mangroves, marshes, open water, and coastal 
prairie; sits on the Texas Gulf coast; and was dedicated as reserve land in a 
ceremony last week? No, it’s not an expanded version of Hippie Hollow for all 
of Texas, but rather the Mission-Aransas National Estuarine Research 
Reserve, which will serve as a living laboratory of the Gulf coast ecosystem. 
The UT Marine Science Institute in Port Aransas, the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration, and Aransas and Refugio counties will manage 
the reserve, which is expected to attract scientists and students from across 
the nation. “The western Gulf of Mexico has a number of unique features, 
including coastal prairies, oak savannahs, and extensive seagrass and black 
mangrove communities that will help broaden the understanding of estuarine 
ecosystems nationwide,” said Paul Montagna, Mission-Aransas reserve man- 
ager and professor of marine science at UTMSi. "Research and monitoring 
here will help coastal decision makers manage these vital resources on a 
foundation of sound science, and it will help to educate the next generation 
of marine scientists and decision makers." - D.M.

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ELECTION NOTES 

Cleanliness, Godliness, 
and Money 

“I recognize the irony,” said Bill Bunch last week, as he attempted to explain 
why the so-called Clean Water Clean Government PAC, formed to promote Prop. 
1 and Prop. 2 on the city election ballot, had apparently violated campaign finance 
laws by failing for several months to report roughly $74,000 in financial contribu- 
tions underwriting the proposition campaign. That's only the most prominent of the 
alleged violations cited in overlapping complaints filed by the local Libertarians, as 
well as another group opposing the propositions, the Committee for Austin’s 
Future. In a complaint filed last week with the Texas Ethics Commission, the 
committee charged the supporting groups and their representatives - Save Our 
Springs Alliance director Bunch, political consultant Glen Maxey, and CWCG 
treasurer Kathy Mitchell - with 10 separate violations of the state election code, 
ranging from failure to file required information or reports of political contributions 
and expenditures (seven charges) to failure to list required disclaimers on its politi- 
cal advertising (three charges). Spokespeople for CWCG say the apparent viola- 
tions were simply oversights, that a belated April 13 disclosure is sufficient, and 
that it is now using the required disclaimers. 

In a statement announcing the complaint, Greg Hartman of the CAF called for an 
apology from campaign proponents, adding, “The hypocrisy of running a campaign 
for a so-called open government proposition, while refusing to report aii contributors 
and violating the simplest campaign laws would be comical, if it was not so sad." 
Maxey told In Fact Daily that “All expenditures and contributions, both in-kind and 
monetary, have been fully reported to the public by the Clean Water Clean Government 
PAC. ... It has long been a campaign tactic to file complaints at the Texas Ethics Com- 
mission during the last weeks of a political campaign. We will await word from the 
Ethics Commission about these issues and respond accordingly at the appropriate 
time.” (Since the alleged violations were not discoverable before April 13, date of the 
last CWCG filing, it would not have been possible to file a complaint much earlier.) 

Bunch said that SOS, while heading up the petition campaign last fall to put the 
props on the ballot, had relied on Maxey’s experience in last year’s smoking ordi- 
nance campaign for his understanding that the expenditures need not be reported 
until the petitions are actually submitted. “Then we found out there had been a 
complaint filed [by the Libertarians] against the anti-smoking campaign for late fil- 
ing,” he said. “We asked [campaign finance attorney] FYed Lewis for his advice, 
and he said, ‘I wish you had called me earlier.”’ 

Lewis says he's provided pro bono legal advice for the pro-props campaign 
(he’s also listed as a $250 contributor), and that since the spirit of the law is 
public disclosure, the corrected late CWCG filings are sufficient to that spirit. 
“Our laws are designed to disclose financial information prior to the election 
and to restrict certain corporate contributions,” he said. “Both purposes have 
been served, and the financial information is out there for people to argue 
about. ... That's the big picture." 

Yet the questions about the campaign’s finances don’t quite end with CWCG’s 
disclosure. In its latest report, filed May 5 and covering one month, the campaign 
lists nearly $118,000 in contributions from the SOS Alliance (most of it in cash, 
some in labor and supplies). That brings the overall SOSA total since February to 
roughly $211,000, dwarfing even SOS board member Kirk Mitchell’s personal con- 
tributions that come to a declared $80,000 (in addition to any prior Mitchell contri- 
butions made to SOS). Linder federal tax laws, SOS is a 501(c)3 nonprofit, tax- 
exempt for contributors and therefore restricted from certain political activities, 
including any “substantial” amount of “lobbying” - defined in the tax code to 
include active support of ballot measures like the proposed charter amendments. 
According to Bunch, last year SOS filed documents with the IRS to allow the organi- 
zation to spend up to 20% of its income in lobbying. Since SOS income in 2005 
was about $900,000, said Bunch, and these expenditures occurred over the cusp 
of 2005 and 2006, “We’ll be below that 20% limit.” (The most recently available 
SOS federal tax filing reports an organizational income of about $790,000 for 2004.) 

Does Bunch think using money contributed to SOS as tax-exempt charitable 
donations should be so readily converted to political advocacy? “It’s no different 
than the Fiomebuilders Association using money from their general funds to 
oppose the propositions,” he responded. (The Home Builders Association of 
Greater Austin contributed $50,000 to the Committee for Austin’s Future.) 

It will be up to the Ethics commission, and presumably, the IRS, to determine if 
indeed the CWCG PAC and its supporters adhered to the letter as well as the spirit 
of the law. The Commission can issue fines up to $500 per violation, and the IRS 
can presumably assess fines, revoke tax exempt status, or assess even harsher 
penalties. But neither agency will take action before months have passed - let 
alone Saturday's election.

WHO'S BUYING 
THE VOTES? 

There were no dramatic surprises overall in the latest 
campaign contribution and expenditure reports filed 
May 5 with the Austin City Clerk, eight days before the 
May 13 election. The four council races break out pret- 
ty much where they were the last filing date, April 13. 
Mayor Will Wynn has an overwhelming funding lead 
over his opponent, Mayor Pro Tern Danny Thomas. Wynn 
raised $40,000 in the past month and had $25,000 
on hand; Thomas had $2,300 to spend of $4,200 
raised. (Candidate emerita Jennifer Gale, who reported 
neither contributions nor expenditures, has one new 
dubious distinction: a Web site where animated angels 
fly: www.jennifergale.com.) 

The Place 5 race is nearly as lopsided as the mayor- 
al campaign, although incumbent Brewster McCracken 
faces three opponents. McCracken collected $30,000 
last month (nearly $100,000 overall), and his TV com- 
mercials are now streaming him down to $12,000 on 
hand. Opponents Mark Hopkins (not yet posted at press 
time), Kedron Touvell, and Colin Kalmbacher are all effec- 
tively broke. Kalmbacher does report two $100 contrib- 
utors who might have made a much more interesting race 
on their own: engineers Bill Moriarty and Diane Hyatt, 
forced out of the city wastewater repair contracting pro- 
gram by allegations of impropriety, and perhaps hoping 
to stick in the needle for Moriarty’s pending lawsuit 
against McCracken, City Manager Toby Futrell, et al. 

The other races reflect more competition. In Place 2, 
Mike Martinez and Eliza May were each under $10,000 
in cash on hand, but as a consequence of spending 
fairly freely on media. (Martinez may get a few thou- 
sand dollars’ boost from funds already spent by the 
police and firefighters’ committees, but those current 
reports are not large.) Wes Benedict appears to be 
cheerfully running on empty. 

In Place 6, Sheryl Cole and Darrell Pierce each 
raised more than $20,000 in the last month, but 
Cole’s $15,000 still on hand reflects an earlier war 
chest, and more money to spend on last-week media 
(Pierce has only about $5,000 left.) Long-shot 
DeWayne Lofton has stayed in the hundreds and has 
about $1,600 remaining. 

None of these latest C&E reports are terribly news- 
worthy; the candidate money races essentially echo 
and reinforce the public campaigns. The late-thunder 
exception is the fierce public battle over Props. 1 and 
2 - “clean government’’ and “clean water,” if you will - 
which is also dramatically reflected in these last-week 
fundraising and spending reports. 

There are three PACs primarily focused on these two 
propositions. One, the Educate PAC - “Environmentalists 
and Democrats United for Charter Amendment Truth 
and Education” - boasts an impressive group of sup- 
porters and endorsers (current and former council 
members, mayors, mainstream environmentalists), but 
it appears financially irrelevant - as of Friday, it had 
raised and spent virtually all of its $25,000, on a few 
ads and a mailer. The big money is in play between 
the Clean Water Clean Government PAC - effectively a 
financial dependent of the SOS Alliance and its big 
funders - and the Committee for Austin's Future, 
heavily funded by builders, developers, and various 
legal, banking, and real estate interests. A brief 
breakout of the major funding sources is at right - 
readers should refer to the full C&E reports for addi- 
tional detail, especially since (unlike capped $100 
contributions to candidates) contributions to these 
“issue” PACs are unlimited. 

Since January, CWCG had raised roughly $351,000, 
most of it from several major donors, notably SOS 


itself (see “Cleanliness, Godliness, and Money”) and 
oil and gas heir and developer Kirk Mitchell. (Other 
major donors were SOS board member Ray Goodrich, 
an oil and gas and real estate investor, and former 
City Council Member Beverly Griffith, who lists her 
current address as Crested Butte, Colorado.) 

Opposing the props, the Committee for Austin’s 
Future had raised $406,000, with the biggest single 
donors being the Real Estate Council of Austin 
($100,000) and the Home Builders Association of 
Greater Austin ($50,000). 

Entering the final week, with TV ads on both sides, 
flying like convention confetti, the CAF reported 
$95,000 cash on hand. The CWCG reported $28,000 
still to spend. Likely more is being raised and spent on 
both sides - but we won’t know it until after Saturday. 

Go forth and vote.

ACC RACE: The Dirt 

Perhaps it should come as no surprise that a board of 
trustees race at Austin Community College has devolved 
into an ugly, rumor-mongering mess: Everyone involved seems 
to know one another. Thus, in the final weeks of the cam- 
paign, supporters of Ana Mejia-Dietche in her race against 
incumbent Allen Kaplan have raised concerns about reports 
in 1996 and 2003 that cited Kaplan for overstepping his legal 
responsibilities as a trustee. Mejia-Dietche, however, is a for- 
mer colleague of Kaplan’s wife, who is working under current 
ACC President Steve Kinslow, which is itself a funny state of 
affairs. Ugly business, these election things. 

During the race, Mejia-Dietche did not make an issue of the 
report, compiled in 2003 by the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Schools, even when Kaplan raised the issue 
himself. Several trustees, including Kaplan, were cited for 
overstepping the board’s legal responsibilities by meeting 
among themselves or with faculty members without involving 
the ACC president. Kaplan admits this but says it was a reac- 
tion to the board’s abysmal relationship with past President 
Richard Fonte, widely regarded as a divisive force in the col- 
lege. The report also mentions a meeting in which Kaplan is 
reported to have given “mandates" to the architects planning 
a new campus, and points out that Kaplan’s wife Maxine is an 
ACC employee. Maxine Kaplan was an ACC employee before 
Allen Kaplan ran for the board, so his trusteeship is legal; 
however, the SACS report said employees reported a sense of 
intimidation because of Maxine’s ties to the boardroom. 

SACS reaccredited the college in 2005. On the surface, 
that suggests that any skirmishes have been smoothed over, 
particularly because the process included faculty and staff 
interviews. “If there were something going on with that trust- 
ee since the last accreditation visit we would probably [have] 
known about it, and it would have been considered,” said 
Belle Wheelan, president of SACS. 

Martin Blair, senior buyer in the purchasing department and 


former colleague of Kaplan’s wife, disagrees, particularly on the 
issue of nepotism. “Maxine Kaplan really does get a lot of con- 
sideration that many of us who are employees, particularly those 
who are in close proximity, don’t believe anyone else would get 
were they not a board member’s spouse," he said. As an exam- 
ple, he said Maxine Kaplan received a special cubicle with ergo- 
nomic enhancements to ease repetitive-motion strain that no 
other employee received; he also pointed out that Kaplan used 
his place on the dais to rant about his lack of faith in the pur- 
chasing department about six months after his wife left the 
department. On the rumor circuit, it’s not hard to find people 
who, off the record, describe Allen Kaplan as hard to work with, 
albeit in less polite terms. He also has enthusiastic supporters, 
however. Representatives of full-time and adjunct faculty organi- 
zations, plus the union, said they know of no ongoing disputes 
involving either Kaplan. Paula Robertson-Rose, who was a fac- 
ulty leader at the time of the SACS citations and is now active in 
the union, said that any past problems had been worked out. 

“We don’t have reservations about his performance,” she said. 

Mejia-Dietche is not without entanglements of her own. The 
former ACC grant writer (who continued to teach classes as an 
adjunct until launching her campaign) worked with Kaplan’s wife 
at a tumultuous time in the department. In 2003, she was reass- 
igned to another position in a process overseen by president 
Kinslow. Mejia-Dietche says the transfer turned out fine, but 
ACC documents show she reported friction in the new position. 
If elected to the board, she’ll get to vote on whether to extend 
the contract of the man who once managed this reassignment, 
but she says her history with Kinslow plays no role in her deci- 
sion to run. “My point in running,” she says, “isn’t to get into a 
bunch of stuff about anybody’s personal issues. It's about a college 
that needs a fresh voice and fresh point of view on the board.” 

Complicating voters’ decisions is the fact that ACC trustees 
serve six-year terms. That's plenty of time for problems to be 
solved, fences to be mended, and behavior to change. Alternately, 
it's plenty of time to screw things up. Happy voting.

► Early voting in Travis Co. took a sharp upturn in the last two 

days - after averaging around 2,000 voters a day for the first 
six days, a combined 10,984 went to the booths on Monday 
and Tuesday. Combined with mail-in ballots, a total of 24,573 
residents have weighed in on the various elections around the 
county, 4.5% of registered voters. In addition to the high-profile 
Austin City Council, AISD, and ACC races, Travis County's Elections 
Division is conducting races for 29 other jurisdictions. Highest 
turnout was at the Randalls in West Lake Hills (2,684), no 
doubt spurred by the heated mayoral race in Rollingwood (see 
p.34). Lowest was at the ACC Eastview campus (147). - L.N. 

► After just nine months on the job - and only a week before 
Saturday’s municipal elections - the Williamson Co. elections 
chief has resigned. According to media reports, Cliff Borofsky 
gave no reason for stepping down - “nothing in particular,” he 
told the Statesman - but both that paper and In Fact Daily 
offered from his work history plenty of fodder for speculation, 
including voting machine snafus during this election (Wilco has 
not been able to use its ES&S electronic voting machines dur- 
ing early voting, although company officials promise they'll be 
ready by Saturday) and a 30-hour vote-counting delay at his 
previous job as the Bexar Co. elections administrator. - L.N.

Election Gets 
Personal in Oak Hill 

As the May 13 election looms, the debate over 
Propositions 1 and 2 has turned into a mud-wres- 
tling match for all involved (minus, sadly, the biki- 
nis) with environmentalists and progressives deeply 
divided over the so-called Open Government and 
Clean Water amendments. The campaign has 
featured insults, whispers, and personal attacks 
galore - and that’s all before you get to Oak Hill, 
where things are really personal. 

In Oak Hill, the suburban community many 
Austinites know only as the traffic-clogged tangle of 
strip malls standing between them and the Hill 
Country, it’s not personal because of the kind of 
political jousting that kicks up dust storms downtown. 
Rather, it's personal because Prop. 2 will shape the way 
the area develops at a time when the community is try- 
ing to decide for itself what sort of neighborhood it 
wants to be. “If Proposition 2 passes, we can hang up 
our [neighborhood] planning process,’’ said Bruce Perrin, 
president of the Oak Hill Association of Neighborhoods. 

In case you have yet to experience it for yourself, 
neighborhood planning is an official city process allowing 
neighborhoods (or at least the small-but-obsessive con- 
tingent of zoning freaks and code junkies who show up 
at meetings) to craft a vision for their own streets. In 
Oak Hill, where neighborhood planning is just getting off 
the ground, it’s clear the residents want change. 
According to a survey that kicked off the process, the top 
priorities for the roughly 600 people who responded 
included more parks (54% of respondents), more restau- 
rants and entertainment (48%), more sidewalks and bike 
lanes (42%), and improved public transportation (35%). 
Other areas that more than one-third of respondents felt 
needed improvement were the amount of environmental 
protection, the current patterns of development, and the 
perennial grassroots gripe of people letting their proper- 
ties get run down. 

Topping the list of things needing improvement, howev- 
er, is traffic congestion. The Texas Department of 
Transportation has proposed solving this problem with 
a massive, tolled flyover slicing the Y, the commercial 
heart of Oak Hill surrounding the intersection of high- 
ways 290 and 71, into self-contained chunks with glori- 
ous views of concrete and smog. The residents have 
other plans, motivated partly by simple opposition to 
tolls, but partly by a much different vision for the Y. In 
particular, some of Oak Hill's most outspoken zoning 
junkies are pushing for a total redevelopment of the Y 
into a “town center" that could address many of the resi- 
dents' concerns. They propose replacing the strip malls 
with a New Urbanist wonderland of vertically stacked 
housing atop first-floor retail space bustling with new 
places to eat, drink, and be merry. They say it should be 


connected to nearby neigh- 
borhoods with bike and 
pedestrian routes, and to 
downtown with express 
bus routes. 

What does all this have 
to do with Prop. 2? Some 
say nothing - the ordi- 
nance does not prohibit 
development in the 
watershed; it only limits 
the way the city may partic- 
ipate in the effort. 
Redevelopment cheerlead- 
ers like Perrin disagree. 

One element of the pro- 
posed amendment, which 
prohibits the city from 
entering agreements with the effect of “subsidizing pri- 
vate development" in the watershed, would cut the city 
off from the tools - such as tax-financing schemes or 
affordability subsidies - it uses to entice developers to 
build more cheaper or more environmental housing. This 
is fine with Colin Clark of Save Our Springs Alliance. 
He doesn’t disagree that the area, now at virtually 100% 
impervious cover, should be reshaped into something 
nicer some day. But when the future of so much of the 
Hill Country remains unsettled, he argues that now is not 
the time to draw more residents to the area to fill up 
those stacks of apartments and condos, and to make it 
easier for people to live even further outside Austin. 

“If you define ‘town center’ as something that pro- 
vides neighborhood services, it might be [a] great way to 
benefit existing residents and water quality in the Barton 
Springs watershed,” said Clark. “If you define it as a 
magnet for additional development, we get back into the 
problem of never-ending sprawl into the Hill Country.” 

Redevelopment plans aside, other Oak Hill residents 
take issue with a provision that says the city must “prior- 
itize” infrastructure investments outside the watershed. 
“In other words, well be at the bottom of the feeding 
trough,” said Carol Cespedes, president of the 
Windmill Run Neighborhood Association and a self- 
described environmentalist. She proudly voted for the 
original SOS Ordinance, but opposes Proposition 2, argu- 
ing that penalizing southwest residents is counterproduc- 
tive to the goal of preserving the environment and slow- 
ing sprawl. “The thing that must be done in preserving 
these areas is to get the energetic cooperation of people 
who live there, and provide them a way to live lightly on 
the land, to minimize the pollution and the distances 
traveled," she said. 

Oak Hill resident Becky Halpin, on the other hand, 
will be voting for Prop. 2. “I think it’s more important to 
keep water clean than develop out here,” Halpin said. “It 
would be nice to have everything out here in terms of 
goods and services, but not at the expense of the water.”

Defending a 290 Toll 

The Texas Transportation Commission’s engineer over the US 290 
West project through Oak Hill defended the future toll project at a 
TxDOT open house last week as the best way to deal with long-term 
projected growth - both in Oak Hill and through the Central Texas 
region. Supporters of an alternative to the project - a six-lane park- 
way through the area - took their plan to the open house. Moving 
from a toll project to a parkway, however, would require a revision to the 
CAMPO 2030 plan, which can only come from CAMPO’s Transportation 
Policy Board. 

Don Nyland, the south area engineer for The Transportation 
Commission’s Austin region, questioned the parkway on three counts. 
First, the road must serve a region far larger than Oak Hill, one that 
accommodates the growth of communities out to Dripping Springs and 
beyond to Johnson City. Second, the whole purpose of the elevated toll- 
way through Oak Hill is to separate the traffic that just needs to pass 
through - to and from Austin - from local neighborhood traffic the com- 
munity wants to capture. “It’s much easier to draw lines on a paper 
and say that it’s going to work,” said Nyland, recalling one conversation 
with the neighbors that included a discussion of elevating William 
Cannon over 290. “I asked, ‘What are you going to do with the trans- 
mission line on the north side of the Creek?’ They said, ‘What trans- 
mission line?”' 

Local community leaders have opposed the TxDOT plans as too 
intense and called on TxDOT to step back and consider community 
needs. “We’re not trying to destroy the ‘Y,”’ Nyland said. “We’re trying 
to take people off the road so that those who live in the area can get 
on the frontage road and get to the store and back without the traffic. 
The people who live in the area should not have to compete with those 
who are trying to get through the area on their way to somewhere else.” 

This is not just a roadway to accommodate Oak Hill, he said. This 
$90 million project accommodates both those who have moved out to 
the Hill Country - and work in Austin - and those who must use impor- 
tant Austin-based services, like trauma care. Nyland estimated that 
traffic on the roadway ranges from 60,000 to 80,000 vehicles a day, 
about a third of a major freeway but still more than most major arterials. 

A third issue Nyland raised is that parkways have no frontage 
roads. The creation of a parkway through Oak Hill would require buy- 
ing most of the businesses along the roadway and then shutting 
down those streets that would connect to the parkway. Parkways, 
like MoPac, do not have multiple exits and entrances. "They say 
that there would be no economic impact, but if we build a parkway 
we have to take out businesses,” he said. “You look at something 
like the historic Pizza Gardens. How do you close off a road and 
close that business?” 

TxDOT has made concessions to the community during its design pro- 
cess: moving an entrance to the Scenic Brook subdivision, extending 
the US 290 frontage road to Scenic Brook and Grenada Hills to allow 
for an additional turn lane, flattening the profile of the road at the bend, 
and addressing access issues on Candelaria. The work on the project, 
which the Central Texas Regional Mobility Authority will eventually 
operate as a toll road, has not been done in isolation. “We’ve been 
working on this project for the past five years, going to neighborhood 
meetings, showing people what we intend to do and taking comments,” 
Nyland said. “Not everyone has liked what we had to say, but we cer- 
tainly haven’t sat and done our design work in a box, without input from 
the community.” - Kimberly Reeves

Triumph in the Lege? 

Don’t hold your breath, but the umpteenth special session 
on school finance just might be a success - if by “success” 
we mean that the Legislature could pass something before it's 
curtains on Tuesday, thus handing the 
governor and lawmakers something 
to crow about when they return to the 
campaign trail. Next year they may be 
eating crow - the legislative package 
would represent the biggest tax bill in 
Texas history - but the rousing "We 
cut property taxes!” line always sells 
in an election year. 

On Tuesday, Lt. Gov. David Dew- 
hurst returned to his “we’re close to 
an agreement” script from sessions 
past, and, according to one wag, called 
Gov. Rick Perry bright and early 
Wednesday morning to assure him that he had the votes in the 
Senate to “run over” Sen. Florence Shapiro, R-Plano, and pass 
the property tax bill (HB 1), at least on first reading. Shapiro, 
who chairs the Senate Education Committee, threw things akilter 
last week when she stormed out of a Senate Finance Committee 
meeting and took a handful of other Republican committee mem- 
bers with her. She was angry about a dispute over school equity 
funding and threatened to block the bill from the Senate floor. 

On the House side, meanwhile, the conservative anti-tax Rs 
are still fuming over passage of the business tax bill (HB 3, sit- 
ting on Perry's desk), so Speaker Tom Craddick is supposedly 
hatching a plan to provide some political cover for them. 
Assuming that Perry expands the session’s agenda to address 
tuition revenue bonds to pay for higher education, the bill would 
carry a provision, so goes the buzz, that would prevent any tax 
dollars from going to a university that engages in stem cell 
research. So much for higher learning. 



As of press time Wednesday, here’s how the 
scorecard looked on the five-part tax package: 

HB 1: The Senate was scheduled to debate the 
bill Wednesday afternoon with Dewhurst optimisti- 
cally predicting its passage. The bill would cut 
property tax rates by about a third over two years 
and raise teacher pay by $2,000 a year. The state 
would provide $4 billion to schools to help pay for 
the cuts. The biggest hurdle centers on disagree- 
ment over how the money would be distributed to 
all school districts. 

HB 2: Back in the House Wednesday night after a 
tough round of kickball between the House and 
Senate. The bill would dedicate revenue from tax 
increases to replace money lost from cuts in prop- 
erty tax rates. The House rejected the Senate’s 
amendments last week, but the two sides have 
since worked toward semiresolution. 

HB 3: The nemesis of the anti-tax crowd, this bill, 
awaiting the governor's signature, replaces the 
loophole-riddled franchise tax with a new, improved 
loophole-riddled “margins tax." Businesses would 
pay 1% of their gross receipts (retailers and 
wholesalers would pay 0.5%), while allowing for 
certain deductions. General partnerships, sole 
proprietorships, and businesses with annual reve- 
nue of less than $300,000 would be exempt. 

HB 4: Passed and sent to the governor, this bill 
would require used-car buyers to pay a sales tax 
on at least 80% of the vehicle’s blue book value. 
HB 5: The proposed $1 cigarette sales tax hit a 
bump in the Senate, so it’s uncertain at press 
time whether it will move to the floor for debate. 
The sticking point is the amount of the proposed 
tax, as well as a desire by some lawmakers to 
dedicate the tax revenue to health-care services 
rather than to property-tax cuts. - Amy Smith 


Supremes Give Death Row 
Inmate Another Chance 

In a unanimous opinion authored by most-junior Justice Samuel 
Alito, the U.S. Supreme Court on May 2 ordered a new trial for a 
South Carolina death row inmate, ruling that state courts erred by 
excluding evidence that another man may have committed the crime. 
Bobbie Lee Holmes was sentenced to death for the rape, robbery, 
and murder of 86-year-old Mary Stewart in her home. Although the 
state argued that it had significant forensic evidence that Holmes was 
the murderer, Holmes sought to introduce evidence that another man 
had committed the crime. The trial court excluded the evidence, how- 
ever, by applying a rule of criminal procedure that, in essence, gave 
deference to the weight of the forensic evidence. In Alito 's 11-page 
ruling, the court scoffed at the state court's application of the rule: 
“Under this rule, the trial judge does not focus on the probative value 
or the potential adverse effects of admitting the defendant’s evidence 
of third-party guilt,” Alito wrote. “As applied ... the rule seems to call 
for little, if any, examination of the credibility of the prosecution wit- 
nesses or the reliability of the evidence.” 

In other court news, U.S. District Court Judge Kenneth Hoyt on 
April 28 overturned the capital murder conviction of Carl Wayne 
Buntion, who was convicted and sentenced to death in Harris Co. for 
the 1991 murder of motorcycle cop James Irby. Buntion shot Irby 
with a .357-caliber Magnum after being pulled over for a minor traffic 
violation: he does not deny that he killed Irby but argues that he did 
so in self-defense. Last week, Hoyt ruled that Harris Co. trial Judge 
Bill Harmon violated Buntion’s right to a fair trial by bullying his law- 
yers, holding unlawful, private meetings with prosecutors, and making 
remarks in open court regarding Buntion’s guilt - including that he was 
“doing God’s work” by seeing that Buntion would be executed, reports 
the Houston Chronicle. “Judge Harmon decided that Buntion was guilty 
and should die,” before ever hearing any evidence, Hoyt wrote. 

The Texas Attorney General’s Office has until the end of the 
month to appeal the ruling to the 5th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals.

Honoring B Rapoport 

The rise of maverick insurance tycoon Bernard Rapoport from humble begin- 
nings to public prominence is surprisingly similar to that of the Center for 
Public Policy Priorities, the Austin-based public interest research organization 
that will honor Rapoport - known to his friends simply as “B" - on Friday, May 
19, at the Palmer Events Center. Former President Bill Clinton will deliver the 
keynote address, and CPPP executive director and former state district judge F. 
Scott McCown and Houston Mayor Bill White will recount the decades of phi- 
lanthropy and political activism for which Rapoport is known. 

Initially founded in 1985 by a congregation of Benedictine Sisters in Boerne, 
but independent since 1999, the center has expanded broadly beyond its first 
function of public advocacy for the Texas poor, particularly concerning health 
care. A nonpartisan operation that provides research and education to legisla- 
tors and the public, CPPP still advocates for low-income families' access to 
health care, but has grown to argue on behalf of all Texans’ rights to education, 
federal funding for social programs, and the legislative and tax policies that 
underlie all these programs. “We’ve been called 'the voice of the voiceless,"’ 
said spokeswoman Lynsey Kluever. 

Rapoport grew up in neighborhoods that would now be spoken for by the folks 
at CPPP Born in 1917 in San Antonio, to Russian-Jewish immigrant parents, 
Rapoport remembers the Great Depression firsthand. His family was often with- 
out basic necessities, occasionally subject to eviction, and Rapoport worked for 
a living from the time he was very young. Hit by a car on his way home from 
Yom Kippur services at the age of 13, he was bedridden for more than a year 
and still has a limp. But he says he never gave in to despair, partly because his 
father would never let him. He attributes his philanthropy to his father’s teach- 
ings: “My father taught me three important lessons: You have to read a book 
every day, protect your name ... and fight against injustice.” He eventually went 
on to found the American Income Life Insurance Co., the foundation of both 
his fortune and his second career as a philanthropist. 

The Bernard and Audre Rapoport Foundation has a lengthy history of 
funding initiatives for education, the arts, health care access, and civic partici- 
pation, including more than $18 million to UT-Austin, where Rapoport is an 
alumnus and was a regent under Gov. Ann Richards. This money has funded 
scholarships and underwritten faculty salaries, and it’s hard to walk through the 
Texas campus without seeing something named after Bernard, Audre, or in 
honor of the Rapoports - including the newly opened Blanton Museum Grand 
Atrium. Rapoport’s been named one of Fortune magazine’s 40 most generous 
philanthropists and was the recipient of the Texas Civil Rights Project Award 
for Human Rights. CPPP is paying him homage as “a Texas Legacy.” 

Clinton, a longtime friend, has been scheduled to speak at this event for 
nearly a year. Rapoport described the friendship as “a very, very personal rela- 
tionship.” It’s also a lengthy one. Rapoport has long been a major contributor to 
state and national Democratic Party candidates, and in 1974, when Clinton 
made his first unsuccessful run for Congress, Rapoport was his biggest contrib- 
utor. “I gave him $250," he laughed. Their relationship has continued throughout 
Clinton’s presidency and into Hillary’s potential run for the same. As for other 
Democratic hopefuls, Rapoport said, “I tell each one of them, I will support you; 
unless Hillary runs. Then she has my total support." - Frank Rivera

Props Forum Gets Down and Dirty 


They say the worst fights are family fights, and 
that certainly held true at a Democracy for Texas 
forum on Wednesday, where supporters and oppo- 
nents of Propositions 1 and 2 - progressives all - 
gathered at Mother Egan’s to drink beer, eat chips, 
and yell at each other. Representing the pro side 
were Bill Bunch of the Save Our Springs Alliance 
and Kathy Mitchell of the ACLU, going mano a 
mano against Jeb Boyt of the city Parks Board 
and Council Member Lee Leffingwell. Audience 
reaction was also divided among supporters and 
opponents of the measures. 

In a long, sweaty evening of accusations and 
counter-accusations, the most explosive point of 
contention was the city's cost estimate on Prop. 1, 
which would require the city to “as expeditiously as 
possible and to the greatest extent practical, make 
all public information available online in real time 
and accessible to the public.” The city says this will 
cost $36 million because of what we’il call the e-mail 
problem. All city e-mails are already public informa- 
tion and can be accessed through open records 
requests (keep that in mind next time you fire off an 
outraged screed), but only after being screened and 
redacted of public information. If those e-mails are 
going to be made available online and in real time, 
as the language states, it would take a bevy of law- 
yers a-readin' and a-redactin' - some 61 million e- 
mails bounced around city servers last year - and 
lawyers ain't cheap. It’s that staff time that makes 
up the bulk of the $36 million figure. 


Mitchell dismissed the high cost estimate as a 
scare tactic, highlighting the two words “as practi- 
cal.” “If you say putting 61 million e-mails online is 
practical, you don’t live in the same universe that I 
live in,” she said. 

Leffingwell, who was elected only a year ago as 
an environmentalist and who appeared distinctly 
uncomfortable in the role of Bad Guy, kept hammer- 
ing away at the high-cost argument even after the 
debate was supposed to have shifted to Prop. 2. 
This was not well received - as audience members 
called him a liar and shouted for him to sit down, 
the moderator moved to take away the microphone. 
Leffingwell, frazzled, snapped at one of his challeng- 
ers, activist-about-town Debbie Russell, who was 
seated in the front row of tables. “You do not have 
the right to interrupt me,” Leffingwell thundered. 
“Who is in charge here, the people of this communi- 
ty or this guy?” Russell shouted back. “You can see 
why he doesn’t want open government.” 

The debate finally turned to Proposition 2, giving 
Bunch - who long ago was cast as the physical 
embodiment of SOSA on As Austin Turns - an oppor- 
tunity to plea that Prop. 2 is the city’s best chance 
for halting the development that is killing the springs. 
Leffingwell disagreed. “I hope that if Proposition 2 
fails, we'll still find ways to save the Edwards Aquifer, 
which, believe it or not, is what we all want to do,” 
he said, sounding hurt. “There are other ideas. I 
have some ideas. My ideas are not invalid just 
because I'm not Bill Bunch." - Rachel Proctor May 


Jeffs Makes FBI's Big Top 10 


Polygamist prophet Warren Jeffs, the fugitive 
leader of the Fundamentalist Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints, has attained the crimi- 
nal equivalent of rock star status: On May 6, the FBI 
formally added Jeffs to its numero uno list of Top 10 
Most Wanted criminals - that’s right, Jeffs’ oblong 
mug has made it to primetime, alongside the likes 
of terrorist Osama Bin Laden and Boston Mafioso 
murderer James “Whitey” Bulger. Last summer Jeffs 
was added to a lesser Top 10 list, but as the list of 
criminal charges against him grows - including the 
newest, charging the FLDS leader as an accomplice 
to rape - the FBI has turned the heat up a notch; 
the reward for Jeffs’ capture has also increased, up 
to $100,000 for information leading to his arrest 
and successful prosecution. Also Saturday, coincid- 
ing with the announcement of Jeffs’ Top 10 status, 


the polygamist prophet was featured on a segment 
of America’s Most Wanted ; tips have started trick- 
ling in, reports the Sait Lake Tribune, including a 
handful of sources saying Jeffs may be hiding in the 
Mexican state of Quintana Roo, on the Yucatan 
Peninsula. Experts say that is unlikely, however, 
because the handful of polygamist families living in 
the Yucatan town of Pedro Santos have no love for 
the prophet and would be more than happy to turn 
him in to authorities. 

Meanwhile, Utah Attorney General Mark 
Shurtleff confirmed that his office is conducting a 
broad racketeering investigation into the FLDS, 
reports the Deseret Morning News. “I believe Warren 
Jeffs ran the FLDS Church ... as an organized crime- 
type setup,” Shurtleff told the daily. “We just have to 
get the evidence to prove it.” - Jordan Smith 


Nighttime in Northern Uganda 


One month ago, Linsey Krauss saw a screening 
of Invisible Children, which documents one of the 
most horrifying effects of the 19-year-old Northern 
Ugandan war. The documentary had come to Austin 
as part of a national “Suburban Safari” bus tour, 
and Krauss was so moved by it that she approached 
the filmmakers afterward wanting to help - which is 
exactly what’s been happening across the country. 
The documentary introduces you to three California 
film students who’ve decided to go to Africa in search 
of an interesting story, which they more than find in 
the night commuters, rural Ugandan children who trek 
to town every night to evade rebel armies, which abduct 
children as young as 5 years old and force them to 
fight the government. To avoid rebel soldiers, children 
sleep wherever they can find protection - often just a 
man with an AK-47 who walks the perimeter of their 
bodies as they lie packed like sardines among hun- 
dreds of kids. Hoping to build enough U.S. pressure on 
the Ugandan government to end the war, the filmmak- 


ers have turned Invisible Children into a nonprofit, using 
the film, with its distinct MTV feel, to spawn a nation- 
wide youth movement of screening parties and cause- 
oriented bracelet-wearing. In Austin, Krauss and her 
friends helped organize the April 29 Global Night 
Commute. About 1,000 people - mostly high school 
students and families with children in elementary or 
middle school - walked from UT to the Capitol, where 
they were to sleep over in a tribute to the nightly 
Ugandan ritual. (With sleeping on Capitol grounds for- 
bidden, the demonstrators spent their time writing let- 
ters to Ugandan children and all left by 4am.) Overall, 
about 150 cities participated, with Sens. Sam 
Brownback and James Inhofe turning out in 
Washington, D.C. More events are to come locally, 
including this weekend's Mother’s Day concert, where 
seven bands will play to raise funds for Ugandan educa- 
tional and employment programs (3:30-llpm, Sunday, 
May 14, at Tambaleo, 302 Bowie). For more, see 
www.invisiblechildren.com.

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Sewer Politics in Rollingwood 


Finger-pointing over a costly wastewater 
system has taken sewer politics to a whole 
new level in the city of Rollingwood, where 
the multiheaded debate is expected to figure 
strongly in the outcome of a heated mayoral 
race in Saturday's election. 

The campaign fracas, pitting Council Member 
Bill Hamilton against incumbent Mayor Hollis 
Jefferies, centers on the sound-bite question 
of which candidate can best promote smart 
development along Bee Caves Road while pre- 
serving the leafy charm of this 1950s-era ham- 
let west of Zilker Park. In truth, though, the may- 
or’s race is just a snippet of a larger, incestu- 
ous tale involving some of Austin’s most promi- 
nent players in regional planning, politics, and 
pork. For better or worse, these varied inter- 
ests, along with an assortment of potential con- 
flicts and hurt feelings, just happened to collide 
in Rollingwood, home to some of Austin's most 
educated and politically vocal citizens. “It’s like 
this nasty brother-in-law deal that went sour," 
one old-timer mused the other day. “As long as 
we’re all friends, there’s not a problem. But if 
we stop being friends, there’s a problem.” 

As the Chronicle first reported last week, 
Rollingwood residents have seen their waste- 
water bills nearly double since the Lower 
Colorado River Authority built a new sewer 
line connecting more than 500 homes and a 
couple dozen commercial businesses to the 
city of Austin's wastewater system. The proj- 
ect, which kicked off in 2000, was originally 
estimated to cost $7.2 million and take two 
years to complete. But the price tag grew to 
$17 million and spanned several years, stop- 
ping just short of the courthouse. The sticker 
shock was made more painful a year ago when 
city officials learned they had more in common 
with the agency than a high-priced sewer line: 
Both entities had been longtime clients of 
Armbrust & Brown, one of Austin’s biggest 
development law firms and an old soldier in 
many environmental wars. With the Armbrust 
firm wearing two hats, one as Rollingwood’s 
longtime legal counsel and the other as 
LCRA’s longtime lobbyist, things were bound 
to get sticky. 


They did. But this is where the facts of the 
story turn murky. Armbrust & Brown insists 
that it informed Rollingwood officials of its 
LCRA ties when it first began negotiating the 
sewer line contract on the city’s behalf, circa 
1999 and a few city administrations ago. But 
Rollingwood officials, for the most part, say 
they only learned of the firm’s relationship 
with LCRA a year ago, when the financial dis- 
pute appeared spiraling toward litigation. The 
general sense, at least privately, is that Arm- 
brust & Brown may have compromised Rolling- 
wood’s standing in both the original contract 
and the ensuing dispute over cost. 

Armbrust & Brown managing partner Gregg 
Krumme defends his firm's representation of 
the city and takes issue with the assertion 
that officials were shocked to learn of the 
firm’s ties to the LCRA. “I’m going to disagree 
with them,” he said. “I’m sure there were dis- 
cussions about that. I’m sure they were 
aware.” (If the firm provided written disclosure 
to city officials at the time, no one seems to 
know about it. At press time, Armbrust & 
Brown had not yet responded to a request for 
a copy of such a document.) 

Needless to say, the sewer mess has splin- 
tered a longtime partnership between Arm- 
brust & Brown and the city of Rollingwood. 

The relationship, which ended abruptly last 
month, formed some 15 years ago, when 
Dick Brown (no relation to the Armbrust firm) 
served as Rollingwood mayor before moving 
on to a lobbying gig of pushing Austin-bashing 
bills at the Legislature on behalf of Armbrust 
& Brown and its development clients. The 
breakup came shortly after the city hired 
Broadus Spivey, a prominent Austin malprac- 
tice lawyer who, according to city documents, 
was brought in “to pursue claims and possibly 
settle claims relating to those professional 
services rendered in connection with the 
wastewater collection and transpiration agree- 
ment between the city of Rollingwood and the 
Lower Colorado River Authority.” 

This time, Armbrust & Brown was caught by 
surprise. The firm responded in writing April 3: 
“Given the current relationship between the 



City and Armbrust & Brown, LLR we propose 
the City obtain new general counsel and city 
attorney representation as quickly as possible.” 
Krumme acknowledges being miffed over the 
city going behind the firm's back and hiring 
Spivey, who is considered one of the top mal- 
practice lawyers in the state. To Armbrust & 
Brown, the hiring was a clear message that 
Rollingwood no longer trusted its general counsel. 

Chronicle readers familiar with the local 
political landscape will not be surprised to 
read that former Mayor Kirk Watson landed 
the role of the guy who rode in on a white 
horse and went to bat for the little guy - Roll- 
ingwood, in this case. In April 2005, with 
Rollingwood and the LCRA hopelessly dead- 
locked over the cost of the project, Armbrust 
& Brown checked itself out of the dispute. So 
the city hired Watson and his former law firm 
to mediate the situation. Five months later, 
the city and the LCRA agreed on a compro- 
mise, with the city's financial obligation to the 
agency whittled down to about $70,000 a 
month, instead of $144,000 a month. Watson 
wouldn’t talk specifics about the case, but 
handed the credit to Rollingwood officials. 
“They were very detail oriented in picking their 
way through the case, and they ultimately 
achieved the best deal they could under nor- 
mal circumstances,” he said. 

Absent from the council’s negotiations, 
however, was Mayor Jefferies, who, citing a 
potential conflict, recused himself from the 


matter about the time that Armbrust & Brown 
bowed out of the picture. Jefferies manages 
the Austin office of financial consulting giant 
AG Edwards, which also does business with 
the LCRA and employs a former LCRA board 
chairman, Steve Rivers. 

Getting back to this story’s initial hook - 
the mayor’s race - Jefferies and his support- 
ers accuse the Flamilton camp of trying to 
drag the mayor into the sewer controversy all 
over again in order to win votes. “This is much 
ado about nothing,” Jefferies said. “They want 
the residents of our city to believe that they’re 
going to go in and renegotiate the [LCRA set- 
tlement], but it's a done deal.” Jefferies, who 
served about eight years on the council 
before winning the mayor's seat two years 
ago, says he doesn’t recall precisely when the 
Armbrust & Brown/LCRA relationship came to 
light. “I'm not sure even when they told us,” 
he said. “I was pretty much out of the loop 
with Watson’s group and their dealings with 
the LCRA.” That Jefferies has essentially 
washed his hands of the Armbrust & Brown/ 
LCRA affair is all the more reason Flamilton 
and his supporters say it’s time for a new 
mayor. Hamilton’s role in the LCRA negotia- 
tions and his push to hire the Spivey law firm 
could play well with voters looking for some 
relief on their wastewater bills and an end to 
business-as-usual at city hall. “I was involved 
in all phases of the negotiations,” Hamilton 
said. “So the question is, who's best prepared 
to lead us forward?” - Amy Smith

Hemp Farming, and a Merry 
Pill-Poppin' Limbaugh 

If all goes well, North Dakota could be the 
first state to issue farmers’ licenses to grow 
industrial hemp in accordance with state law. 
Last week, North Dakota Agriculture Commis- 
sioner Roger Johnson announced a set of 
proposed rules that could jump-start the wide- 
spread legal cultivation of industrial hemp in 
the U.S. for the first time since just after World 
War II. In a press release, he called this “an 
important step in the process of enabling 
farmers to grow and sell this valuable crop.” 

Industrial hemp - strains of marijuana with 
just trace amounts of tetrahydrocannabinol, 
the main psychoactive ingredient in pot - was 
perfectly legal to cultivate until the 1970s, 
when changes to the Controlled Sub- 
stances Act blurred the definition of industri- 
al hemp, melding it with the definition of its 
narcotic, and prohibited, cousin. Since then, 
the Drug Enforcement Administration has 
tightly controlled hemp production through its 
power to grant or deny (or simply ignore) indi- 
vidual requests for permission to grow the 
environmentally friendly crop. (The DEA has 
only ever approved one license, which expired 
in 2003.) Nonetheless, there’s been renewed 
interest in hemp farming; since the mid-Nine- 
ties, 14 states have passed laws calling for 
scientific, economic, or environmental studies 
of the crop, and several, including North 
Dakota, have legalized industrial hemp farm- 


ing, despite the virtual ban on its cultivation 
imposed by the feds, who claim, among other 
things, that legalizing hemp farming will some- 
how encourage the illegal trade in smokeable 
pot. Not surprisingly, the ban has endured in 
spite of the growing market for hemp prod- 
ucts - from food to textiles to car parts - 
which is a growing, multimillion-dollar-per-year 
industry. Since U.S. farmers are unable to 
legally grow the crop, however, hemp used for 
consumer products must be imported from 
other countries, including Canada and China. 
(According to the Congressional Research 
Service, the U.S. is the only “developed” 
nation without an established hemp crop.) 

If Ag Commissioner Johnson and his coun- 
terparts in several other states have their 
way, however, hemp farming will soon make a 
legal comeback. In February, Johnson and 
three other state agriculture commissioners 
traveled to Washington, D.C., to meet with 
DEA officials to “explore acceptable rules” for 
legalized hemp farming - a surprising act of 
amity from an agency that otherwise seems 
hell-bent on maintaining prohibition on all 
things marijuana. Since then, Johnson has 
come up with a strict set of rules for farmers 
seeking to grow industrial hemp: Farmers 
must submit to criminal background checks, 
stringently document how much hemp they 
sell and to whom, plot the location of their 
hemp crops with geopositioning coordinates, 
and must have hemp seeds tested to ensure 
they contain no more than .3% TFIC, among 
other rules. (See the proposed rules at www. 
agdepartment.com/PDFFiles/ProposedlndustrialHe 
mpRules5-2006.pdf.) Johnson’s rules are set for 


a public hearing on June 15 and could be 
finalized by fall. Whether the DEA intends to 
play fair remains to be seen; under the pro- 
posed rules, North Dakota hemp farmers 
would still be required to obtain a federal 
hemp-farming license from the DEA. 



In other news, Rush Limbaugh, arguably 
talk radio’s most bombastic hypocrite, cut 
himself a deal with prosecutors last week on 
charges that he had engaged in “doctor shop- 
ping” to obtain overlapping prescriptions to 
feed his OxyContin pill-popping habit. Lim- 
baugh’s run-in with the law over his use of 
prescription painkillers has been dragging on 
for several years, and yet, amazingly, the man 
has managed to keep himself out of jail. Shock- 
ing? Not really - he is, after all, a wealthy white 
guy from West Palm Beach, Fla., - but the whole 
ordeal brings to the fore a shining example of 


the Ditto-head’s hypocritical double stan- 
dard. On-air, Limbaugh has never shied away 
from disparaging drug users and suggesting 
that loser users should be locked up. To wit, 
consider this brief tirade, concerning the dis- 
parities in rates of incarceration for whites 
and blacks: “[Tjoo many whites are getting 
away with drug use. Too many whites are get- 
ting away with drug sales,” Limbaugh report- 
edly said during an October 1995 program. 
“The answer is not to start letting people out 
of jail because we’re not putting others in jail 
... The answer is to go out and find the ones 
who are getting away with it, convict them, 
and send them up the river too.” Besides 
being myopic (if not just completely ignorant), 
Limbaugh’s callousness apparently doesn’t 
apply to everyone - least of all himself. On 
April 28, during a press conference announc- 
ing his client’s deal with prosecutors - which 
will keep Limbaugh out of jail entirely as long 
as he completes further drug treatment and 
pays a $30K fine to offset the cost of the 
state investigation of his case - Limbaugh’s 
lawyer Roy Black told reporters that the plea 
deal “good common sense,” as a reasoned 
way to deal with drug addiction. “With anyone 
in this position, who finds themselves addict- 
ed to pain medication, it is really unfair to 
prosecute them or to make some sort of a 
big case out of it,” he continued. “The idea is 
to help the person overcome the addiction. 
Because when a person is addicted, the only 
person who is suffering is that person, and 
no one is suggesting that Rush Limbaugh did 
anything to hurt anyone other than himself." 
At least not last week, that is. - Jordan Smith

LIBRARIANS BATTLE FOR 
FREEDOM 

Let’s hear it for a rugged bunch of two-fist- 
ed, tough-as-nails freedom fighters: America's 
librarians. 

Yes! Throw out your stereotype of the meek 
librarian and see these gutsy people for what 
they are - frontline battlers for your and my 
personal liberties. Librarians have long been 
leaders in the ongoing free-speech fight 
against censorship, but lately they’ve also 
been forced into leading the battle against 
the privacy-invading provisions of the infa- 
mous USA PATRIOT Act. 

This law allows federal agents to go to any 
public library and rifle through our personal 
records to see what books we've checked out 
or what e-mails we’ve sent. It also slaps a 
gag order on America’s librarians, making it a 
crime for them to reveal that their records 
have been seized. 

Librarians revolted. One group of them that 
had been subjected to these secret FBI 
searches filed a landmark lawsuit last year, 
asserting that the gag provision is a violation 
of free speech. The Library Connection of 
Windsor, Conn., a co-op of 26 libraries that 
share an automated records system, 
demanded that it be free simply to identify 
itself as having endured the secret raid. 

But George W.’s federal prosecutors 
claimed that the government would suffer 
irreparable harm if this information were 
made public. Last year, a federal judge ruled 
for the co-op, but the Bushites appealed. 

Then - oops! - in a court filing, the prosecu- 
tors themselves mistakenly disclosed the 
very name of the group they were trying to 
keep secret. This boo-boo, plus a recent 
change in the PATRIOT Act loosening up the 
gag provision, finally led the feds to surrender 
to the librarians, saying, “Continuing to pur- 
sue this appeal does not make sense.”

A GUSHER FROM EXXONMOBIL 

Did you make $144,000 last year?

Well, yes, ExxonMobil flourished during 
the Raymond years, especially at the end of 
his term - and the executive suite at corpo- 
rate headquarters was even dubbed “The 
God Pod.” But corporate governance experts 
note that the company’s success was not 
due to any godlike genius by Raymond but to 
easy profits generated by the windfall rise in 
oil and gasoline prices. Exxon’s oil wells 
pump out more crude every day than Kuwait, 
and it is the world’s largest refiner of gaso- 
line - so it’s wallowing in profits from both its 
wells and its gas pumps. 

So remember, every gallon of ExxonMobil 
gasoline you buy will be pumping a little more 
of your cash right into Lee Raymond’s pockets.

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Dirt. It ruins your whites. It mucks up your car. You can't eat it. 

You can’t wear it. Around here, you can’t even grow much in it, not without being a 
shameless water hog. But as the old saying goes, they’re not making any more of it 
- and that’s why local discussions of affordable housing so quickly turn dirty. 

Not that there’s any disagreement that Austin is having an affordability crisis. City 
Council candidates trip over one another to proclaim their love for affordability. It’s 
the new buzzword that affirms your liberal credentials. At a recent forum exploring 
downtown affordability, the community was unanimous that affordable housing is a 
good, good thing and we need more of it. 

It’s when you get to “how” that things get dirty. 

At the simplest level, there are way more needs than there is money: Housing 
Works, a local affordability coalition, estimates that it would take $1.3 billion to 
ensure that everyone in Austin has an affordable place to live. (The number is an 
extrapolation from a 2000 HUD study that found 54,000 Austinites paying more 
than 30% of their income on housing.) But in trying to decide how to meet even a 
fraction of those needs, things quickly get complicated. Should the city prioritize 
owner-occupied houses, which can be abruptly flipped for high profits? Rental units, 
which are permanently affordable but don’t help residents build much wealth? How 
important is it to provide affordable units in expensive central neighborhoods, when 
the same investment could serve more people on the urban fringe? “How do you 
balance these sometimes competing goals that you have? You can’t always do one and 
the other. Or sometimes if you do one, it hurts the other,” says Frank Fernandez, 
director of the Community Partnership for the Homeless, who also helped put 
together the $67.5 million housing bond proposal - one part of the estimated $500 
million in overall city needs - that council will review in the coming weeks. 

The following proposals involve different ownership structures, housing styles, 
and funding methods. But beneath it all, both literally and figuratively, is the dirt, and 
how many people can live on the few square miles of caliche and clay we call Austin. 


Solution No. 1: 

Build a Wall 

Pros: Also effective in warding 
off Mongol hordes. In a few cen- 
turies, will attract countless tour- 
ism dollars. 

Cons: Melodramatic rock hands 
may write bloated anthems 
about it. 

Austin is a good place to live 
and attracts many who want to 
make Central Texas home. Too 
many, perhaps: Over the next 
decades, demographers predict 
Austin will swell like a Delta 
Chi after four years of keggers, 
popping the 1 million mark 
(within city boundaries) by 
about 2020. 

Plenty of those folks will be 
perfectly happy in a production-built landscape of three-side- 
masonry and tasteful uniformity. Many, however, would rather 
subsist on yak butter and locusts than live in the suburbs, no mat- 
ter the price. Therein lies the problem, for central city homes are a 
very limited resource: In 78704, for example, census data shows 
only about 6,000 owner-occupied homes, meaning that if housing 
stock remains unchanged, some 990,000 of those prospective mil- 
lion Austinites can’t buy houses there. In case you haven’t been 
paying attention to the last few thousand years of human existence, 
when scarce supply meets increasing demand, the results are not 
pretty. If you do not like this dynamic, I would urge you to stick it 
to the yuppies by selling your central-city home right now, signifi- 
cantly below market, to a certain alternative-weekly journalist. 

Or, we can reduce demand the old-fashioned way: Build a wall. 
A very Austin wall, with murals of Bevo and Stevie Ray on the side, 
and maybe some restored blackland prairie atop. When children 
bom in Austin reach the age of 18 and want a place of their own, 
they could be deposited outside the wall to queue up until some- 
one dies. Republicans, of course, go to the back of the line. It’s 
simple, really: Reduce demand, and we don’t have to think about 
increasing supply. So think big. Think wall. Think big, big wall. 


Solution No. 2: 

Build a Shack in the Back 

Pros: Flexibility. Loolzs cool. 

Cons: Requires negotiation with neighbors. 

Okay. So the wall seems a little unwelcoming. A little 
Ming Dynasty. A little Minuteman-esque. The question then 
becomes where to put the new Austinites that are flooding 
our city like shaggy-haired Canadians at SXSW Potential 
answers are many, ranging from massive public investments 
to small individual actions. 

Which brings us to a tile-roofed two-story turquoise struc- 
ture on a spring afternoon. Inside, Lori Renteria is in her 
sunny bathroom, showing off the Jacuzzi tub and the blue 
tiled walls, all designed to be accessible when she’s old and 
decrepit. “You wheel your chair on over here,” she says, step- 
ping into the shower, “and your grab bar is here, and you put 
your fat ass here, and your home health worker is here,” she 
says, pointing and wall-slapping as appropriate. 

The bathroom is on the second floor of Renteria’s “castle,” 
a recently completed garage apartment behind the squat, six- 
room cottage where she raised her three kids. Renteria consid- 
ers the high-ceilinged, airy efficiency her contribution to neigh- 
borhood stability: a place she and her husband can retire, 
leaving the front house available for one of her kids to live in, 
or to rent out if needed. And, she actively encourages her neigh- 
bors in the East Cesar Chavez neighborhood to do the same. 

“If we’re going to help families hang on to their property, 
we need to let them go dense on land they already own,” 
says the compact, fiftysomething redhead. “When our kids 
grow up and need space for a new family, it’s one way to 
keep families owning a piece of the rock.” 

A garage apartment won’t work for all families. There are 
the skyrocketing construction costs that put even a small, 
simple garage apartment into the $80,000 range; plus, once 
the tax man catches sight of it, you can expect your apprais- 
al to jump. Nevertheless, as she strolls the shady alleys 
around Haskell and Navasota streets, a few blocks from 
where Town Lake runs beneath 1-35, Renteria points out 
how infill is already a de facto, grassroots reality: a cinder- 
block shack here, a newly built backyard house for grandma 
there. Ironically, infill is often seen as the enemy of afford-

ability, as developers face off against neighborhood associa- 
tions terrified of escalating property taxes. In the Blackland 
neighborhood across 1-35 from the UT campus, for example, 
the neighborhood plan discourages accessory dwellings as a 
way to make the area less appealing for developers. 

East Cesar Chavez doesn’t like tear-downs or high-end 
condos any more than anyone else. Still, in a deep-rooted, 
Hispanic neighborhood where extended-family living is 
already the norm, the East Cesar Chavez neighborhood plan 
takes the pragmatic approach: It embraces do-it-yourself 
infill as a way families can continue to afford the land 
beneath their feet and keep the kids from being forced out 
of a ZIP code with only about 7,000 housing units total. 

Ironically, that plan collided head-on with another afford- 
ability strategy: ordinances aimed at keeping property taxes 
down by limiting the size of garage apartments and duplex- 
es. Renteria is not shy about saying she has felt screwed over 
by such ordinances in the past and has raised the alarm over 
elements of a proposed McMansion ordinance, specifically a 
proposal to limit the number of nonrelated adults who can 
live in a single dwelling. She’s not alone: Mark Rogers of the 
Guadalupe Neighborhood Development Corporation, which 
has built about 100 affordable housing units in Central East 
Austin over the last 25 years, has also run afoul of duplex- 
regulation rules meant to make life hard for developers. Thus 
this warning, or what we might call Renteria’s Law: “What 
works for one neighborhood doesn’t work for all.”

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Solution No. 3: 

Divvy up the Dirt 

Pros: Fits more people into the same amount of space. 

Cons: Fits more people into the same amount of space. 

When homeowners think “affordable housing,” they tend to 
think about valuations on large-lot single-family dwellings. They 
think, “My property taxes are going up” or, perhaps, “That 
Californian who paid $350,000 for the house next door is kind 
of a jerk.” For organizations working to provide housing for as 
many working families as possible, the perspective is a little dif- 
ferent. They think “cheap dirt.” 

More specifically, “Why isn’t the dirt cheap?” Because it ain’t: 
You have to get pretty far away from downtown to find a single- 
family lot going for less than $80,000. This trend is forcing 
changes for longtime affordable-housing providers. 

Blackland Community Development Corp., which owns 
about a quarter of the single-family houses in the neighbor- 
hood, has decided just to go out with a bang. The organization 
is working with the UT School of Architecture to build a “green 
block” - seven homes plus communal gardens, composting, 
and other sustainable amenities - on the last few undeveloped 
lots BCDC owns. After that, the organization will continue rent- 
ing to families earning less than 60% of the median family 
income (about $40,000 for a family of four), but will develop no 
more projects. Even finishing the last project may be a stretch 
- to keep costs down, BCDC has decided not to finance the 
project to avoid paying interest. “We’re going to use bake sales 
and donations and grants,” said Bo McCarver of BCDC. “This is 
all the land we’re ever going to have, so if it takes us eight 
months or eight years, that’s all right.” 

Other organizations that plan to stay in the game are evolving 
away from the single-family model and toward the “dirty ‘D’ 
word”: Density. Habitat for Humanity, for example, has for years 
built single-family homes, which it sells on zero-interest loans 
to families earning between 25% and 50% of the median family

income. To keep buyers from flipping their homes to cash in on 
gentrification, Habitat requires buyers to split any sale profits 
with the owners if they sell before the note is paid off, usually 
20 years. This “equity-sharing” policy encourages owners to 
stay put; or, if an owner decides to sell, it at least provides 
Habitat some cash with which to build a home for another low- 
income buyer. 

At least, that’s the way it used to work. Now, land prices are 
so high that even equity-sharing can’t keep Habitat in the game 
for long: You can’t sell a single-family house for $65,000 on a 
lot that costs $100,000, not without a major subsidy. In the 
short term, Habitat is economizing by developing larger proj- 
ects, such as a 43-unit subdivision planned for northeast 
Austin. Looking toward the future, however, Habitat faces a 
choice: either develop single-family homes in suburbia or 
develop more units on the same land. “I believe in homeowner- 
ship,” said Michael Willard, who directs Habitat for Humanity 
in Austin. “However, when it gets to where I can’t find land 


except at $80,000, our organization needs to say, 
are we getting the biggest bang for our buck?” He 
predicts duplexes, condos, and townhomes in the 
organization’s future. 

Density does come with a cost. While multifamily 
housing can fit more people on less dirt, it also 
includes expensive features, such as parking garages 
and elevators, that raise the cost well over the 
roughly $75 a square foot that is currently about as 
cheap as you can build. And it’s also not without 
controversy, as neighborhood groups often oppose 
multifamily projects - citing neighborhood charac- 
ter, concerns over rising property tax appraisals, or 
(ironically) plain old-fashioned opposition to living 
near “those people.” But when the alternative is 
closing up shop, affordable housing providers are 
willing to get creative. The Guadalupe Neighborhood 
Development Corporation, for example, is consider- 
ing ways to profit from the gentrification that now 
seems inevitable. The idea is to buy a lot to subdi- 
vide and build two houses on: one affordable unit, and one 
yuppie house. The latter, said GNDC head Mark Rogers, “would 
basically pay for the lot and the other house, which the neigh- 
borhood would have as a long-term rental house. It’s a nice, 
equitable thing.” 

It is, however, a rental, which does not have the sexy defend- 
ers-of-affordability glamour of, say, helping grandma fend off the 
real estate speculators. (The GNDC has done plenty of that, 
too.) But after 13 years fighting for the neighborhood, Rogers 
has come to believe that rental housing is a critical piece of the 
puzzle, if for no other reason than that it’s the only kind of 
housing stock that is permanently affordable. 

“In this neighborhood, about 15% of the units are owned by 
the corporation. If they weren’t, we could say goodbye to any of 
it being affordable at all,” he said. Now, the goal is “to try to 
maintain at least some kind of balance and diversity, so down 
the road, people who had some sort of ties to neighborhood can 
maintain those ties.”

Solution No. 4: 

Supportive Rental Housing 

Pros: Permanently affordable. Helps the lowest-income Austinites. 
Cons: Sometimes annoys the NIMBYs. 

Karen Brown may be 48, but she has the eyes of a 17-year- 
old. They roll dramatically, sparkle mischievously, and squint 
conspiratorially. They were doing all the above on a recent 
morning as she recounted all the new friends she’s made since 
moving into Garden Terrace, an 85-unit former nursing home 
now run by Foundation Communities, a permanent supportive 
housing community. 

“This place has empowered me,” she said, kicked back in a 
blue easy chair in her immaculate room, adorned with photos of 
grandbabies, Christian kitsch, and a jade-elephant collection. “I 
haven’t had a stable relationship, a stable job, or a stable sense of 
self before moving to Austin and utilizing the programs here.” 

Garden Terrace is what’s known as permanent supportive 
housing, which provides on-site job and social services in com- 
plexes with very cheap rent. Padding the halls in fuzzy pink slip- 
pers, hollering hellos to other residents, Brown shows off the 
amenities: the lounge where the residents just had a dance party, 
the computer lab, the Goodwill outpost. Brown was homeless 
when she moved to Austin, victim of a divorce that featured, she 
says, things like defending herself against her husband’s blows 
with the glass candy dish she broke by being knocked onto it. 
Her first step was transitional housing, which is free or very low- 
cost housing for the most vulnerable: the homeless. The market 
doesn’t provide this housing, so only about 2,000 beds are avail- 
able in Austin, provided by nonprofits such as the Salvation 


Army and SafePlace, which aim to help the homeless get sober, 
get a job, do whatever they need to get back on their feet. 

Many have been down so long that they can’t bounce right 
into the job market. That’s where supportive housing comes in. 
It’s very cheap - the basic rate at Garden Terrace is $300, 
including utilities, for a dormlike room - although for a mini- 
mum-wage worker earning $1,000 a month, it still barely 
counts as “affordable.” The staff involved in helping residents 
toward self-sufficiency, plus the heavily discounted rent, means 
this is a pricey proposition that the private market won’t pro- 
vide. For that reason, some advocates list it as the greatest area 
of unmet need - Austin only has about 500 supportive housing 
units - yet with some of the greatest payback to the community. 


“It works,” said Walter Moreau of Foundation Com- 
munities. “This is a real solution to make sure the 
homeless population in Austin does not grow.” 
These projects work because tax credits and sub- 
sidies can cut the development costs dramatically. 
Foundation Communities just got zoning approval 
for a new supportive housing project on Ben White 
for which tax credits will cover half the $8 million 
cost. In fact, the tax credits for low-income apart- 
ments are so appealing that according to Moreau 
there’s a bit of a glut of cheap rental units (albeit 
without the services of Garden Terrace), especially 
because a soft rental market has kept apartment 
prices flat for several years. Still, with average rents 
now pushing $800 for a two-bedroom unit, it’s 
hard for a low-income family to put together the 
savings to make the next step: buying. 

On a sunny Saturday afternoon recently, a 32- 
year-old mother named Virginia watched from 
behind amber-tinted sunglasses as her children scampered 
around a Montopolis Easter party. Virginia (who didn’t want to 
give her last name) says she lives “the good life” compared to 
most folks she knows - after pulling herself off welfare, she has 
a data-entry job that pays more than $11 an hour. With the 
$9.75 an hour her husband earns at Wal-Mart, she feels like 
they do all right. But since moving out of a public-housing com- 
plex after her oldest son started hanging around “bad kids,” it’s 
been tough to make ends meet for her seven kids and the three- 
bedroom, $820 apartment she rented near William Cannon. It’s 
a nice place, she says, clean and safe. “But it’s not mine,” she 
says. “I want a place my kids can go that’s mine, that’s home.”

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Solution No. 5: Community Land Trust 


Pros: Permanently ensures affordability; enables 
very low-income people to get into homes. 

Cons: Limits the amount of equity accrued by 
homeowners, undermining one of the main rea- 
sons to own a home in the first place. 

There are a lot of ways to spend money help- 
ing low-income residents get into or stay in 
their own homes. Until now, the problem with 
all of them was they don’t ensure permanent 
affordability: once in the affordable home, a 
buyer can sell it to whomever they want for 
whatever price they can get. 

Enter the community land trust, a tool the 
city is currently considering (staff presented a 
report and recommendations to the City 
Council on May 4). Under a land-trust situa- 
tion, the city would own the land and lease 
the home atop it to a low-income resident. For 
all practical purposes, the resident is the 
owner: She can add onto the house, paint it 
purple, refuse to fix the roof, build a turtle 
pond, whatever. The only limitation is that 
when the owner decides to sell, it must be to 
another low-income buyer at a price he can 
afford. In the meantime, the owner is only 
taxed on the value of the house itself, meaning 


nearby valuations won’t send her taxes through 
the roof. 

Of course, for many buyers, the whole point 
of owning your own home is to create wealth. 
By limiting the equity a person can build, the 
CLT requires people to take on all the hassle of 
owning and maintaining with significantly 
reduced benefits. “That’s the sticky point, 
whether people will be willing to buy one of 
these houses if they’re not going to be the true 
owners,” said Sabino Renteria (Lori’s husband 
and another longtime housing advocate.) 

Mark Rogers of GNDC agrees that the CLT 
isn’t perfect. But, he adds, “if it’s a family that’s 
not otherwise going to be able to own a home, it 
may be worth it.” One thing on which everyone 
agrees is that if the city is going to give land trusts 
a try, it needs to do so soon: the higher the land 
costs go, the less the city can afford. “One thing 
a community land trust does that no other tool 
does is preserve that affordability long-term,” 
said Kelly Weiss of the Austin Housing Finance 
Corporation. “While it’s a larger investment up 
front, we have a very small window to create 
[permanent] affordable housing. If we’re not able 
to do it now, we will miss that window.”

Solution No. 6: Downtown High-Rises 


Pros: Environmentally sound, symbolically potent. 
Cons: Expensive as hell. 

When dirt is expensive, the more units you 
can fit on an acre, the cheaper they can be. So, 
if we build taller and taller skyscrapers into our 
sunny blue skies, presumably we could whittle 
the land costs down to nothing, right? 
Unfortunately, that’s not quite the case. The 
price of steel, the engineering complications of 
going vertical, as well as the price of downtown 
dirt all add up to make downtown high-rises 
among the most expensive kinds of buildings 
out there: nearly $300 per square foot. 

Still, the dream of a downtown that’s not 
just for the gelato-slurping Prada set is very 


much alive, as evidenced by a forum in mid- 
April to debate financing, policy, and construc- 
tion tools for squeezing affordable units into 
the dozen-odd downtown buildings already in 
the works, and the many more sure to follow. 
Throughout the presentations from nationwide 
experts, it became clear that affordability down- 
town is possible - if the city is willing to invest 
the resources. 

The question then becomes one of values: 
How much is Austin willing to pay to get the 
affordable units right in downtown, as opposed 
to locating them in nearby neighborhoods? 
“Maybe you’re spitting in the wind trying to 
get affordable housing right in the downtown,” 


° suggested architect Michael Pyatok, whose 
affordable housing projects in West Coast cit- 
ies are concentrated in “inner ring” neighbor- 
hoods - the idea is to give low-income resi- 
dents easy access to downtown with a lower 
price tag. (Even that’s no silver bullet. Take 
CapMetro’s planned Saltillo district. The 11 
acres of three- to five-story condos, apart- 
ments, civic and office space just east of 1-35 at 
Fifth Street fits that description, but neighbors 
are up in arms because they want half the units 
in the project to be family-sized and affordable, 
while its developers howl that anything over 
25% is financially impossible.) 

For affordability advocate Heather Way, it 
would be a “cop-out” to give up on downtown 
without trying. “We can’t just say, this part of 
town is going to be affordable and this isn’t,” 
she said. Other housing advocates, like Walter 
Moreau of Foundation Communities, aren’t so 
sure. Foundation Communities’ properties are 
already scattered around the highways on the 
edges of town, because his goal is simply to get 
a high-quality roof (and amenities) over as many 
heads possible. “If it costs twice as much to do 
affordable housing downtown, unless a special 
funder steps up” - he paused and shrugged - “I 
want to serve twice as many people.” 

And thus commences the search for a spe- 
cial funder. One possibility is to acquire state- 
owned property (such as those ugly-ass park- 
ing garages east of the Capitol), which the city 
could incorporate into a land trust. For Mayor 
Will Wynn, it also seems possible to find 
incentives that don’t eat up much of the city’s 
affordability capital, such as allowing develop- 
ers to build less parking. He also “challenges” 
the community to think broadly about afford- 
ability: Using his own 2,500-square-foot condo 
as an example, he explains how multifamily 
living reduces energy costs (recent bills have 
been in the neighborhood of $45 a month) and 


enables families to get by on one car rather 
than two. “We need to raise consumer aware- 
ness of how much we’re all spending on our 
cars,” Wynn said. 

In the end, it’s a matter of priorities: how 
much the city is willing to spend helping 
whom, and how. The contradictions and com- 
peting needs, are maddeningly complex: 
Owners vs. renters. Short-term assistance to 
families needing help right now vs. long-term 
investment in assets the city can own forever. 
Existing residents who like their neighborhood 
the way it is vs. new Austinites who also want 
their own piece of central rock. Even, to a cer- 
tain extent, central neighborhoods vs. suburbs. 

How much is Austin willing 
to pay to get affordable 
units right in downtown, as 
opposed to locating them 
in nearby neighborhoods? 

That is, even if housing prices never rise anoth- 
er dime, and even if we find a way to create 
thousands of new affordable units in the center 
city, there are simply going to be more people 
in Austin than homes in central-city neighbor- 
hoods. A just vision of affordable housing, 
then, must deal with the livability and transit- 
accessibility of the cheap suburbs certain to 
sprout on the edges of town. 

It’s going to be expensive. It’s going to be 
dirty, but that’s where it all begins: the dirt 
beneath our feet, and the number of people 
we’re willing to share it with.

Can the Bonds Save Us? 

The biggest potential for a cash injection into Austin’s housing resources is a housing bonds 
proposal tentatively scheduled to go before voters In November (now in some doubt because of 
the controversy over the potential costs of Proposition 1). The citizen’s committee charged with 
putting together a $614 million package of needs allotted $67.5 million toward housing; City 
Council is targeting a final figure closer to $500 million, so the whittling process now in progress 
will test the community’s commitment to affordable housing, among a long roster of other needs. 
Last week, staff concluded its own recommendations to the council - within a total package of 
$536 million - by proposing $50 million for affordable housing. Within that category, $30 million 
would go to rental housing for the neediest (below 30% of the median family income level), and 
$20 million for home-ownership programs aimed at families in the 50-65% MFI range. 

The council’s public hearing on the bonds is scheduled for May 18, with a final approval of the 
overall package and the ballot language in early June. 

Because bond money usually goes toward capital investments, programs that help individual 
buyers (such as down-payment assistance) without permanently adding to the city’s affordable 
stock are likely targets for cutting - they didn’t appear on the staff recommendation. The same 
goes for emergency repair funds, a program that helps needy Austinites stay in their homes by giv- 
ing people in run-down homes an alternative to selling to developers. 

Jeffrey Richard of the Austin Area Urban League supports the repair program, pointing out that a 
new roof can literally transform the life of a fixed-income senior, and that the need is tremendous. 
With about $1 million, the Urban League helped around 600 families last year, but the program 
still has an 18-month waiting list for many repairs. “Most people think, ‘We need to build afford- 
able housing.’ We think, we need to keep housing that is affordable continually livable.” 

But with bond money limited, the city is exploring alternative funding for programs like the home 
repairs. One compromise being kicked around is the possibility of funding major renovations on 
longtime residents’ homes in exchange for them donating the property to the land trust. That may 
seem a high price for some homeowners (or, perhaps more precisely, their heirs) but it is akin to 
the “reverse mortgage” that already exists in the open market in the wake of recent changes in 
state law. The city also hopes to get private companies involved; a so-called Mayor’s Challenge 
aims to double the Urban League program to $2 million through private philanthropy. 

Over the next few weeks, council will set the final bond package that will go before voters. Even 
at this late stage, it will be a tug-of-war among different spending areas - every dollar for housing 
means less for needs like buying open space or fixing our sorry drainage infrastructure - but also 
among different ways of addressing the vast need for affordable homes in Austin. - R.P.M.

Si, Se Puede

Almost everyone agrees that undocumented 
Hispanic laborers (most of whom are Mexican) 
work well and hard at jobs Anglos won’t do. 
Informed people know they pay taxes, and hence 
are not “stealing” medical, social, and educa- 
tional services. Not many are aware that “almost 
50% of Latino immigrants are homeowners,” 
and that “80% of second generation Hispanics 
graduate high school” (The Week, April 24, p.4). 
Many praise their extended-family values, and 
some have connected those values to this fact: 
“As immigration has surged, violent crime in the 
U.S. has fallen 57%” (The Week, ditto). All of 
which describes pretty good neighbors. 

Still they’re called “illegals,” they’re called 
“aliens,” and the most repeated arguments against 
their new mass movement are: 1) They’re break- 
ing the law just by being here; 2) they should not 
be allowed to “cut to the front of the line” before 
legal candidates for citizenship; and 3) many 
Republicans and some worried African-Americans 
“bristle at the [Hispanics’] comparison between 
the civil rights movement and the immigrant 
demonstrations, pointing out that black protest- 
ers in the 1960s were American citizens and had 
endured many centuries of enslavement, rapes, 
lynchings, and discrimination before they started 
marching” (The New York Times, May 4, p.l). 

These views ignore, or show ignorance of, the 
economic and historical contexts of Hispanics 
(especially Mexicans) in the United States. 

Yes, technically undocumented laborers are 
here illegally. Yes, they break immigration laws. 
But in their specific case, the laws constitute a 
lie - because for the better part of a century, 
these people have been invited here. Not by law; 
not by public pronouncement; nevertheless, 
by intention - they have been invited by wide- 
spread and accepted business practice. And 
every American profits from their presence. 

Before some amongst you boil over with 
rage, let me specifically demonstrate: 

On May 1 , the statistic often quoted on CNN 
was that the undocumented compose 29% of 
our agricultural workforce. How CNN arrived 
at this figure I’m not sure, because the U.S. 
Department of Labor puts the number at 50% 
(The Lubbock Avalanche-Journal, April 13, p.l). 
The A-J’s article went on to quote an American 
Farm Bureau Federation statement, that with- 


out these workers, agribusiness “would lose 
potentially between $5 and $9 billion annu- 
ally. We can’t afford that.” The article stated 
that dairy and cotton are in similar straits. So 
is the meat-packing industry (NY Times, April 
25, p.l). As for construction, a conservative 
estimate is that 30% of its workers are undocu- 
mented (CNN, Anderson Cooper 360°, May 1). 
There are no dependable figures for restaurant, 
hotel, and janitorial labor, but everyone knows 
the numbers are massive. Some trade groups 
(usually Republican allies) are now refusing 
to donate money to GOP politicians who are 
draconian on immigration - among them, the 
American Nursery and Landscape Association, 
which states that laws further criminalizing the 
undocumented “will severely harm or destroy 
the industry” (NY Times, April 15, p.ll). 

In other words: 

Present immigration laws, as they apply to 
Mexicans and other Hispanics, don’t exist to 
keep people “out” or to regulate who comes in; 
they exist to keep Hispanics “illegal,” in order to 
supply cheap labor for a wide spectrum of U.S. 
business. That is the nature of the “invitation.” 
It is intentional, systemic, and it applies across 
the board. As business lobbyists testify these 
people are wanted and needed. If to be a citizen is 
to work constructively in your community, raise 
families, pay taxes, follow as many of the other 
laws as most law-abiding people, and contribute 
body and soul to your country - then these 
people are citizens in all but law and name. 

To give them amnesty is but to give them 
their due. 

To change laws to respect them is but to 
restore the law to honor. 

As for “cutting in front of the line” - the line 
of Hispanic laborers has been queuing up for 
a century, an accepted practice parallel to legal 
immigration. To confuse the two is to fall for the 
lie. There are two separate, distinct immigrations 
taking place: sanctioned immigration according 
to the written law, and equally sanctioned immi- 
gration for Hispanics according to unwritten 
but accepted business practice. This “unwritten 
invitation” to Mexicans represents a century of 
exploitation that a just country must put right. 

It is worth examining what makes Mexican 
exploitation in the U.S. possible. “The income 


gap between the U.S. and Mexico is the widest 
of any two contiguous countries in the world” 
(Newsweek, quoted in The Week, April 14, p. 14). 
No powerful nation welcomes a rival power 
on its border; it has been the United States’ 
consistent policy to support powerful Mexican 
oligarchies that keep Mexico anything but a 
rival, and keep the Mexican people powerless. 
How powerless? Half of Mexico’s population of 
105 million live on less than $5 a day (CNN, 
Anderson Cooper 360°, May 1). This insures a 
52.5 million-person pool of cheap labor for 
both Mexican oligarchs and U.S. industries. 

What does this mean in real everyday terms 
for American citizens? If you buy a newly built 
home, or renovate your existing abode; if you eat 
American-grown fruit, vegetables, grain, diary, 
or meat; if you buy flowers for your significant 
other or to pretty up your rooms; if you eat out; 
if you sleep at good hotels; if you hire cleaning 
crews for your offices and schools - you are 
being subsidized by Mexican poverty. In this 
sense, poverty is Mexico’s leading industry. 
Mexican poverty’s “product,” its “export” (our 
“import”) of cheap labor, cuts costs to the aver- 


age American significantly every day, in billions 
of purchases. 

If you don’t believe me, ask lobbyists of small 
and big businesses who are working frantically 
to get Congress to stop this situation from spin- 
ning out of control. (NY Times, April 15, p.ll) 
Those lobbyists put congressional Republicans 
between a very large rock and a very hard place. 
Republicans have ignited their now-traditional 
voting base against undocumented immigrants, 
but they’ve upset their traditional financial base 

- businesses of all kinds. Republicans can’t 
afford to alienate either. The irony is, they also 
can’t afford to alienate Hispanics. 

Here are facts that African-American and 
other traditionally progressive constituencies 
should find interesting: 

L.A. Times (online, May 2): Thirty-nine percent 

- or roughly 16 million - of the nation’s eligible 
Latino voters went to the polls in 2004. Forty-four 
percent of those voted for Bush. The Christian 
Science Monitor (online, May 2) has different 
figures, from the Pew Center: Forty-seven percent 
of eligible Latinos voted in 2004, “accounting for 
6% of all votes cast.” Think about the margins in

in addition to our locations in 
South Austin / Round Rock 
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the last two presidential elections - 6% more than 
makes the difference. Think about Florida. The 
Miami Herald (online, May 2): Thirty-thousand 
hit the streets across Florida, and 2,000 of those 
were in traditionally Republican Little Havana. In 
short, last December’s GOP House bill, HR 4437, 
criminalizing the undocumented and anyone 
who so much as gives them a ride to work, almost 
certainly lost those 44% who voted for Bush, and 
energized untold numbers who will vote against 
the GOP Which means Republicans can lose 
Congress. Si, sepnede. Yes, it can be done. 

Only one commentator I saw on May 1 hit 
the nail square. Nativio Lopez said, “Today’s 
movement translated into voter power.” Apart 
from the boycott, and separate from it, the 
theme of May 1 was, over and over: Register and 
vote. Hundreds of hand-painted signs: “MARCH 
TODAY - VOTE TOMORROW” Most estimates 
agree that at least 1 . 1 million people were in the 
streets - on a Monday! That is unprecedented in 
American history and demonstrates incredible 
enthusiasm and organization among Hispanics. 
And the entire point was: Vote. Given the enthu- 
siasm, given the organization, it is not unrea- 
sonable to expect 60% or even 70% of eligible 
Hispanic voters at the polls next November. They 
won’t be voting Republican. And if these people 
have reason to believe they’ve been cheated by 
electronic voting machines, it’s a safe bet they 
will not meekly return home and content them- 
selves with resentful e-mails; Hispanic-Americans 
will likely be in the streets, demanding honesty. 

Right now, if you’re still interested in living 
in a democratic republic, the place to be is on 
their side. ■

DANCE REPERTORY THEATRE: Capital steps 

This week, the young artists of Dance Repertory Theatre, UT’s resident 
student dance company, will be making the leap to the national stage - 
quite literally. On May 16, DRT will perform at the John F. Kennedy Center 
for the Performing Arts as part of the 2006 National College Dance 
Festival. Back in March, while the 
rest of the city was preoccupied with 
that little thing called SXSW, the UT 
Department of Theatre & Dance was 
hosting its own confab in the Winship 
Drama Building: the four-day 
American College Dance Festival 
South Central Conference. Its num- 
bers hardly rival South by’s; still, 
more than 500 students and faculty 
members from 40 colleges and uni- 
versities across New Mexico, 

Oklahoma, Louisiana, and Texas 
made it a significant gathering. And it 
was during the conference that DRT 
performed “Solemn Opus: The 
Journey of Lost and Found,” a work 
for five dancers choreographed by UT 
professor David Justin, for a panel of adjudicators who then selected it as 
one of three works to go to the Kennedy Center. Moreover, UT BFA and 
dance major Kristen Frankiewicz was nominated for ACDFA /Dance 
Magazine’s Outstanding Student Performer award and will be considered by 
a panel at the Kennedy Center. A total of 29 colleges and universities will 
be represented in this week’s three-day festival, and UT will be the only one 
from Texas.

FUNNIEST PERSON IN 
AUSTIN SEMIFINALS: 

Sometimes you shoot the fish, ... 

How many people have ever taken a gun - 
a .38 special, a purloined Glock, a death- 
spraying Kalishnikov, or whatever - and actu- 
ally shot fish in a barrel? A regular barrel, 
about waist-high, as big around as Fred 
Cantu, dark wooden slats bound by iron 
bands, filled near spilling over with water in 
which swim a couple dozen perch and bass 
and trout? How many people have done 
that? Stood there and unloaded bullet after 
bullet into the barrel’s mouth, tearing ragged 
holes through the bright scaly flesh, watch- 
ing the water turn murky and dark, the fish 
become chunks of bloody, lifeless meat? 

Last night, I was a judge for a semifinal 
round of the Funniest Person in Austin 
Contest at Cap City Comedy Club, where 
just about anybody can go onstage for five 
minutes and unleash their ammunition. Last 
night, I sometimes felt like I was the shoot- 
er, and I sometimes felt like I was the fish. 

It’s the 21st annual gig, this year, which 
means the contest is old enough to legally 
drink. If I were the contest, I would’ve had a 
drink myself. I would’ve ordered a shot of 
Scotch, I would’ve held it toward the shiny 
stage in Cap City’s main showroom, and I 
would’ve toasted the comedian David Hunts- 
berger. I would’ve toasted him so many 
times, in fact, that I’d be drinking like a fish. 

Huntsberger, who the three other judges 
and I agreed took top honors, is vastly 
impressive: in his easy, professional deliv- 
ery; the smoothness with which he shifts 
from topic to topic; his observations, sharp 
and cunning as a fishhook. And his subject 
matter? No dick jokes or cheap barrel-shoot- 
ing from this guy. Huntsberger began with 
Hispanic vehicular stereotypes and demon- 
strated, hilariously, why Spanish is superior 
to English. He covered the escalating com- 
petition between car-bumper Jesusfish and 
Darwinfish, then segued into an extended 
skewering of evolution that cast the ancient, 
erect-walking hominid Lucy as an anomalous 
victim of scoliosis: "I can’t help it, you guys, 

I have to walk this way!” 

The rest of the show was an unevenly 
mixed barrel of laughs. Sometimes the 
laughs were because the performer was so 
good, sometimes because he was so bad. 
(There was only one woman battling last 
night. Another woman - former FPIA Nancy 
Reed - did a fine job of hosting, warming up 
the crowd and easing the putative funnymen 
on and off the stage.) And sometimes the 
laughs were because, out of the 15 contes- 
tants, there were a few who weren't so 
much exhibiting humor as they were spew- 
ing torrents of misogyny and weak scatology, 
and it made me laugh to imagine these 
guys choking to death on their own vomit. 
But it's a sort of turbo-powered open mic 
night during the semifinals, and the trash- 
fish won’t be fully culled from the school 
until the finals. 

During which swiftly approaching finals, I 
reckon, David Huntsberger - or the night's 
other comic brightness, transplanted New 
Orleanian Seth Cockfield - may wind up 
hooking themselves a trophy.

Getting Physical 

Anna Deavere Smith returns to Austin to investigate 
the resilience of the human body 



When she was here last year, Anna Deavere 
Smith showed us a bit of Austin’s soul, through 
theatrical portraits she created of some signa- 
ture local personalities she’d interviewed: Molly 
Ivins, Eddie Wilson, Ann Richards, Cynthia and 
Lidia Perez, et al. Now, the noted playwright 
and actor is back in our town, but this time 
she’s more interested in our bodies. Well, to be 
honest, not just our bodies - everyone’s bodies. 
The creator of Fires in the Mirror; Twilight: Los 
Angeles, 1992 ; and House Arrest is hard at work 
on a new theatrical project that explores our 
physical natures, what the body can do, how it 
can be compromised by illness and injury, how 
it can recover. The show expands on a previous 
project exploring doctor-patient relationships 
that Deavere Smith undertook as a visiting pro- 
fessor at the Yale School of Medicine. In her work 
on it, she encountered bodies struggling against 
enormous physical challenges. Now, in addition 
to the medical environment, she’s looking into 
athletics, the aesthetics of physical beauty, the 
sex trade, and elsewhere to see what goes on 
with bodies there. This week, she’ll be talking 
to Austinites about their bodies, and next week 
she’ll present some of what she’s heard - here 
and around the world - in performances at the 
Zachary Scott Theatre Center. Each performance 
will include a post-show discussion with special 
guest respondents from Austin. Prior to her visit, 
Deavere Smith talked to the Chronicle about 
what brought her to this work and to Austin. 

Austin Chronicle: What sorts of things did you 
discover as you were working on the Yale work? 
Anna Deavere Smith: What I discovered was 
that people who are either working in that 
field or are patients like to talk, and they speak 
openly, for the most part, especially people 
who are in the process of struggling. They’re 
willing to talk, and that’s what I like. 

AC: Is that on the doctor side as well as the 
patient side? 

ADS: Well, I wouldn’t even call them sides. I 
would say that it is an inclusive approach. In the 
case of what I’m specifically going to be doing in 
Austin, I will have just been at the MD Anderson 
Cancer Center. That’s one of the reasons I’m real- 
ly excited to be in Texas and coming to Austin. 
AC: When I think of MD Anderson , I immediately 
think of catastrophic health conditions and people 
in real life-or-death struggles. Was that a big part 
of your previous exploration, or did it deal more 
with doctor-patient relationships? 

ADS: Well, in those relationships many of 
the patients were people who had pretty cata- 
strophic illnesses: one of the first people who 
had ever been diagnosed with AIDS, a man who 
had had a heart transplant. Sure, once you walk 
into a hospital, the people there they don’t have 
toothaches. And most of these patients were 
people who had been treated for a very long 
time, so they do have very serious illnesses. 

AC: Whs there anything different for you about 
connecting with those individuals than with people 
you interviewed for your previous pieces? 


ADS: The biggest difference was that in 
Washington, which was where I was immedi- 
ately before I went to Yale - I spent five years 
there - everybody is . . . Thomas Jefferson really 
is one of the great Founding Fathers; the thing 
about Jefferson, I was told, was that he could 
never be found in verbal undress. That’s what 
Washington was like. I had 520 interviews, 
and people were very careful about what they 
said, so you really had to unwrap the words. 
Whereas when I was at Yale, I’ve got people 
who were singing and reading poems and tak- 
ing off their clothes and showing me their scars 
and introducing me to their families. You know, 
one woman came with a whole picture album 
of various stages of her illness. And, actually, 
in many ways her life changed, I would say, for 
the better because the more she learned how to 
deal with her illness, the more kind of author- 
ity she had over what was happening to her, 
the more interesting her lifestyle became. So I 
would say the difference here is they want to 
talk, and they really have something to say. 
AC: Did that openness or willingness to bringyou 
in on that level surprise you? 

ADS: Sure, because I think that most of us 
who are well, unless we’re in the profession 
of helping people, we don’t think to look at 
illness. We don’t think to look at death. So 
in that way it’s an area that is underexplored. 
And it was underexplored by me. So it’s full 
of surprises. I don’t know what to expect, you 
know, so yeah. And I think that really good 
doctors, too, are people who understand that 
every time they meet a patient, they may think 
they’ve been there before, but they haven’t 
because they’re not just treating a disease but 
really interacting with a whole human being. 
And better medical care is medical care where 
doctors are imaginative about that and have 
figured out a way to take the time to really treat 
the patient, not the disease. 

AC: And the level of commitment in the doctors? 
ADS: I’m really kind of optimistic about that, 
because I was recently asked to address the 
160 students who have just been admitted to 
NYU Medical School. And they haven’t decid- 
ed necessarily they want to come to NYU, but 
as sort of a part of NYU courting them they 
asked me to come and speak to them. And I 
look out at this audience, and first of all, very 
few people are white. Many more women than 
would have been in medicine in the past. The 
people of color are not, as far as I could tell, 
by and large African-American or, say, Latino 
American; they’re from all over the world. So, 
you know, it’s not going to be a job for a fat 
cat anymore. I mean, it’s not going to be a job 
where you can necessarily make lots of money, 
or that’s not why you’d be going into it. It’s 
not a job that’s for social status anymore. So 
I’m interested to see - and I certainly won’t 
find this out in the time that I’m doing this 
project, but I think that someday doctoring 
will be kind of an activist thing. I do think 
that the people who are coming into it now 


have to be coming into it with a level of com- 
mitment. Because the economics of it are 
changing so dramatically. 

AC: Where is this new journey taking you? 

ADS: The arc of the show or the scope of it is 
the resilience and vulnerability of the human 
body. This is something that Jim Brand, who’s 
a friend of Chula [Reynolds]’ and I guess he 
ran the People’s [Community] Clinic, said to 
me when we were talking about this project, 
and I thought, you know, that most succinctly 
describes what I’m trying to do: explore the 
resilience and the vulnerability of the human 
body. So medicine is just one front for it. It 
also has to do with things the body can do 
- the uncompromised body - the body that 
responds to the will of the person and even 
does unbelievable things. I also went to Rwanda 
this summer to talk to people 10 years after the 
genocide, and I went to Uganda to interview 
child soldiers and girl sex slaves who had been 
abducted into the northern army. And I went to 
South Africa to look at HIV/AIDS, not just as a 
medical situation but a political situation, where 
the president will not step forward and claim it 
as any kind of national tragedy or emergency, 
so what happens when the state has power over 
your body and over your welfare. 

AC: Where does this exploration fit into your per- 
sonal experience: aging, your health, mortality? 
ADS: On a personal level, it probably has 
something to do with my mother’s death. She 
died in 2003. However, it’s more about the 
fact that people are very verbal when it comes 
to talking about their bodies. And I like to get 
people to talk to me. 

AC: You mentioned being true to the people you’ve 
interviewed in representing than on stage. Will 


the fact that this show deals so specifically with 
peoples’ physical natures create any new challenge 
for you in bringing that truth to the stage? I’m 
imagining that this show might encompass every- 
thing from bodybuilders to paraplegics. 

ADS: I don’t know yet about the challenges! 
AC: What makes Austin a good place for finding 
some of the kinds of people you want to explore 
this topic with? 

ADS: Austin is great mostly because of the 
audience. It’s a passionate place with passion- 
ate people. I heard that it’s a great runner’s 
town. Maybe some runners will talk to me. 

AC: What makes Austin a good place for begin- 
ning to share this work from the stage? 

ADS: See question above - and also because 
I really like the Zach Scott Theatre, and it’s 
in Austin! My friend Chula Reynolds and I 
always talked about me coming to Texas, and 
one thing I want out of the trip is increased 
ease with calling people dahlin’ as a matter 
of course. 

AC: Wfas there anything you found here that you 
hadn’t expected to find? 

ADS: Not yet. Oh well, there is one thing. I was 
here the weekend of South by Southwest. I was 
just passing through, and when I got up at 6 to 
go work out, the hotel lobby was packed with 
people, I mean packed - already up and waiting 
to hear music. I wasn’t sure if they’d been up all 
night - but the point was there was not a space to 
be had. The energy was just amazing. I have never 
seen a crowd like that anywhere at 6am. ■

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Calling Suzan-Lori Parks’ visit to Austin this 
week a homecoming may be overstating the 
case, but the Pulitzer Prize-winning author of 
Topdog/Underdog did call Texas home for a time 
in her youth, and the state looms large in her 
life. Her memories of it, particularly the part of 
West Texas where she spent a few years while 
her father was stationed in Vietnam, led her to 
make it the setting for her 2003 novel Getting 
Mother’s Body , in which a poor and pregnant 
teenager sets out to dig up her mother’s grave 
and retrieve the jewelry she was buried with 
before a supermarket is built on the spot. 
Parks ordinarily stays pretty busy writing - in 
addition to a second novel in the works, she’s 
scripting a stage musical about the life of Ray 
Charles, and did you catch her television 
adaptation of Zora Neale Hurston’s T heir Eyes 
Were Watching God for Oprah’s Harpo Films 
last year? - but she’ll put down her pen long 
enough to come here and talk about how she 
got started in writing and the creative process, 
to read from her work, and even to sing a few 
songs, as part of KLRU’s Spark lecture series. 
In anticipation of her visit, the Chronicle talked 
to her about writing, teaching writing, and how 
she feels about her onetime home state. 

Austin Chronicle: I know you had written prose 
before you started writing plays. Did coming back 
to it after writing plays feel any different at all? 
Suzan-Lori Parks: It felt very different because 
for me - and all playwrights are different - for 
me the novel was a chance to do a couple of dif- 
ferent things. One of them was to create whole 
sets, if you will, in the mind of the reader. You 
know what I mean? ’Cause in a play you’re basi- 
cally creating one set, and the audience member 
comes and sits down and looks at what you’ve 
put in front of them, like you have a room and 
a chair or whatever. But in Getting Mother’s Body , 
I got a chance to describe things and then, you 
know, people just think what they will. You say, 
“She’s tall,” well, tall to me might not be the 
same as tall to you, so you imagine what tall is. 
And I say, “She has brown hair” - brown to you 
is probably different than brown to me. You know 
what I mean? So it’s fun to create the world in the 
mind of the reader or allow the reader to create 
the world in their own mind. Also, I loved writ- 
ing something that was so landscape dependent. 
Because for me the novel is really about the land- 
scape of West Texas, which I absolutely love. 

It’s funny, I ran into somebody from Houston 
the other day, and they were like, “Oh, you’re 
pretty much from Odessa? Huh. Ya know, I 
drive through there on the way to something.” 
And I was like, yeah, everybody drives through. 
But I love that part of the world. It’s kind of 
beautiful and plain, and I really wanted to 
create it in the novel, and it’s not something 
that I felt like I could do in a play. A play just 
wouldn't do it justice. A screenplay, sure. I sup- 
pose you could film it, but there’s something 
really magical about writing the description 
of it down on the page and then having the 
reader imagine it. You know that quote byjohn 
Steinbeck, “Texas is a state of mind”? You take 
that one step further: “Texas is in your mind.” 
You have that huge landscape, and Texas is a 
state in your mind. It’s kinda cool. 

AC: As you were writing the novel, you were revis- 
iting that landscape in your mind. What was that 
expedience like ? 


SLP: Well, we also went back and hung out for 
a while, ’cause my mom’s from out there and 
all her sisters and brothers and stuff, and when 
my dad was in Vietnam, we lived in Odessa. 
AC: Well, for me there’s a distinction between 
when you go back to some place you’ve beat in 
your mind and that whole Thomas Wolfe “you 
can’t go home again” thing when you actually go 
back and things have changed and all that. When 
you’re just revisiting it in your memory, you kind 
of distill it into something basic. 

SLP: You’re right. In the novel, Odessa’s the 
sort of mother ship, but the novel takes place 
in a town that’s not Odessa. And the Lincoln, 
Texas, of the novel doesn’t look like that. You 
go back in your mind, and it’s exactly how 
you want it to be, and you can move buildings 
around, and you can remember this road and 
forget that road, and, I don’t know, it’s more 
maybe romanticized or beautiful, you know. 
AC: Is there some essence of that landscape that 
you were reaching for in setting the novel there? 
SLP: The enormity of it. The people we knew 
and my mom’s family, growing up and hanging 
out with them and stuff, I always got the feeling 
they were not people of great means, you know, 
but they were enormous to me. Tall. Big. Big 
personalities. With that sky as a backdrop. Huge 
sky Maybe small house. And this person standing 
in the front yard framed against this big sky this 


person with a big personality. So that’s what I 
wanted to put in the novel. So of course the novel 
is just filled with all these characters - capital “C.” 
[Laughs] ’Cause it’s really about these people 
who are a lot like some people I used to know. 
AC: Didyou have any difficulty finding your voice 
as a writer, or were you discouraged from develop- 
ing the voice you have? 

SLP: I had teachers who weren’t encouraging 
- I wouldn’t say they were discouraging, but 
they weren’t exactly encouraging. And, you 
know, it’s funny I think teachers and parents 
and whatnot sometimes think, “Oh, let us try 
to save these children from the sadness of the 
world. Let us steer them toward a career in 
medicine or astrophysics or something and 
away from the writer thing or the painter thing 
or the musician thing, because it’s only going 
to have them end up penniless and in the gut- 
ter.” So I think a lot of times when our quote- 
unquote parents discourage us, they might be 
trying to save us from something. There were 
some of those along the way, and there were 
some people who encouraged me. 

But finding my voice . . . You know, I think 
I have to find my voice every day. I really do. 
I really am one of those writers, I don’t think 
I decided I was going to be a writer over 20 
years ago and I’ve just been coasting. I think 
a lot of writers coast. I meet painters or musi- 


cians or writers or whatnot, and they say, “I’ve 
been writing like this for 30 years.” And sure 
enough, they have, you know? And I think 
what happens is the pipeline between the writ- 
er and the spirit is pretty clogged if that’s the 
life you’re living. You’re not listening anyway. 
You’re just kinda, I don’t know. I don’t know 
what you’re doing, but you’re not listening. 
AC: It is so much about listening, isn’t it? 

SLP: For me it is. I always qualify it: For me 
it is. ’Cause who knows what other people 
say? But yeah, that’s been my experience. It’s 
about listening. For example, when I thought 
to myself, “Gee, I’d like to write a novel now,” 
I had some people in the playwriting world tell 
me, “Don’t write a novel. You got a good thing 
going with playwriting. Why you want to write 
a novel?” ’Cause I’m listening. And I’m gonna 
do what I’m gonna do. I’m not gonna keep 
just doing the playwriting thing just ’cause I 
kinda got a foot in the door already. That’s not 
who I am. Maybe ’cause I moved around a lot. 
I don’t know. Who knows? 

AC: How do you work with young writers? 

SLP: I love working with young writers. I used 
to teach at CalArts. I left about three years ago, 
maybe two years ago - only because it was 
just too much with everything else I had to do 

- but I really enjoy working with students. And 
this is what I do - and I’ve heard it’s rather 
unorthodox, ’cause I have this belief that writers 
know what they’re doing, so my job is to listen 
to them. So, in my classes, I would have them 
bring me their writing and read it out loud, and 
we’d all give them feedback. You know, like, 
“This is what we’re hearing. Is this what you’re 
meaning? If so, go forward. If not, let us maybe 
together, in a safe, cool environment, you know, 
nonjudgmental, totally supportive and loving 
and encouraging, let us maybe give you some 
suggestions to help you get to where you are 
thinking of going.” Instead of - instead of, right? 

- “Let me tell you where you should go. Let’s 
do a lot of exercises in these 10 different styles 
of writing, so you can be encouraged to produce 
very cute, witty facile, impressive-to-your-peers 
bits of things.” Know what I mean? I often think 
exercises are nice, but you want to write plays, 
well, write plays. Don’t give me exercises, write 
me some plays. So I use a lot of encouragement, 
a lot of belief and faith in the writer, a lot of redo 
work to me out loud, and tell me about your 
process: How’s the writing? Does it feel good? 
Does it feel shitty? Are you putting enough time 
in? Are you slacking off? How can we help you 
manage your writing process? How can we help 
you combat those monsters that you seem to 
wrestle with these days? How can we help you 
with your process? And of course, feedback for 
one writer helps all the writers in the room. 

So that’s pretty much how we work. We have 
deadlines, and we write a hell of a lot, and 
we chum out a lot of stuff. ’Cause I feel like 
the best teacher is the page, you know what I 
mean? It’s like I do this form of yoga, and every 
day I realize the yoga poses are my teacher. 
I mean, I have a wonderful person, a yoga 
teacher in the room who will twist you and 
help you and whatnot, but the yoga postures 
actually are the teacher. Same with writing. The 
act of writing is the best teacher. ■

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LA PERDIDA 

by Jessica Abel 
Pantheon, 275 pp., $19.95 

Twentysomething 
Carla, half-Mexican, half- 
American, goes south of 
the border to search for 
the roots of her heritage 
and becomes enmeshed 
with a motley group of 
yuppie expats, leftist 
agitators, club kids, 
drug dealers, kidnap- 
pers, and the various 
reckless phantoms of 
her own naivete. It’s a 
hell of a story, originally published serially by 
Fantagraphics. 

Because Jessica Abel’s La Perdida takes 
place in Mexico City and involves a some- 
times frictional intermingling of Mexicans and 
Americans, it’s attracted comparison to Los 
Bros Flernandez’s classic Love and Rockets. 
And, yes, the cultural resonances are obvious; 
but let's instead use that truth to dance about 
the visual architecture of what Abel's ren- 
dered. Because we are, after all, talking about 
a graphic novel here, and not just an interest- 
ing narrative. 

With Los Bros, we have the drawing style of 
Gilbert Hernandez, which is serviceable and 
quirky, only ever in need of a certain polish;

and we have his brother Jaime’s 
style, a stark, realist’s distillation 
of the influence of Dan DeCarlo, 
only ever in need of a certain 
roughness. Abel’s style, precise 
brushwork, honed through many 
projects (most notably her series 
Artbabe), shines somewhere 
between those two values and 
provides vivid pictures, expertly 
arranged, of what’s going on. The 
detail she fits into a single panel 
can be astonishing and provides 
a necessary sense of place in 
this story that is so much about 
place - physical and emotional. 

It's unsurprising that, in moving her typical 
youth crowd from the bars and bedrooms of 
the urban U.S. and into the less familiar 
Mexican metropolis, the creator of Artbabe 
has increased the depth and diversity of her 
characters. What is surprising is the natural 
ease with which the subplot of menace grows 
inside the larger story, is derived from the 
milieu of economic deprivation and political 
unrest and the necessary interzone of cul- 
tures. But then, this ease is due to the story's 
characters, who, like the denizens of so many 
of Abel’s comics, are distinct individuals and 
motivated by desires beyond those of any 
Ludlumed plot requirements.

WHICH BRINGS ME TO YOU 

by Julianna Baggott and Steve Almond 
Algonquin Books, 304 pp., $22.95 

It’s an interesting conceit: Girl spots boy at wedding, 
recognizes him as one of her kind (the lonely, the alienat- 
ed, the type that invariably ends up naked with another 
wedding guest before the rice is thrown), makes her move 
while giving a fake name (Jane), and ends up naked with 
him in the coatroom before the rice is thrown. But wait! 

The coupling is halted by a unique case of coitus interrup- 
ts: Our hero, going by the nom de sexe of Ted Nugent, is 
cock-blocked by his own conscience! The Nuge, it seems, 
suspects that this is the Real Deal, so why spoil it with a 
fling cushioned by other people’s coats? He proposes, 
instead, that they postpone consummation in favor of 
confessing each other’s crimes against relationships. 

That way, he reckons, all the closet skeletons are set free 
(or, if not set free, then at least aired out a bit). Jane agrees, they part ways, and the epis- 
tles (and confessions) start flying. At times reading like better-than-average erotica, these 
written exchanges are brutally honest and reveal the human reluctance to let oneself off too 
easily when emotional damage has been done. The reader is forced to ask: Am I capable of 
being this honest? Would I really want my partner to know this? Almond and Baggott, howev- 
er, tend to lapse into overly purple prose a bit too often, and it's here that the conceit col- 
lapses a bit: It’s clear that these two writers - rather than their characters - are trying to 
impress each other. Nonetheless, Which Brings Me to You is an interesting and sexy inver- 
sion of the epistolary tradition, but the sex is tempered with the narratives of two people 
turning the mirror on themselves, often revealing very ugly behavior. It is this hard work of 
confession and acceptance that uncovers the fact that honesty is often sexier than bravado, 
and confession is a surprising form of foreplay. - Melanie Haupt

AFTER A FASHION BY STEPHEN MACMILLAN MOSER

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Musicians on the Menu 

In concert or in the kitchen, these locals have the chops

Austin has the well-deserved reputation as a city that fosters creative expression of all 
kinds: musical, literary, theatrical, culinary, and artistic. It only makes sense that in a city 
with such a wealth of creative energy, genres would tend to overlap. The local connection 
between live music and dining out is particularly strong, perhaps due to the immediacy of 
the gratification involved in both endeavors. Live music and good cooking are created to be 
consumed immediately, to satisfy the senses and nourish the soul. So, it’s no wonder that 
a connection between food and music would flourish here and be recognized by fans and 
musicians alike.

Sap and Mam invite their 
friends to visit the new spot, which is bigger 
than the Drag outlet and also has plenty of 
parking... Hoover’s Cooking Northwest 
(13376 Research, 335-0300) is now cooking 
from 11am to 10pm daily, good news for 
lunch fans... Austinites certainly must have a 
big appetite for frozen confections, judging by 
the rapid growth in the number of scoop 
shops around town. National and regional 
chains are expanding, but homegrown Amy’s 
still reigns supreme. The newest Amy’s outlet 
is partnered with a nifty retro burger joint 
called Phil’s Icehouse (5620 Burnet, 524- 
1212). They have a variety of tasty burgers 
and sandwiches, hand-cut regular and sweet- 
potato fries, Frito pie, hot dogs, sodas, and 
Amy’s milk shakes. Gelato shops are growing 
in numbers, too. The newest outlet of the 
three-store local chain Gelato’s (3100 
Guadalupe, 323-3202) is located a few 
blocks north of campus with plenty of park- 
ing. They are serving gelato, sorbetto, break- 
fast pastries and coffee, grilled and toasted 
panini, and sodas... I was two out of three in 
my choices for the Top Chef finalists. Lee 
Anne eliminated herself with the poor execu- 
tion of her overly ambitious wedding-recep- 
tion menu and the Napa Valley judge's nega- 
tive response to her too-busy lamb dish.

WINE OF THE WEEK 

ALAMOS 

No, they’re not from San Antonio. Alamos wines are 
made by Bodega Catena Zapata, a gorgeous winery 
located in the foothills of the Argentine Andes. Started 
in 1902 by Italian immigrant Nicola Catena, the winery 
thrives today under the leadership of his grandson, 
Nicholas Catena. Armed with a Ph.D. in economics 
from Columbia University and time spent working with 
Robert Mondavi, Catena has supercharged his family 
business, expanding the company to four labels, from 
the ultrapremium Nicolas Catena Zapata down to their 
least expensive line called Alamos. 


A There are seven wines in the Alamos line, and all are worth- 
while, but the three stunners are their Chardonnay, Viognier, and 
Malbec. All three wines are $10 and offer an amazing amount of 
concentration and density in the glass for the price. No watery 
wines here. The Chardonnay has very soft acids that make for 
good use as an aperitif, but it also has a nutty aroma that makes 
you continue to want to keep taking an enjoyable whiff. The 
Viognier has the slightly oily texture you generally find in far more 
expensive Viogniers, along with the appetizing aromas of peaches 

■ and apricots. The Malbec, made from the classic red wine grape 
of Argentina, is smoky and intensely fruity, just the type of wine 
you'll love with a braised pork shoulder or lamb shanks. 

Alamos wines are available at Central Market, Whole Foods, 
Cost Plus/World Market, Cedar Valley Liquor, and select Twin 
Liquors stores. - Wes Marshall

Austin has been known for the link between 
food and music since the days when Kenneth 
Threadgill served beer, rat cheese, and soda 
crackers to bluegrass music fans; since players 
on the Chittlin’ Circuit enjoyed soulful meals at 
the Victory Grill; and since road-weary trouba- 
dours looked forward to a feast of enchiladas, 
nachos, and guacamole delivered backstage 
by the staff of the legendary Armadillo World 
Headquarters kitchen. More recently, music 
fans eat Southern comfort food in the Janis 
Joplin shrine at the original Threadgill’s, chow 
down on ribs in a barbecue joint/music venue 
named for a renowned pit master (Stubb’s), 
and make the annual SXSW pilgrimage to wait 
in line for a table at Las Manitas. It’s not all 
barbecue and Mexican food, either. Austin City 
Limits honcho and NARAS trustee Terry Likona 
tells the story of Coldplay’s hasty exit from 
the studio after an ACL taping earlier this year 
- the world travelers didn’t want to miss their 
dinner reservation at Uchi. It’s also entirely 
likely that we’re the only major American 
city where remarkably unique grocery stores 
are also music venues, where certain cooking 
classes include live musical performances, and 
where live local music is a necessary compo- 
nent to every food and/or charity event. 

Bringing forth music that attracts attention 
from all over the globe and producing restau- 
rants that gamer the attention of the national 
food press requires an enormous depth of culi- 
nary and musical talent. While we’re sure there 
are plenty of local cooks and waiters dreaming 
of musical stardom (if the number of CDs 
slipped to Likona along with restaurant bills 
is any indication, that’s a “yes”), we’ve chosen 
to focus on musicians who are exercising their 
chops on the menu. 

Danny Roy Young 

One of the most recognizable intersections 
of food and music in Austin would have to be 
the Texicalli Grill in South Austin, where long- 
time restaurateur and “Lord of the Rubboard” 
Danny Roy Young personifies the food and 
music connection. As Young himself tells the 
story, “I started training as a drummer 55 
years ago and started working in my parent’s 
restaurant in Kingsville 50 years ago. It’s been 
music and food for me ever since.” Young 
played dmms and worked at Young’s Root Beer 
Drive-In through high school and beyond. After 
stints in college and the Coast Guard, he and 
wife Lu packed up kids Scott and Holli and 
moved to Austin in 1975. “After I’d been here 
about three days, I figured out that Austin was 
exactly where I was meant to be,” Young says 
with conviction. He played drums with some 
Austin bands and commuted back to the Valley 
from time to time to help his folks with their 
restaurant. “I finally realized there are some 
guys who can play in bands and raise kids 
at the same time, but I wasn’t one of them.” 
Young put his drum kit away, and he and Lu 
opened Young’s Texicalli Grill on South Lamar 
in 1981. Musicians naturally gravitated to the 
friendly joint, and several tried to recruit him 
to pick up his drumsticks again. “I finally told 
Ponty Bone I'd sit in sometimes on the rub- 
board,” Young says. “See, if the band’s playing, 
the drummer’s gotta be there, but the rubboard 
just isn’t all that crucial, and it’s portable to 


boot!” Fourteen years ago, Young began playing 
rubboard in his buddy Cornell Hurd’s band, as 
well. He still gigs with both guys to this day. 

The Texicalli Grill moved to the current 
Oltorf location 17 years ago. Young has amassed 
an incredible collection of Austin music memo- 
rabilia and greeted thousands of customers in 
25 years. On May 29, he’ll celebrate his 65th 
birthday and turn over the Texicalli keys to new 
owner Jimmy Keith “Bonz” Kendall. The next 
day, the unofficial “Mayor of South Austin” 
embarks on a self-styled one-year sabbatical. 
“I’m gonna sleep late, go to the movies in the 
middle of the day, read, spend more time with 
my grandkids - just see how the year plays 
out. The only definite commitment I have is a 
concert with Cornell’s band in Switzerland in 
August,” Young reports. He admits he’s never 
gotten rich playing music or running restau- 
rants, but it would probably be impossible to 
find anybody in Austin who has had a better 
time doing either. 

Paul and Joni Constantine 

Here’s a great Austin trivia question: Name 
the local chef who is the only man in Austin to 
be recognized in both the Chronicle’s Restaurant 
Poll (first runner-up Best Chef 2006), as well 
as the Chronicle Music Poll (Best Horn Player 
1982, 1983). That singular distinction belongs 
to Paul Constantine, currently the chef/owner 
of Cafe Caprice and former trumpet player 
for the Professors of Pleasure and the Cobras. 
Constantine came to Austin with his college 
roommate Dan Del Santo in the Seventies 
and played trumpet in Del Santo’s eclectic 
Professors of Pleasure for many years. He also 
contributed his horn stylings to local blues leg- 
ends Paul Ray and the Cobras after Stevie Ray 
Vaughan left that band, gamering the afore- 
mentioned awards. Joni Constantine tended 
bar at the original Soap Creek Saloon, and the 
two met when the Cobras played their regular 
Tuesday night gigs there. Paul continued to 
pursue a music career until the late Eighties 
when “the music money wasn’t all that regular 
anymore unless you were touring all the time, 




and we were talking about having kids.” A 
career change was definitely in order. 

Paul consulted with his brother Alan, a 
chef who worked steamship cruises on the 
Mississippi River out of New Orleans, about 
pursuing a cooking career and began studies 
at the former Le Chef College (now the Texas 
Culinary Academy). Joni tended bar at all the 
many Soap Creek incarnations and ran the 
show at more than one location of the Cedar 
Door. One of Paul’s more memorable jobs 
after culinary school was working for chef Gert 
Rausch at the Courtyard restaurant. 

“There were days when the chef with classic 
European training shone through, and I was 
able to leam plenty from Gert,” he recalls. 
After the Courtyard closed, Paul spent 10 years 
cooking in all the various venues at the Barton 
Creek Country Club, another situation he 
describes as a valuable learning experience. 

A little more than two years ago, the 
Constantines decided to put their accumulat- 
ed years of hospitality experience into a proj- 
ect of their own and leased the former Basil’s 
location from owner Marshall Slacter. Cafe 
Caprice debuted in 2004 in the charming cot- 
tage overlooking Shoal Creek, with Paul chan- 
neling his creative energies into a distinctive 
personal cuisine, and Joni running the front 
of the house (www.cafecaprice.com). His coffee- 
stained Best Horn Player award is framed and 
hanging in the foyer. According to his longtime 
friend Terry Likona, chef Paul Constantine 
“approaches cooking much the same way he 
did playing music: creating something unique 
from many different influences.” These days, 
the Constantines’ kids - Wyatt, 15, and 
Nicole, 12 - are the musicians in the family. 
Paul exercises his musical chops jamming with 
Wyatt on occasion and orchestrates the work 
of his kitchen crew at Cafe Caprice six nights 
a week. 

The Beat Divas 

When the Beat Divas perform the Mady Kaye 
original “Cookin’ in the Kitchen,” it’s not just 


a catchy tune about lovers cooking Louisiana 
food set to a swamp-romp rhythm, it also illu- 
minates an important new aspect of their pro- 
fessional collaboration. The Beat Divas - Mady 
Kaye, Beth Ullman, and Dianne Donovan - are 
all accomplished musicians and singers, as well 
as passionate home cooks. Now, in addition 
to performing a delicious melange of jazz stan- 
dards, jazzed-up American pop tunes, and clev- 
er original material, they are cooking together 
and presenting quarterly classes at the Central 
Market Cooking School. Each class includes 
the demonstration of a seasonal dinner menu 
developed by the trio, served up with side 
dishes of their music. The lucky guests at the 
upcomingjune 10 class will feast on such items 
as Cantaloupe and Honeydew Soup, Grilled 
Peppered Pork Tenderloin With Smoky Sour 
Cream Sauce, and Peach and White Chocolate 
Cake, in addition to tunes like “A Little Bit of 
Chocolate,” “Sweet Potato Jive,” or their newest 
salute to a hunky pastry chef, “Sweet Treat.” 
The Divas’ culinary collaboration works 
much the same way as their musical endeav- 
ors, with each woman bringing unique talents 
to the table and to the stage. Donovan, who’s 
rich contralto defines the Divas’ distinctive 
harmonies, likens her own cooking style to 
playing jazz, saying, “I'll add a little lemon or 
vinegar if something needs a brighter top note, 
or maybe a little cumin if the dish needs a 
note farther down the scale.” Ullman confesses 
she’s still not completely comfortable cooking 
in front of an audience, “so I use humor to 
relax the situation.” All three women describe 
how the breaks in their music rehearsals invari- 
ably dissolve into discussions about food and 
relate how some of their personal cooking 
experiences inspire the original material for a 
CD of all food songs. “Beth and I operate on 
so much the same musical wavelength that it’s 
easier for us to write material for the group,” 
explains Kaye, but she’s quick to point out that 
all three of them choose the material the group 
performs as well as the recipes for their classes 
and planned cookbook.

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The Divas hired a videographer to shoot their most 
recent Central Market class, and clips of the trio cooking 
and singing for a very receptive crowd can be viewed on 
the Web at www.madykaye.com/divas. Having a DVD of their 
culinary and musical collaboration to shop around is just 
part of a serious master plan and professional wish list: 
They would love to teach the Central Market tour of Texas, 
they envision a musical cooking show with a companion 
cookbook called Diskin’ With the Divas, and they’d wel- 
come a guest shot on the Food Network. “I think we’d be 
a natural to guest on Emeril Live,” Kaye says. We concur. 

Trish Murphy 

When the organizers of the Texas Hill Country Wine 
& Food Festival invited singer-songwriter Trish Murphy to 
appear at the Farm to Table tasting event, they got some all- 
purpose talent. Murphy had met some folks from Kitchen 
Pride Mushrooms while performing at a house concert in 
Gonzales, and she was happy to create a dish using their 
products for the farmers’-market-style tasting event. She also 
sang two sets and distributed copies of her most recent CD, 
Girls Get in Free, to the ACC culinary student volunteers 
who assisted the chefs. Murphy had a great time at the 
festival and was very much in her element, saying, “Because 
of my family background, I’ve always bonded with people 
who experience food as a cultural activity.” Indeed, food 
and music have been lifelong passions for the Houston 
native, who grew up in a household where cooking together 
and playing music were important elements of the family 
dynamic. Murphy sang and played guitar with her dad and 
brother Darin from an early age. “My mom comes from a 
long line of good Southern home cooks, and one side of my 
dad’s family are Northern Italian immigrants, so food was 
always very important at our house,” she says, adding that “I 


still enjoy cooking with my mom when I go home to visit.” 

Irish Murphy moved to Austin to pursue a solo music 
career in 1996. Her live performances and four albums of 
original material have always received critical acclaim. Since 
putting up a Web site (www.trishmurphy.com) to promote her 
personal appearances and self-produced albums in 1997, 
she’s always communicated with her fans about her interests 
in food, blogging about restaurant discoveries (or lack thereof: 
the Midwest is particularly difficult) on the road. While she’s 
at home, Murphy posts monthly updates on the food page of 
her site, describing such things as her favorite restaurant of the 
month (it’s Mandola’s Italian Market), her current food vice 
(salt), and perhaps sharing recipes. Foodie fans interact with 
her via the site and show up for her cooking classes as well. 

Murphy’s performance at the Wine and Food Festival 
was no fluke. She’s been cooking and singing on the 
same bill for a couple of years now. She was one of the 
first Austin musicians invited to appear as part of Central 
Market’s Austin Music on the Menu series created by 
Kelly Ann Hargrove to coincide with South by Southwest 
in 2004, and she continues to teach there several times a 
year. Murphy has also been a guest chef at the Lake Austin 
Spa Resort and will teach her first class at Gina’s Kitchen in 
June. Next week, her Greater Tuna Casserole will be avail- 
able to the subscribers of the Soup Peddler’s dinner deliv- 
ery service as an entree choice (www.souppeddler.com), and 
she’s busy developing a project that would offer catered 
dinners complete with a musical performance for small 
groups. Fans of her music should know that Murphy hasn’t 
forsaken them: She continues to perform solo and joins a 
lineup of local music all-stars in the quirky Seventies cover 
band the K-Tel Hit Machine, but touring and working on 
material for a new album are on the back burner just now. 
“This cooking thing,” she says with satisfaction, “seems to 
have its own velocity.” ■

IT'S ALWAYS FAIR WEATHER 

Warner Home Video, $19.98 

The quintessential musical for sentimental cynics, 
the ironically titled It’s Always Fair Weather, was the last 
of the great MGM Cinemascope extravaganzas to show- 
case the jaw-dropping athletic prowess of Gene Kelly. 
Originally slated as a sequel to the unit’s successful On 
the Town (which depicted the breezy adventures of three 
sailors on leave in the Big Apple), the original plan fell 
apart when the studio nixed reuniting the original cast 
- especially the increasingly difficult Frank Sinatra. 

But Kelly seized 
on the concept, 
reshaping it into 
the tale of three 
returning World 
War II soldiers 
who vow everlast- 
ing allegiance 
and then find 
they have nothing 
in common but 
failure when they 
reunite 10 years 
later. The flip side 
of S ingin' in the 
Rain, It's Always 
Fair Weather 
would leave a 
bitter taste if not 
for the incredible 
showcase dance sequences: an astonishing opening 
ensemble number featuring Kelly and co-stars Dan 
Dailey and Michael Kidd in an adrenaline-inducing spree 
with trashcan lids attached to their feet (the obvious 
inspiration for Stomp!), and the legendary Kelly solo, 
tap dancing and gliding on roller skates through a busy 
New York street, all longshots and talent, no CGI. The 
comedy is edgier, too - dark, pessimistic and pointed, 
skewering nothing less than the American Dream; Kelly 
was never smarmier, and that’s saying a lot. Filmed dur- 
ing the decade when TV was killing box-office business, 
Weather is a vitriolic valentine to the new medium, and 
its barbs on “reality TV” pack prophetic and potent 
venom. Unsurprisingly, it wasn’t always fair weather on 
the set. Creative differences between co-directors Kelly 
and Stanley Donen erupted often, and the autocratic 
Kelly tried to wrest away his co-stars’ showcase solo 
numbers. Kidd’s astonishing solo was relegated to 
the cutting room floor, but Dailey’s scathing satire of 
Madison Avenue ad jargon, “Situation-wise,” remained 
at Donen’s insistence. This gorgeous widescreen trans- 
fer features a generous sampling of extras, including 
Kidd’s discarded solo. It’s Always Fair Weather lacks 
the amiable good humor of S ingin' in the Rain, and its 
songs don’t linger - but its aftertaste does, along with 
Cyd Charisse’s endless legs. - Steve Uhler

I waited for my phone 
to ring, for that book editor to come a-knocking at my door. 
Nothing. Back to work. Crap. 

So, not only does this time of year irritate me, other things 
irritate me more than usual. Like the young man standing 
behind me at the grocery store. When he saw a photo of Josh 
Holloway on a magazine at the check-out, he loudly declared 
to his companion that Lost was the worst thing on TV 

Puh-leeze! The worst? He obviously hasn’t seen The Ghost 
Whisperer , Hope & Faith , According to Jim, Heist, Pepper Dennis, 
or What About Brian. 

I watch TV so you don’t have to, buddy.

Other things that irritate me: 

David Blaine. His street-performance specials, which typi- 
cally air without fanfare, are entertaining. But his bloated, over- 
wrought, death-defying extravaganzas? Make him stop. 

The hoo-ha about Katie Couric as the first solo female 
news anchor (starting this fall on the CBS Evening News). I find 
Couric enormously likable, but she’s not the first female news 
anchor. Elizabeth Vargas has been doing the job at ABC since 
co-anchor Bob Woodruff got injured in Iraq, and Maria Elena 
Salinas has been doing it on Univision for, oh, 15 years? And 
while I find myself curious about how Couric will do, the larger 
fact of the matter is I’m not convinced that appointing a woman 
anchor is enough to make broadcast evening news matter. 

The cancellation of Commander in Chief. I’ve been asked: 
Aren’t you upset? Shouldn’t there be an uproar? Isn’t it curious 


that when a woman and a Latino are cast as President of the 
United States (The West Wing), those shows get cancelled? 

No, no, and no. 

First, let’s not forget President David Palmer played by Dennis 
Haysbert on 24. He got assassinated, but that was after his term 
was over. Second, the end of The West Wing was announced well in 
advance. (For those of us old enough to care, Martin Sheen is half 
Latino.) Third, while I lament that Commander in Chief got canned, 
it comes as no surprise. Production drama behind the scenes 
caused a hiatus, which is always a precarious move, particularly in 
this TV climate. But the bottom line is, I think it’s important to see 
new ideas expressed in the imaginative sphere. You have to imagine 
it, make it part of the consciousness, before it can become reality. 
The good news about this TV climate is that while Commando' in 
Chief did not go full term, something similar is surely in the devel- 
opment pipeline. Maybe it will air and fare better. 

And finally: all the chatter about Stephen Colbert’s per- 
formance at the White House Correspondents’ dinner last 
week. Did he go too far? Should he be slapped or saluted? You 
may have seen a sliver of his performance on the cable news 
networks, but not for long. The one I watched gave a greater 
amount of time to a skit with Bush and a Bush look-alike, in a 
bit that was not as funny as Colbert’s - and that’s not saying 
much. The truth is, I don’t think Colbert is that funny. The only 
reason Colbert wasn’t escorted off stage dike Chinese journal- 
ist Wenyi Wang a few weeks back, for yelling at the Chinese 
President Hu Jintao) is because he offered his criticisms of 
Bush and the assembled press in snarkism: the greener, less 
refined, distant cousin to sarcasm and satire. Lampooning with 
snarkism is not particularly brave, nor does it appear to create 
much action beyond chatter between the technoratti on media 
blogs, as opposed to say, a call to leave (and possibly lose) a job 
by participating in a nationwide march. Am I wrong? 

I await your snarky response.

ANCHORS AWAY 


Austin musicians make national head- 
lines in the oddest ways. To wit, Red 
Hunter, who performs his haunting folk 
songs most often under the name Peter & 
the Wolf - like at Emo’s tonight (Thursday) 
with Rubble and Sunburned Hand of the 
Man - recently found himself talking to 
ABC News, MTV.com, NPR, and several 
others. Seems he and some friends will be 
touring the East Coast via sailboat later 
this summer, an idea that sprang from friend 
Jana Hunter's frustration with playing the 
same venues every time through any given 
town. (Jana and Red are not related beyond 
being kindred musical spirits.) “She started 
joking about how we should go by sailboat 
and play on the docks, and since we have the 
same last name we’d call it the S.S. Hunter,” 
says Hunter. “A couple of weeks later, she 
called me and said, ‘I think I’ve found us a 
sailboat.'” Turns out her friend in New York, a 
college radio DJ, was also a sailing enthusi- 
ast; he volunteered his 30-foot boat to ferry 
the Hunters and their friends in San Diego’s 
Castanets down the Intracoastal Waterway 
in August. Hunter has no previous sailing 
experience, but his dad was in the Navy, 



which he says has inspired the nautical bent 
of several recent songs. He also sees certain 
similarities in the lives of sailors and musi- 
cians. “There's an unsettling effect of having 
to keep getting back on the boat that’s like 
the same as what compels you to keep travel- 
ing, and not have a stable life the way people 
do that don’t live like a troubador,” Hunter 
says. The media has tried to portray the boat 
tour as a reaction to skyrocketing fuel costs, 
but Hunter says their only motivations are to 
“have adventures and battle the elements.” 
“When I did ABC, they kept trying to get a 
sound bite out of me that this was some kind 
of political statement," he adds. “The best I 
could give them was to make jokes about 
how chicks like it better than when you drive 
a Toyota or something.” 



MASTERS OF SPARKS It was a double-barreled dose of nostalgia at the Flamingo 
Cantina last weekend as he-man hard rockers SINIS returned, for the first time in nearly 
four years, with everything that made them awesome the first time around: monster riffs, 
lotsa leather, male and female dancers, the huge KISS-style sign, and, lest we forget, jets 
of flame. Original bassist Ron Strutter, looking suspiciously like Woody's South owner 
Woody Wiedeman, even made a walk-on cameo Friday night. Until they rock mightily 
again somewhere, 2000’s Electromagnetized is hardly a bad consolation prize. 


A SUMMER PLACE 


First Austin’s Summer Wardrobe wound up tacked onto New York label Rainbow Quartz’s 
SXSW showcase, then president Jim McGarry liked the mellow-psych quartet so much he 
decided to sign them. “He just stood right in front of us the whole time we played with his 
arms crossed,” says singer/guitarist Jon Sanchez. McGarry, whose label also houses the High 
Dials, the Morning After Girls, Volebeats, and Austin’s (inactive) Cotton Mather, told the 
band he’d put out their record as soon as they could give him one. They hooked up with local 
producer Mark Addison, who also helmed Summer Wardrobe’s 2004 debut, and headed into 
his Aerie Studios under a bit of a time crunch. “Me and George [drummer Duron] are going 
to Paraguay on the 29th, so it has to be done by then,” says Sanchez. The album, titled 
Sometimes Late at Night, will actually be released through Rainbow Quartz imprint Turquoise 
Mountain, which Sanchez says contains McGarry’s “cosmic American” discoveries. “Some of 
our stuff is not very country, but because of the steel guitar, it has that high lonesome thing,” 
he explains. Summer Wardrobe plays Ego’s next Thursday, May 18. 



Local artist Bryan Keplesky has printed plenty of posters under 
his roundobject alias - see his work at the Side Bar - so when 
the owners of the new Birds Barbershop approached him about 
doing a mural, he treated the 40-foot wall like “a giant gig poster.” 
Finished last week, the mural is entirely screen-printed, the product 
of an estimated 130 different screens and more than two weeks of 
labor from Keplesky and his friends at Austin screenprinting outfit 
Sleepy Giant. Among its collage of hair-related images are 
Blondie’s Deborah Harry and several playful riffs on classic bar- 
bershop themes: Afro picks tethered to parachutes, a police heli- 
copter with scissors for blades, a punk rocker clad in an old-timey 
barber’s smock. “Hopefully people will study it and see something 
different every time,” says Keplesky. Birds, which also features a 
stage for occasional in-store performances, is scheduled to open 
next month at 2210 S. Lamar.

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There’s a Jonathan Meiburg in everyone’s life. Nine out of the 10 
things he’ll share with you are so esoteric or obscure that you stare, slack- 
jawed and dumb, as the reference sails over your head. That’s when the 
10th opinion or factoid lands and suddenly you’re off in an exhilarating 
whirlwind of chatter. This dance of exclusion and engagement isn’t lim- 
ited to conversations: It’s the defining characteristic of Shearwater. 

Meiburg, frontman for this once-quiet little brother to Austin music 
monolith Okkervil River, comes across as a Platonic nerd. Possessed of 
warm good looks and the potential to be incredibly charming, Meiburg 
seems more content to study and create - and hold forth on exactly 
those two subjects - rather than pursue life’s more carnal and mundane 
exploits. In other words, he’s beautiful, brilliant, and hyperintellectual 
almost to a fault. Fitting that his music can be described in precisely the 
same language. For Shearwater, never before have the personalities of its 
frontman and his music mirrored each other so closely as on the group’s 
third Misra Records release, Palo Santo. 

Since its inception, Shearwater has languished in the shadow of 
Okkervil River, despite the fact that the only thing the two bands have in 
common is Will Sheff, who’s shared songwriting 
duties with Meiburg in Shearwater since 200 l’s 
The Dissolving Room. What began as a one-off 
project took on proportions of its own - and 
more members, bassist (and the former Mrs. 

Meiburg) Kim Burke, drummer Thor Harris, 
and multi-instrumentalist Howard Draper - 
which has proven both a blessing and a curse. 

“When Will and I started Shearwater, things 
were really different for us,” Meiburg recalls 
over a late-night coffee at Spider House. “We 
both had bands that were floundering or they 
were frustrating us in some ways and we want- 
ed an outlet. Things have really changed since 
then. Okkervil does everything that Will could 
ever want his creative outlet to do. It’s been a 
very natural progression.” 

That natural progression has meant that, 
as Okkervil River’s acclaim continues grow- 
ing nationally on the strength of last year’s 
Black Sheep Boy (austinchronicle.com/issues/ 
dispatch/2005-04-01/music feature.html), Sheff’s 
time has been directed elsewhere and Meiburg 
has assumed center stage in Shearwater. All 
the songs on Palo Santo are his, and his is the 
sole voice heard on the album. Shearwater has 
finally emerged from beneath the River. 

“The thing you don’t want to end up with 
is the side project’ label, because side proj- 
ects are, for whatever reason, almost inevita- 
bly watered down. It’s like, ‘Oh this is like 
the band I like except not quite so much,”’ 

Meiburg laughs. “If that was the case, there’d 
be no point in there being this band. It would 
just be Okkervil Lite. And I don’t write songs 
like Will’s. My songs are different.” 

In fact, on Palo Santo, Meiburg’s songs are 
different from, well, his own. The new songs 
have a different energy, inviting an almost syn- 
esthetic reaction, the sense that the music has 
a different hue to it than what came before. 

Compare the opening tracks of Palo Santo to 
those of its predecessor, 2004’s study in maud- 
lin Americana, Winged Life. The latter starts off 
with “A Hush,” which is fairly representative 
of Shearwater’s body of work: soft, beautifully

arranged, with Meiburg’s fragile tenor skim- 
ming the rhythm’s ebbs and flows. 

Jump to this year’s opening track, “La Dame 
et la Iicome” (“The Lady and the Unicom”), 
and you’re greeted with an eerie, endless tone of 


static, snippets of short-wave radio transmissions 
looped into the background. Gone are the rootsy 
banjos of yore, the gentle caress of the violin. 
There’s only the stark stroke of a few piano keys 
and that creepy drone. “Something is breathing 
in the air,” sings Meiburg, “something is moving 
in the water.” With these Erst lines, he introduces 
a sense of foreboding, painting an aural image of 
a man raging at the elements in the gloaming. 
The rest of the band chimes in and an almost 
painful nostalgia sets in, amorphous and haunt- 
ing, and there’s no turning back. Meiburg’s voice 
has never sounded so confident, so powerful, 
and it’s a control that sustains itself over the 
course of the album. Meiburg agrees enthusiasti- 
cally with the praise for this song, this album. 

“It sounds most like what I want a record to 
sound like,” he nods. “It has its own coherent 
world that it inhabits. I’m proud of that song 
because it sets up the ground rules in terms of 
what you can expect and what’s going to hap- 
pen for the rest of the record. 


SHEARWATER 

Palo Santo (Misra) 

Of the more pointed “none-of-the above” type bands 
in Austin, Shearwater is the most difficult to peg. Palo 
Santo, the quintet’s fourth, doesn’t make things any 
easier, introspective stillness alternating with grandiose 
prog-rock, which shifts into jagged, poppy nuevo wavo. 

While this approach is not new for Jonathan Meiburg 
and friends, Palo Santo is easily their most cogent. 

That’s undoubtedly the result of this being Shearwater’s 
first album to feature Meiburg compositions exclusively, 
the multi-instrumentalist also handling all the lead 
vocals. The lyrics remain mostly inscrutable, but his 
multifaceted voice has always been another instrument, 

adding mystery, melodies, and a wildly diverse series of emotions, and here he succeeds 
superbly. Picking out top tracks is difficult as, like Shearwater’s past work, Palo Santo is best 
devoured in complete sittings. The Talking Heads bounce of “Red Sea, Black Sea,” piano 
driven anthem “Seventy Four, Seventy Five,” and the somber, shimmering “Failed Queen” dem- 
onstrate the breadth of Meiburg’s singular songwriting talent. Like the bird the band is named 
after, Shearwater now soars over Austin’s musical landscape with a sound discriminating 
tastes will find sublime.

Transcendentalism 


Shearwater's Jonathan Meiburg wants you to 
listen, but you can't sing along

“I wanted a balance between things that 
were very pretty and things that were ugly, 
but not in the sense that I’ve got a pretty 
song and I’m going to put a bunch of strange 
noises in it to throw you off. That can be a 
lazy approach - there’s gotta be something to 
hang a tail on. When we approached it with 
the arrangements, we had a lot of these sort 
of crumbling, organic sounds, sort of like ivy 
growing over a door.” 

Shearwater’s coherent world is more than 
just aggressive greenery taking over the archi- 
tecture, it’s uniquely Meiburg’s, given the side- 
long references to his other, nonmusical life 
as a scientist. Palo Santo takes its name from 
a type of tree found in the Galapagos, where 
Meiburg spent a summer doing field research 
on the caracara, the South American breed of 
falcon about which he wrote his recently com- 
pleted master’s thesis in biogeography. The 
natural world permeates Palo Santo, seeping 
into the margins, corrupting the urge to define 
and categorize the music. Better yet, just like 
Mother Nature, Palo Santo has its secrets. 

“I like the way on this record how the voice 
will come real close to you and tell you some- 
thing that’s quite clear and you understand, 
and then it disappears or retreats or gets 
obscured so you only get bits and pieces of it,” 
he enthuses. “There are a lot of records I like 
that are like that, where you don’t get every 
word and you’re left to fill some of it in and 
to experience the whole thing as a sound more 
than ‘Here’s the singer, here’s the backing 
music.’ Sort of the anti-karaoke.” 

Meiburg’s voice and narratives are in no dan- 
ger of being obscured or replaced by the atonal 
chimings-in of the huddled masses. To listen to 
Palo Santo is to be in conversation with Meiburg 
himself; all you can do is watch and listen as he 
takes you down dark, unfamiliar paths, often 
running ahead of you, only to bring you out to 
the hazy fight on the other side. In the end you 
will be disoriented, perhaps a little irritated, 
and thoroughly in awe. ■

Misra Records by the book 



In 1 99 1 , Simple Machines record label found- 
ers Jenny Toomey and Kristin Thomson put 
out a do-it-yourself manual, the Introductory 
Mechanic’s Guide to Putting Out Records - what 
to expect, where to press records, how to make 
them look good. It sold like saline in a strip 
club, more than any Simple Machines album 
ever did. Although the early-Nineties music 
explosion birthed almost as many indie labels 
as indie acts, Phil Waldorf, 31, didn’t found 
Misra Records until 1999 ( Austin Chronicle, 
Nov. 14, 2003). He did, however, release 
Toomey’s Antidote in 2001, taking a page or 
two out of Guide before he even set foot out of 
Athens, Ga. 

Things have changed since grunge. There’s 
the Internet, or at least the proliferation of it. 
Napster and LimeWire, Friendster and MySpace. 
iTunes and blogs and Pitchfork. The landscape

has been dug up and replanted, and nobody’s 
writing new rules with any sense of finality. 

Without diving into file sharing, copyright 
infringement, or entertainment law - important 
matters all - Waldorf offered some personal rules 
of thumb about approaching a label like his, by 
virtue of the fact that the Austin-based Misra 
is quickly becoming one of the most respected 
microlabels in the indie underground. 

1) HONE YOUR AESTHETIC 

“Try to come up with a good visual com- 
ponent for your band,” urges Waldorf. “You 
don’t need stylish band photos, but don’t 
send a demo on a blank CD with Magic 
Marker on it. Make it look like something 
without making it overbearing.” 

We know: Looks have nothing to do with 
your music, but in any media a killer visual 
goes a long way. When major labels became 
megacorporations - when payola ran wild and 
15-year-old boys were all the rage - image and 
packaging certainly didn’t hurt anyone’s sales. 
Those burned CD-Rs will only get you so far. 

There is, of course, a big difference between 
glitz and ambition. While black eyeliner might 
seem like a great idea for yet another post-punk 
band, a few dollars spent on one of your aspir- 
ing photographer or graphic designer friends 
is an investment in your creative circle. Sure, 
it’s only a demo, but pretend it’s an Internet 
dating-service profile. Nobody ever picks the 
product without a photo. 

2) PLAY AS MANY SHOWS AS 
YOU CAN - WITHIN REASON 

“A live show is really important,” Waldorf 
says. “If a band is not totally amazing the first 
time I see them, by no means does that mean 
I’m not interested. Everybody has bad shows. 
The idea is to be able to see through that. 
Do they have that charisma to connect with 
people, even if it’s not effective at that moment? 
Ultimately I’m selling records and not live 
shows, but it’s awfully hard to sell records if the 
band doesn’t have a captivating live show.” 

Shoegaze nears the grave as rockers realize 
the importance of creating a show instead of 
simply playing one. That horrible band that 
squawks and squeals in the headlining slot 
might just be your ticket out of this hellhole 
called self-release. Networking isn’t only a job- 
fair concept. 

“Centro-matic came to me through the 
endorsement of other bands on the label. 
Shearwater I met at South by Southwest at 
an Okkervil River show where they gave me 
a CD. It was a demo, but it was a demo from 
somebody I was connected to. It wasn’t just a 
dude handing me a CD on the street. If that 
was the case, it would’ve never gotten listened 
to,” admits Waldorf. “Honestly, if you can get 
in the good graces of the people I trust, that’s 
a really good way to get me to actually listen. 
At least it makes me take the leap.” 


3) DO IT YOURSELF 

“If you come to me and you’ve done 25% of 
the work already, I’m going to be impressed,” 
he says. “It’s a partnership. I’m not working for 
bands, and bands aren’t working for me. We’re 
working together. If you’re already halfway 
there, it’s going to go a long way to getting a 
label excited.” 

This isn’t Waldorf being lazy. It’s easy to 
forget that the music geeks running these 
tiny labels are doing this because they love it. 
Waldorf is one man at a computer in his house, 
sending out cyber correspondence, mailing 
promos, and working the phone before he 
goes to work at Emo’s, where he books bands. 
He can’t do everything a major label does, but 
what he does do carries the personal touch

all the money on the planet 
can’t fake. 

Update your MySpace pro- 
file. Create a great Web site 
including biographical infor- 
mation, tour dates, and mp3s. 
Promote, promote, promote, 
and when you think you’ve 
done enough, promote some 
more. 

“Right now, the concern 
shouldn’t be getting signed, 
it should be promoting your 
band. The signing will come.” 
A day in the life of an indie- 
label head does not involve 
snobbery. These home-run 
businesses take other jobs 
subsidizing them, persever- 
ance, and many pots of java. 
It’s an exercise in growing, 
an exercise in progress, and 
as Shearwater, Centro-matic, and Great Lake 
Swimmers dive into the national pool, Phil 
Waldorf keeps the gears turning. 

“A huge part of what I do is keeping up,” he 
shrugs. “The way you sell records is changing 
at a lightning speed. It’s totally different from 
when I started. I had a dial-up connection. I 
didn’t have a Web site when I started my label. 
A lot of what I’m doing is adjusting. There is 
no formula, and I think maybe three years ago 
there was a little bit of a formula. There’s a lot 
less of one now because there are so many dif- 
ferent ways to get music out there. 

“I’m one big record away from not having to 
work another job, but I’ve always been one big 
record away. Sell 30,000 copies of one record, 
and go ahead, quit your day job.” ■

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ALEJANDRO ESCOVEDO 

The Boxing Mirror (Back Porch) 

Five years between albums can be a life- 
time for most musicians, and no more so 
than for Austin’s Alejandro Escovedo. The 
journeyman singer-songwriter-rocker’s near 
death bout with hepatitis C left his loyal fan 
base holding their collective breath in hope 
that he would survive until such a feat was 
possible. The Boxing Mirror traces Escovedo’s 
journey from his collapse in “Arizona” to his 
current resurrection into health, imagina- 
tion, and enlightenment. It’s accomplished 
with a variety of familiar soundscapes, from 
the boldly orchestral and sweetly intimate 
to the harshly raucous, all tweaked by pro- 
ducer and Velvet Underground visionary 
John Cale, whose sonic abrasion and densi- 
ty offers a contrast to his friend’s past work. 
Escovedo diverges even further with the 
employment of lyrics written by his wife, poet 
Kim Christoff, on the austere and abstract 
“Deer Head on the Wall" and foreboding, 
psychedelic “Notes on Air." His genius is on 
bold display in the way he intertwines the 
raw beauty of tunes like “The Ladder,” a 
ballad for Christoff, and “Evita's Lullaby,” 
about his mother’s love for his deceased 
father, with the urgent, Velvets-esque drone 
of “Break This Time” and the ferocious 
pounding and vivid imagery of attempted 
suicide on “Sacramento & Polk." To a state- 
ly military beat, Escovedo ties things up 
with the title track, the fighting metaphor 
relating both to his life and his father's. It’s 
a battle he’s won, for now, and the victory 
is thrilling and distinctively gracious. (CD

the Cactus Cafe, Friday, May 12. 
Continental Club, Saturday, May 13.)

Waco’s Verbal Seed dives head- 
long into a soil previously cultivated 
by artists of the Okayplayer ilk. 
Nourished by the soulful production 
of Symbolyc One of Strange Fruit 
Project, Afronauts (Black Son Records) 
reaches out to fellow Texans, inclu- 
ding Bavu Blakes and Kay of the 
Foundation as it wafts an aroma of 
true-school intelligence. The high 
point sprouts when Verbal Seed MCs 
Focus, One Self Salaam, and Tree 
trade verses with Damien and Big 
$ Mic of the Legendary K-0 in a 
graphic traversing of the “239 Miles” 


between Houston and Dallas. Austin 
mainstay MC Overlord returns with 
The Black Theory (VMG/Resurrection), 
maintaining his status as the city’s 
most visible meat-and-potatoes lyri- 
cist. While Overlord’s rhymes impress 
when his grounded perspective 
reveals the all-too-common scenario 
of “broke with three jobs and the 


cops still tail me," his platform just 
might have been borrowed by sing- 
er Ter’ell Shahid on album tracks, 
including “My Homey” and “Mamma 
Said.” Meanwhile, local DJs Crash 
and Panda make the most of their 
cameos, as do MCs Tee Double 
and Bavu Blakes. DJ Chicken 
George follows suit with an impec- 


cable blend of Eighties rap staples 
titled CG Classics: Homage to Hip- 
Hop Volume 1. From Run DMC and 
Doug E. Fresh to more obscure 
acts, including MC Shan and Joeski 
Love, George puts a little lightheart- 
ed fun back in the mix. Branching 
off from his rap roots in Denver, 
recent Austin transplant Paradox 
puts forth a solo album that may 
be a little too smart-alecky for its 
own good.

WHITE NOISE 

John Cage once said, “I can’t understand 
why people are frightened of new ideas. I'm 
frightened of the old ones” - advice that 
seems to encapsulate the Zeitgeist of cur- 
rent experimental music. What sounds can 
be used that nobody’s heard? The beeping of 
an alarm in the a.m. is not a pleasant sound, 
but ECFA saxophonist Holland Hopson man- 
ages to make it somewhat tolerable. His sec- 
ond release on local imprint Grab Rare Arts 
is a grab bag of rare sounds, hence the name 
With Hidden Noises. The aforementioned 
beeping sets off man vs. machine, accom- 
panied by a distorted female voice, loops, 
bloops, bleeps, and trilling shots of noise set 
off by motion sensors. At 48 minutes, it’s 
not the easiest listen, but it probably trans- 
lates better live, sounding not so much like 
ingesting a bottle of cough syrup, but more 


like a post-apocalyptic radio transmission. 
Equally heady is the tongue-twisting collective 
Brekekekexkoaxkoax, featuring the guitar 
and clarinet stylings of local improv vet Josh 
Ronsen and a few fellow experimentalistos. 
We Used to Be Such Good Friends weaves 
in and out of free-jazz traffic jams, incorpo- 
rating flute, oboe, guitar, and turntable for 
electric soundscapes with equally boggling 
names like “Haifa Hi-Fi.” Easier on the fron- 
tal lobe is On Leaping From Airplanes (One 
Mountain), from the Denton-based quintet 
Oceanographer. It’s a slow-burning patch- 
work of soft-sliding guitars and blue-hued 
vox, the title track ending in a flameout of 
guitar and noise. “Stations” mimics the lazy, 
swirling melodies of the Sea and Cake and 
“Polaroid Prince” drips with electro-sweat and 
sweet vocals. It’s ambient for the slowcore 
set or perhaps it’s electro-pop-emo.

PETE RODRIGUEZ 

Mind Trip 

Pete Rodrfguez doesn’t 
waste any time exploding 
out of the blocks on his 
debut Mind Trip. From 
the opening notes, this 
imposing trumpeter with

speed, agility, and physicality not often seen 
in a local jazz musician. A New York transplant 
and son of salsa pioneer Pete “El Conde” 
Rodrfguez, he comes with an impressive 
resume that includes stints with heavyweights 
Eddie Palmieri, Celia Cruz, and Tito Puente. 

That said, this is not a Latin jazz LR but rather 
a stylistic mixed bag of mostly original composi- 
tions. They alter between scorching, multihorn 
barn-burners more reminiscent of Art Blakey’s 
Jazz Messengers than Johnny Pacheco’s trum- 
pet and percussion dynamo, and well-tempered 
tunes that highlight Rodriguez’s expressive, bur- 
nished flugelhorn playing.

ZOM ZOMS 

Yellow Rainbow (Business Deal) 

If a cadre of savage geeks had comman- 
deered a Brook Mays Organ store at the mall 
in 1981, the resulting disturbance might have 


resembled the Zorn Zorns’ third 
album in both tone and attitude. 

With synthetic rhythms oscillating 
at full speed, the Twister-mat-pat- 
terned, sleeveless-shirt-wearing local 
quartet injects as much ferocity into 
primitive synth-punk as their vintage 
mechanism will bear. From start to 
finish, Yellow Rainbow is a breakneck 
fusillade of aural grist for the inner spaz. While 
Devo is an obvious touchstone, the Zorn Zorns’ 
speedy emulation focuses on the raw Sturm 
und Drang of the scalped pioneers’ earliest 
Rust Belt demos. “Caught on Tape” dances as 
fast as it can against panoptic dystopia, while 
the title track gets busy disemboweling the 


culture of tanning booths. "Race of 
Zorn Zorns” kicks off with the poetic 
exhortation, “Replace my feet with 
30 rubber wheels while folding the 
map with the jealous part of your 
mind,” which might as well be a 
manifesto for the group’s synapse- 
confounding New Wave traffic jam. 
Such quasi-lionization stands in 
stark contrast to the album-closing pizza-deliv- 
ery-driver ode “Pizzarama Universe," an occupa- 
tion seldom covered in song but undoubtedly 
familiar to musicians. Yellow Rainbow may be a 
discombobulating ride, but healthy minds need 
a good shaking every now and then.

Word is out that Charanga Cakewalk’s sec- 
ond album is as good as the first, but that’s 
wrong.

In April issues of The New York Times and The Wall Street Journal, the chief executives of 
two huge companies in politically sensitive industries were revealed to have received such 
extravagant bonuses or stock options that even veteran industry observers were said to be 
shocked. While customers of both companies are chronically panicked about rising prices, 

Lee Raymond, who retired as CEO of ExxonMobil in December, was reported by the Times to 
have received the equivalent of $144,000 every day for 13 years, and William McGuire, CEO 
since 1996 of the highly profitable health-insurance manager United Healthcare, was report- 
ed by the Journal to be sitting on stock options that, because they were mysteriously timed 
to kick in at the best possible date, are worth $1.6 billion.

Convicted drunken driver Joshua Campbell, 

23, filed a lawsuit in April against the driver he 
hit, Bloomfield Township, Mich., police Officer 
Gary Davis, asking the police department 
to pay him for the “humiliation,” “embar- 
rassment,” and physical injuries he received.

The Ellen Trout Zoo in Lufkin uses the thick pine forest of East Texas 
to its advantage. The footpaths wind among the animal cages like a trail 
through the jungle. Around any corner there may be another creature of 
enormous proportions or unique appearance. 

A city-owned facility, the 25-acre animal park is impressive for a com- 
munity of 33,000. The collection of nearly 800 animals at the American 
Zoological Association-accredited zoo represents every continent except 
Antarctica, says Charlotte Henley, educational director for the institution. 

“The zoo is here for the animals,” Henley says. With the exception of a 
few animals that were rescued after an injury, all of the residents of the zoo 
are captive-born. In many cases, the species are nearing extinction and 
without the captive breeding programs would possibly disappear completely. 

Henley says that the park is currently holding two rhinos for the 
Species Survival Plan, an organizational management of captive herds. 
“We’re participating in 16 or 17 SSP programs,” she says. 

The zoo's breeding program has been very successful, with the birth of 
a hippopotamus last September. On display in the primate section of the 
zoo is the only breeding group of cotton-top tamarians. About the size of a 
squirrel, the black monkeys with white hairdos are one of the most endan- 
gered species of South American primates. 

The staff is looking forward to births this summer in the giraffe, elk, 
and lemur exhibits. The Louisiana pine snake has laid a clutch of eggs. 
The most endangered of reptiles in the Southern U.S., the pine snake is a 
highly elusive native of East Texas. Chances of seeing these rodent eat- 
ers in the wild are slim because they prefer staying underground as much 
as possible. 

The spotted Louisiana pine snake is easily found behind the glass in 
its home in the herpetarium, along with nearly 100 other snakes and liz- 
ards. But if you want to see one of the three hippos swim, you’ll have to 
head over to the only Hippoquarium in the country. Only a glass wall sepa- 
rates the visitor from the paddling giants. 

It was the hippo exhibit that started the Lufkin zoo’s impressive collec- 
tion. In the early Sixties, the community was debating whether to accept 
Walter C. Trout’s generous offer of a zoo named after his mother. Trout, the 
head of Lufkin Industries, a local oil-field equipment and trailer manufacturer, 
offered to donate the land and pay for the park if the city would maintain it. 
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Citizens were hesitant 
about the offer because 
Beaumont, a considerably 
larger city, had recently closed 
their zoo due to financial 
problems, Henley says. The 
residents of Lufkin compro- 
mised on the agreement, say- 
ing the animals would be lim- 
ited to native species. “I think 
the idea was that if the zoo 
failed, then the animals could 
be turned loose into the wild,” 

Henley says with a laugh. 

The Christmas before the 
Ellen Trout Zoo opened on 
June 17, 1967, Trout present- 
ed the city with a baby hippo 
purchased from the Dallas 
Zoo. “The hippos kind of 
opened the door for other 
kinds of animals," Henley 
says. The collection now 
includes lions, tigers, giraffes, 
birds from around the world, 
and a pair of komodo drag- 
ons born at the Miami Zoo. 

The population of the park is not made up exclusively of immigrants. 
Native Texan species are well represented. There is a bald eagle, a red- 
tailed hawk, an owl, and a vulture. A white-tailed deer sticks its nose to the 
fence hoping for a handout. Brutus, an American black bear, was an abused 
pet that was confiscated by the Texas Parks and Wildlife Department. 

The Ellen Trout Zoo is on the north side of Lufkin, on Loop 287 
between U.S. 59 and FM 2251. Besides all of the animals, there is a 
snack bar, a gift shop, a fishing pond (license required), and a train that 
winds through the forest. The gate opens daily from 9am to 5pm, and 
until 6pm on Friday and Saturday during the summer. Admission is a very 
affordable $3 for adults and $1.50 for children. For more information, give 
the zoo hotline a call at 936/633-0399 or visit their Web site at 
wtvw.ellentroutzoo.com.

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Cheater 

Hyde Park Theatre, through May 13 

Cheating is so hot right now, it’s like the new black. Whether it’s 
you cutting corners on a mile jog, an ex-president's break from mari- 
tal monogamy, or a writer telling Oprah about a bogus memoir, every- 
body’s doing it. In fact, I'm doing it right now. Maybe I used spell- 
check instead of a dictionary while writing this review. Isn't that what 
cheating is? Pretending to be more than who you are? 
Escaping through deception? Betraying trust? There 
are as many perspectives on “cheating’’ as there are 
ways to do it or works written about doing it. It is an 
exhausted conflict in dramas when you think about 
Othello , Dante’s Inferno, or Pinter’s Betrayal. 

Hanging on the skirts of Frontera's fringe, Andrea 
Skola has collaborated with Shrewd Productions to 
put together eight 10-minute themed plays just to 
explore the contemporary nuances of being a cheat. 

A doughty adherent of these piecemeal collabora- 
tions, Skola - who also assembled a chick & a dude productions' 
similarly structured StallGraffiti ATX - ran around with scissors, gath- 
ering playwrights’ pint-sized scripts, then glued them together like a 
collage of autonomous scenes with corrupt morals as the main prop, 
adding choreographed vignettes to indie music plus auto-dramas by 
the cast members between the pieces. She is at the crest of a dozen 
actors spread across the stage, who in unison move stealthily and 
sexily, and some of them reappear in a transitional game that pops 
up intermittently between plays. 

The act of cheating sits between the pages of an exam during 
Mical Trejo’s “Pumpkin Eater.’’ During a typical exchange between 
a goody-goody and a stoner looking for answers to the test, we 
are amusedly reminded of what cheaters don’t do well: prosper. 

While Trejo's play seems to condemn the immoral deed, the rest of 
the first act applauds getting away with it and coming out on top. 

“All Apologies” by George Brant features Weldon Phillips as every 
politician’s dream, a guy who will willingly take the blame for his bad 
behavior. As he describes how he makes his living as a professional 
scapegoat, taking large sums of money from pols and big business- 
men who need a fall guy, we find ourselves strangely warming up to 
this unapologetic sociopath. Then in Michael Krane’s “The Inside 
Force,” we witness the ultimate contest between hypnotists, mega- 
lomaniacal characters who slyly deceive others and will play dirty to 
beat an opponent. A laugh-out-loud wedded duel perfectly displays 
the secrets of a soap opera affair in Robert LeBlanc's “Love, Trust, 



and Escalation.” Ken Webster’s biting “Strange Bedfellows” lets red 
and blue politics between lovers bleed into the sheets. The show 
ends with Monika Bustamante’s dark “Lie/Mind/Game/On,” a series 
of postmortem confessionals delivered by actors who stand chillingly 
aglow like ghosts over their graves. One woman discusses how she 
swindled a fellow patient for cancer treatment; one rogue pleads 
to stealing a card in a poker game; one man details his lost fight 
against Katrina. Each moving or tongue-in-cheek tale begs for abso- 
lution yet without spouting value judgments. The plays stand alone 
but get confused with the actors’ auto-dramas and Skola's choreo- 
graphed transitions. It’s quite the mini-cheating test. - Patti Hadad

Tintypes 

Dougherty Arts Center Theatre, 
through May 14 

Running Time: 2 hrs 

For those perhaps unfamiliar with 
the term, a tintype is a photographic 
form popularized at the turn of the 
last century, and it’s significant both 
historically and in 
terms of this musi- 
cal revue, conceived 
by Mary Kyte, Mel 
Marvin, and Gary 
Pearle. Because the 
tintype was a one- 
step process, a pho- 
tographer could set 
up shop anywhere. 

It made photography available to 
the masses, and masses there 
were. The American population 
boom at the turn of the 20th cen- 


tury came primarily through immi- 
gration, before the first world war 
was fought and before the Twenties 
roared, and it is this boom and the 
circumstances surrounding it that 
are remembered here. 

So often in a musical revue, the 
show is actually hampered by a story 
that’s used as an excuse to string 
together songs from a given period. 
Tintypes succeeds beyond most 
musical revues because it plays to 
the episodic nature of the structure, 
offering glimpses of character types 
- the poor immigrant, the wealthy 
politician, the suffragette, the cruel 
boss - embodied in short scenes 
rather than a full-blown story, with 
the music surrounding and comment- 
ing on the action. And what amaz- 
ing music: Scott Joplin, John Philip 
Sousa, George M. Cohan - some of 
the most inspiring, positive, optimis- 
tic music this country has ever pro- 
duced. It’s difficult to go wrong with

songs like “Yankee Doodle Dandy,” 
“ Hello, Ma Baby,” and “Plot Time in 
the Old Town Tonight.” 

This Violet Crown Players pro- 
duction gets one thing very right: 


With isolated exceptions, you can 
hear every word, spoken or sung, 
and apparently without amplifica- 
tion. Some of the singers, such as 
Walter Songer and Jeannette Franz, 
seem to effortlessly fill the space 
at the Dougherty Arts Center. Not 
a bad idea, since music is mostly 
what this show is about. The per- 
formers are ably accompanied and 
perhaps assisted in being heard by 
a single instrumentalist, Karl Logue 
on piano. 

While I enjoyed the production 
in a musical sense, theatrically 
it doesn’t always work. Director 
Michael Stuart and choreographer 
Toni Bravo, possibly using the two- 
dimensionality of the photograph as 
inspiration, stage a lot of the show 
in straight lines instead of taking 
advantage of the depth offered by 
the Dougherty stage. Certainly, set 
designer Marco Noyola uses the 
photo as his muse - enlarged tin- 


types of characters that appear in 
the play, such as Teddy Roosevelt 
and Emma Goldman, dominate 
the stage. Two-dimensionality was 
apparently a choice, but if the 
actors - dancing, singing, or playing 
a scene - are more or less stand- 
ing in straight lines, the dynamism 
of the music is lost in the picture. 
The most effective staging in the 
show comes in the second act, 
when more angular staging and the 
depth of the stage are utilized. In 
addition, the choreography works 
only on those far too few occasions 
when the actors, as a group, fully 
commit to it. 

While the production is hampered 
by its staging, I'm always struck 
by the bounty of musical talent in 
Austin, some of which is on display 
here, and I’m always pleased to be 
able to see - and more importantly, 
hear - a gem of a musical revue 
like this. - Barry Pineo

Water, which examines the second-class status of 
women in traditional Hindu society, concludes director 
Mehta’s “elemental trilogy” (the other two films in the 
series are Fire and Earth). Although 
the story is set in colonial India of 
1938 and coincides with Gandhi’s rise 
to power, the film paints a picture of 
religious fundamentalism that remains 
intrinsically unchanged despite secular 
social advances that have occurred dur- 
ing the intervening decades. Only three 
options exist for a widow in traditional 
Hindu society: She can burn her body 
along with her husband’s on his funeral 
pyre, she can marry her husband’s brother if he is will- 
ing, or she can move into a group ashram for widows 
where the women live in penance and poverty. A note 
at the end of the film tells us that conditions have 
changed little for many women in present-day India. We 
are ushered into the widows’ ashram of Water through 
the experiences of 8-year-old Chuyia (Sarala), who, at 
the start of the film, is awakened by her father who 
asks, “Do you remember getting married?” The ques- 
tion is as disturbingly irrelevant as the child’s answer, 
for now she is a widow, and her meager past will shape 
her entire future. Her father takes Chuyia to a widows’ 
home and leaves her there - confused, distraught, 
yet nevertheless curious and bursting with life. For 
the longest time, Chuyia is convinced her parents will 
eventually come to retrieve her from this strange place, 
but while she waits she explores her environs and gets 
to know the women living there. The widows all have shorn heads 
and wear only white, unstyled saris, which make their station in 
life immediately evident to all. Only one woman, a beauty named 
Kalyani (Ray), has long hair, but this, too, is her sad fate rather 
than a kindly dispensation. She is the one woman appointed by 
the domineering “house mother” to prostitute herself to the local 
gentry and thereby earn money to keep their ashram functioning. 
(She is accompanied on her nightly visits by a transvestite eunuch.) 
Kalyani and Chuyia form an instant friendship and become the main 
sources of unruliness in the home. Soon Kalyani meets a future 


lawyer Narayan, (Abraham), who is a follower of Gandhi and wants to 
start a new life with Kalynai, away from their scandalized family and 
community members. Whether or not it’s really possible for them 
to escape the rigid religious demands of their society becomes 
the film’s central question. Meanwhile, Mehta and her cameraman, 
Giles Nuttgens, capture the area’s rich interplay of light and color, 
land and water, and riches and poverty. The story they tell is beauti- 
ful yet sad, a tale drenched in centuries of stagnant, holy water that 
cleanses the body but putrefies the soul. - Marjorie Baumgarten

New Reviews 

AN AMERICAN HAUNTING 

D: Courtney Solomon; with Donald Sutherland, 
Sissy Spacek, Rachel Hurd-Wood, James D'Arcy, 
Matthew Marsh. (PG-13, 91 min.) 

It’s great fun to see the onetime Capt. 
Benjamin Franklin “Hawkeye” Pierce run- 
ning about in a period costume and a 
fright wig that makes him look like a cross 
between X-Men Wolverine and Beast, but 
where Sutherland really excels in this sup- 
posedly true story is in those moments 
where his early 19th-century Tennesseean, 
John Bell’s glimpses something - a shad- 
ow, a flicker, possibly Maj. Frank Bums - 
out of the corner of his eye. Sutherland 
long ago mastered the art of looking 
unperturbed and horrified at the same 
time. His perpetually furrowed counte- 
nance is equal parts Elisha Cook Jr. (par- 
ticularly in William Castle’s House on 
Haunted Hill) and that crazy rummy from 
down the street who hollers at the air all 
day long, but the look we catch, several 


times, in American Haunting is straight out 
of Nicolas Roeg’s Venetian double-take, 
Don’t Look Now. American Haunting, helmed 
by Dungeons & Dragons’ Solomon, also 
concerns a man seeking to reclaim his 
daughter from the forces of darkness, but 
- and this is key, people - not being either 
a Roeg production or sporting an “R" rating, 
there’s no tussle in the bedclothes with 
Julie Christie (although there are plenty of 
bedsheets flying around on their own). I 
thought about this quite a bit while watch- 
ing Sutherland scowl, flinch, and react to 
unseen horrors, and I’m pretty sure he did, 
too. No such luck. Based on the only record- 
ed case in American history in which “a spir- 
it caused the death of a man,” and also in 
part on author Brent Monaghan’s highly fic- 
tionalized account of said events in his book 
The Bell Witch: An American Haunting, 
Solomon’s American Haunting has John 
Bell, wife Lucy (Spacek), son John Jr. (Thom 
Fell), and daughter Betsy (Hurd-Wood) being 
bednobbed and broomsticked to bejesus 
and back by phantom or phantoms unknown 
after John Sr. rooks a witch in a shady 
property deal. (It’s a peculiar comfort of 


sorts to realize that even in the dark bow- 
ers of 1818 Tennessee reasonably well-off 
landowners could be counted on to swindle 
their local cat ladies.) Of course, in the pre- 
Poltergeist/ Amityville days of yore, there 
were precious few spectral light shows 
(and instances of Zelda Rubenstein were 
virtually unheard of), and so the Bells are 
afflicted with a more down-home brand of 
fearfulness, including but not limited to fur- 
niture and bedsheet tomfoolery, uninvited 
amorous advances toward Betsy, and, even- 
tually, death. Which would lead one to believe 
that this should be gripping, spookifying 
cinema. Well, no. Thanks in no small part 
to cinematographer Adrian Biddle’s murky 
camerawork (for some genuinely eye-open- 
ing Biddle-work, check out V for Vendetta), 
which leaves the whole production - and it 
is a production - looking like the night 
scenes in Barry Lyndon after all the can- 
dles went out. Still, it really is fun to watch 
yet another oddball turn by Sutherland, and 
a marginally restrained one from Spacek. 

It’s just not that fun. - Marc Savlov

Ultimately it’s too scattershot to 
cohere into something really great, but 
this smarty-pants campus yarn is on fire 
with satire. Perhaps it’s in some ways an 
unlikely follow-up to Zwigoff and Daniel 
Clowes’ transcendent screen treatment 
of Ghost World in 2001, lodged as firmly 
as it is within the genre of the college 
farce - roommate hijinks, cafeteria slop, 
and wacky professors abound - but once 
the film settles in to its undergraduate 
demimonde and starts to build drama, 
it attains a similarly remarkable depth 
of atmosphere enhanced by Zwigoff’s 
hyper-real, expressionistic style, which is 
just pitch-perfect for its material. Jerome 
(Minghella, son of director Anthony 
Minghella and late of Bee Season) is a 
wan, virginal art nerd. Pummeled by bul- 
lies in POV, young Jerome tries but fails 
to score chicks with his drawings. Cut to 
the Strathmore Institute, whose impos- 
ing brochure-friendly fagade is actually 
surrounded by urban blight and crime, 
including serial killings by the so-called 
Strathmore Strangler. Jerome gets two 
roommates: a Kevin Smith manque (Ethan 
Suplee, not coincidentally a frequent Smith 
collaborator) who’s making a slasher film 
about the murders, and a closeted fashion 
student (Nick Swardson). He gets wacky 
professors: a fatuous bozo (Malkovich; 
you could eat him with a spoon, he’s so 
good) with a passel of sycophants, an apa- 
thetic sculptor (deadpan Jack Ong), and 
Huston, who’s kind of the film’s true north 
of sincerity. He gets a perfect subject in 
Audrey (Myles), a figure model who’s more 
than your average dream girl (we know 
this because she talks with a mouthful of 
sandwich), and he gets wrapped up in the 
Strangler intrigue. The pulp-thriller bits are 
the film’s weakest link, even though they 
provide Broadbent as a psychotic recluse; 
the movie doesn’t need them to broadcast 
its cynicism when the little moments (a fel- 
low student’s gallery display, a nightmare 
Thanksgiving dinner) are so much more 
palpable and so much better at eviscer- 
ating the culture of artistic pretension. 
(“He’s trying to sing in his own voice using 
someone else’s vocal cords,” Malkovich 
says of a student’s work.) The movie works 
best when it isn’t so busy with its concept, 
and it has moments of real, heartbreaking 
beauty to go along with its bile - a sucker- 
punch combination given emotional heft by 
David Kitay’s restrained but grave score. 
Unfortunately most of these moments are 
concentrated in the second act. The movie 
takes too long to find its groove, and it 
doesn’t stay there; the ending is particu- 
larly unsatisfying and abrupt. When it’s 
on, it’s really, really on. But when it’s not, 
it feels like it’s struggling to find its style, 
just as Jerome is. - Marrit Ingman

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THE CELESTINE PROPHECY

If you’re hankering for a big-screen 
adaptation of an internationally, well nigh 
virulently, popular adventure yarn that aims 
to debunk religious doctrine ... well, hold 
tight: The Da Vinci Code will be here any 
day now. Though The Celestine Prophecy 
(based on James Redfield's 1995 best- 
seller) shares many of the same elements 
- a bookish hero, exotic locales, conspiracy 
theories, and theological musings - this 
one plays like bargain-bin remainders 
(indeed, some of the footage looks like 
it was shot on The Da Vinci Code’s short 
ends, with no cash left over for color cor- 
rection). Pretty but bland Matthew Settle 
stars as John Woodson, a high school 
teacher who travels to Peru to investigate 
some recently unearthed scrolls that date 
back to 5 B.C. The scrolls, or “Insights," 
amount to the title’s prophecy, which pre- 
dicts a sort of new evolution for human- 
kind. So far, a priest and a group of archae- 
ologists-cum-acolytes have dug up eight 
of these scrolls; there’s a ninth still to be 
found, and the group is convinced that 
John will be key to that discovery. There’s 
much talk of auras and energy-stealing 
(illustrated in cheesy, heat-seekinglike spe- 
cial effects), and every 20 minutes or so, 
a character pops up to recap the Insights, 
which are meant to function as a spiritual- 
journey schematic but sound more like a 
self-help guide to good living. The Celestine 
Prophecy’s biggest stumbling block (and 
there are many to choose from) is that 
the film’s dramatic arc hinges on John’s 
awakening to the prophecy. But spiritual 
epiphany is tough to convey onscreen, and 
near impossible in the hands of wooden 
actors (many of whom hail from television, 
and whose presence does not transcend 
the small screen). Director Mastroianni 
also hails from television; save a couple of 
gorgeous aerial shots of the rainforest, he 
seems ill at ease with a broader canvas. 
One of his previous gigs was TV’s Touched 
by an Angel , and I can’t think of a more 
perfect litmus test: If you were amenable 
to that show’s New Age hoohah and teeth- 
rattling treacle, then The Celestine Prophecy 
should be right up your alley. All others, 
beware: Outlook is bleak. - Kimberley Jones

Sadly, the rest is 
all downhill, with a clutch of stand-alone 
shorts so utterly devoid of even a single 
frisson they make the John Landis' tragi- 
cally uncompleted segment of Twilight Zone:

Sajid Khan’s irritating opener, featuring the

Then there’s 
the horror director who unwittingly invites a 
sexy ghost (Mallika Shearwat) back to his 
home for what he assumes will be an invigo- 
rating game of Pass the Ectoplasm, but 
which instead turns out to be ... more lifts 
from The Twlight Zone. Darna Zaroori Hai 
translates as You Gotta Be Scared, which 
is either one of the most glaring examples 
of cinematic false advertising in recent 
memory or, more likely, a clever, Westernized 
marketing hook to lure in the unsuspecting. 
Either way, it’s somehow reassuring to know 
that even in India, horror-film sequels just 
plain suck.

GOAL!: THE DREAM BEGINS

Despite employing every cliche in the 
sports-movie handbook, Goal!: The Dream 
Begins tells a reasonably engaging story 
about the rags-to-riches rise of a rec-league 
soccer player in East L.A. to the glory of 
playing for England’s Manchester United. 
Though it’s not the first movie to be set 
within the world of professional soccer, it’s 
the first to almost seem like a promotional 
tool for FIFA, the Federation Internationale 
de Football Association (not to mention 
Adidas, whose logos are featured promi- 
nently on the players’ uniforms). Mexican 
TV hottie Becker stars as Santiago Munez, 
and appears in virtually every scene of the 
movie after the opening sequence in which 
the character is shown with his family as a 
child, carrying his precious soccer ball as 
he crosses the border during the middle of 
the night from Mexico to California. Fast- 
forward 10 years and we find Santiago 
working two jobs and playing soccer in his 
off-time. Fie has a natural athletic ability 
and dreams of going into something other 
than the lawn-maintenance business his 
father stubbornly insists is his son’s lot 
in life. Then, in the first of the film’s many 
moments of strained credulity, Santiago 
is spotted by the former player and talent 
scout Glen Foy (Dillane), who just happens 
to be in the right place at the right time, 
and gets Santi the promise of a profes- 
sional tryout with just one phone call and 
urges him to come to England. Faster 
than you can holler, “Goal,” illegal immi- 
grant Santi is slipping back into Mexico to 
catch a flight to London, using pin money 
saved up by his supportive grandma. Later, 
when his tryout proves disastrous, Santi 
is awarded the first of numerous second 
chances. This forward-backward motion 
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sometimes makes for an awkward narrative 
progression, and makes it look like this 
young man’s success is due more to lucky 
breaks than hard work and innate talent. 
Though there are brief off-field cameos by 
several soccer stars - among them David 
Beckham, Alan Shearer, Raul Gonzalez 
Blanco, and Zinedine Zidane - the action 
on the field won’t be enough to sate the 
most soccer-crazed viewers. Tasty turns by 
Nivola as the spoiled sports star and Friel 
as the obligatory love interest help buoy 
the film, and the photogenic Becker also 
performs solidly. Goal! The Dream Begins 
was conceived by its makers as the first 
part of a trilogy, in which case they brought 
the right director on board. Cannon, whose 
last film was / Still Know What You Did Last 
Summer, is someone who knows his way 
around a rehash.

JUST MY LUCK

Just My Luck is the first film in which 
Lohan portrays a full-fledged adult. As Ashley 
Albright, she has a fantastically vague pro- 
fessional job, an enormously unrealistic New 
York apartment, and gorgeously dazed admir- 
ers. Enter Jake (Pine): fumbling, stumbling, 
can’t catch a break, but really good looking 
behind his dazed expression, Jake. While 
Ashley’s career and love life sail beyond 
the stratosphere, everything Jake touches 
explodes (literally). He poorly manages a 
British boy band (played by British pop sen- 
sation McFly) and begs them for more time. 
At a gaudy masquerade ball, Jake and Ashley 
cross paths, kiss and exchange lucks (don’t 
ask). Jake’s world is immediately turned 
inside out. The band gets a huge record 
deal. Jake suddenly has women throwing 
themselves at him and a fully furnished loft 
with a laundry room larger than most New 
York apartments. Meanwhile, our poor hero- 
ine goes to jail, losing her job and all of her 
possessions. Tracking down a thickly accent- 
ed fortuneteller, she discovers her fate but 
cannot remember who it was she kissed at 


the party (isn’t that always the case!). Finally, 
she re-encounters our hero. Jake takes 
pity on Ashley, finds her a job, and makes 
eyes at her while imparting wisdom about 
life with no luck. In an astounding third-act 
twist, Ashley learns that it was Jake (no!) 
she kissed at the party and decides to take 
back her luck. But wait. Jake needs his good 
luck. His band is having their premiere con- 
cert, and everything’s going wrong! What’s 
a lucky girl to do? I won’t ruin it for you, but 
ultimately, Ashley does learn that if your boy- 
friend needs you to save his boy band, then 
dang it, you better be there. Just My Luck 
operates under the laziness of too many 
romantic comedies today. With an entirely 
preposterous premise, rules can be rewritten 
or ignored depending on the requirements of 
the plot. While Freaky Friday, one of Lohan ’s 
breakout films in the fantastical screwball 
comedy genre, produced entertaining results, 
Just My Luck does not measure up. There 
is a smile or two to be had in simply watch- 
ing Lohan fall down so much, and Love is 
mildly entertaining as a vain record execu- 


tive. But Just My Luck offers up few laughs 
and even fewer surprises. No doubt this film 
will please the pre-teen set, but they’d be so 
much better off staying home and renting 
Mean Girls.

THE SYRIAN BRIDE 

D: Ernn Riklis; with Hiam Abbass, Clara Khoury, 
Ashraf Barhom, Eyad Sheety, Evelyn Kaplun , 
Julie-Anne Roth, Adnan Tarabshi. (NR, 97 min., 
subtitled) 

AFS@Dobie Matrimonial comedies are 
a staple of the cinema, bringing, as they 
do, divergent family members into group 
settings governed by heightened emotions, 
historic rituals, and the public avowal of 
private bonds. Weddings are ideal settings 
for clashes of both the personal and the 
cultural kind. Israeli filmmaker Riklas takes 
all this into account in this film he co-wrote 
with Suha Arraf, a Palestinian, about a mar- 
riage taking place in a remote outpost of 
the Israeli-occupied Golan Heights. It’s the 
wedding day of Mona (Khoury), a woman 
from a Druze family in the Heights, who is 
to marry a Syrian soap opera star, whom 
she has only seen on TV and never met. 
This arranged marriage is complicated by 
the lack of diplomatic relations between 
Israel and Syria. Each country's refusal 
to recognize the other creates a situa- 
tion in which the bride will be regarded 
as Syrian once she crosses the border 
to marry and thus never able to re-enter 
the Golan Heights to visit her family. This 
essential situation builds to an extended 
climax in the heavily guarded no-man’s-land 
between the two countries, while an incor- 
rect stamp from an official leaves the bride 
without any country and a UN official scur- 
rying impotently between both countries’ 
bureaucracies. Though the film is certain to 
resonate more strongly for Middle Eastern 


viewers, The Syrian Bride will be familiar to 
anyone caught in an avalanche of red tape. 
Of greater interest than Mona’s fate (it’s 
hard to be too concerned about the future 
of the bride’s union when her destiny has 
already been given over to an arranged 
marriage) are the many family members 
and community well-wishers who arrive on 
the scene. Their troubles and backstories 
reflect the many absudities faced by the 
bride and her bridegroom. There’s Mona’s 
father (played by her real-life father), who 
has just been released from jail for his 
political activities and is forbidden to go to 
the border to see his daughter get married. 
He, in turn, has renounced his son Hattem 
(Sheety), who married a Russian woman 
and has returned after many years to see 
his sister married. There's another brother 
Marwan (Barhom), who’s always conducting 
questionable business on his cell phone 
and insincerely wooing the comely UN 
worker. Sister Amal (Abbass) appears to be 
the real anchor of the story - a Western- 
dressed woman who attempts to be the 
movie’s peacemaker but struggles on her 
own in a bad marriage to a traditionalist 
who won’t allow her to go back to school. 
Her daughter, in turn, is in love with a boy 
whose father is condemned by her own 
father as an Israeli collaborator. And on 
it goes. Reportedly, The Syrian Bride has 
been a box-office success in Israel, which 
is interesting since the only Israeli charac- 
ters in the story are incidental. Yet while 
the film’s depiction of bureaucratic frustra- 
tions and familial woe are universal, the 
characters themselves can be difficult to 
warm up to and often seem as arid as their 
surroundings. - Marjorie Baumgarten

AKEELAH AND THE BEE

If you grew up in the Eighties and need a mortality check, try 
this on for size: the Violent Femmes played the Kentucky Derby 
this year. “There are all kinds of markets opening up that weren’t 
there before," muses bassist Brian Ritchie. “How do you say no 
to the Kentucky Derby?” 

No one would’ve imagined such an outcome 24 years ago, 
when the trio’s classic self-titled debut came out. Having written 
the majority of the band’s songs before graduating high school, 
guitarist/ vocalist Gordon Gano delivered era-defining catharsis 
to adolescent malcontents the world over with songs like “Add 
It Up,” “Blister in the Sun,” and "Kiss Off.” Ritchie and drummer 
Victor De Lorenzo met in the late Seventies and played together 
in a number of bands before a Milwaukee theatre owner intro- 
duced Ritchie to Gano, touting him as a “pint-sized Lou Reed." 
Appropriately, the genesis of the Violent Femmes occurred when 
Ritchie and Gano played a school party celebrating Gano’s induc- 
tion into the National Honor Society. “We played ‘Gimme the Car,’ 
and it caused a near-riot,” Ritchie recalls. “It was pretty rock & roll.” 

After 25 years, the trio maintains its jazz and folk-influenced 
aesthetic by playing without set lists, sometimes even running 
new songs without rehearsal.

Q. My eye doctor tells me I have a cone- 
shaped cornea that is very fragile, and if it gets 
worse I may need a cornea transplant. What 
causes this, and is there any way to treat it other 
than a transplant? 

A. Worldwide about 150,000 people have 
a genetic condition known as keratoconus, in 
which the cornea of the eye becomes progres- 
sively thinner and weaker and changes from a 
“dome” shape to a “cone” shape. The cornea 
can thin down to as little as half the normal 
thickness, and in addition develop scars that 
cloud vision even more. To make things even 
worse, many people with KC become sensitive 
to bright light, a sensitivity that is usually made 
worse by the hard contact lenses that are the 
standard remedy for KC. 

The cornea is made entirely of collagen, a pro- 
tein found abundantly in our bodies. There are 
at least 12 types of collagen, and the collagen in 
the cornea is unique because in the cornea the 
collagen must be transparent. The problem with 
KC almost certainly has to do with a defect in 
this collagen, but researchers have been unable 
to find a difference in the composition of col- 
lagen taken from a normal cornea and a cornea 
with KC. 

New research has indicated that instead 
of the collagen being different there is just 
less collagen in a KC cornea than in a normal 
cornea, probably due to accelerated destruc- 
tion of collagen by the enzymes that are 
used to continually “remodel” the cornea. 
Most of our structural body parts such as 
bone and skin are always in the process of 
being renewed by demolishing the old struc- 
ture and then making it anew. Apparently 
the “destruction” phase in KC outpaces the 
“manufacturing” phase, so there is a need to 
either tone down the activity of the destructive 
enzymes or produce stronger collagen. 

From the time of their discovery, bioflavo- 
noids and vitamin C have been closely associ- 
ated with strengthening collagen. Even those 
animals that make their own vitamin C, which 
is almost every species except us primates, pro- 
duce stronger collagen with bioflavonoid supple- 
ments. Changing the activity of the enzymes 
that digest collagen may be more difficult, but a 
component of soy, genistein, has been proposed 
as an inhibitor of these enzymes, though as yet 
there is no proof that it is effective. 

Magnesium deficiency has also been associ- 
ated with corneal thinning. The role of mag- 
nesium deficiency in KC remains obscure, but 
some scientists think it may alter the structure 
of the collagen. An article in the Jan. 25, 2005 
issue of Ophthalmic and Physiological Optics 
(pp. 7-12), suggests the ways in which magne- 
sium deficiency could be involved in KC and 
points out that the cellular changes observed in 
KC are similar to the known physiological effects 
of magnesium deficiency. 

Another significant observation made 
recently is that proinflammatory substances 
such as prostaglandin PGE2 are increased in 
the tears of people with KC. This indicates 
that our whole arsenal of anti-inflammatory 
substances, beginning the omega-3 fatty acids, 
could be used to slow the progression of KC. 
All things considered, there is hope that sev- 
eral of these treatments used together would 
help KC.

E-MAIL PRIVACY: 

CAN MY BOSS READ MY E-MAILS? 

Does an employee have a right of privacy in e-mails sent 
over an employer’s e-mail system? 

According to www.ishouldbeworking.com, a Web site 
dedicated to loafing employees (fully equipped with a 
panic button employees can click when their boss enters 
their office), more than 6.1 million employees have goofed 
off on their Web site since its launch in 1999. It is a 
simple fact that employees with access to the Internet or 
e-mail do not use these services solely for work purposes. 
Before you send that e-mail complaining about your lousy 
boss, you had better think about who may be reading it. 

Why would an employer read their employees’ e- 
mails? Despite any voyeuristic interest into their employ- 
ees’ private affairs, there are several legitimate reasons an 
employer may want the inside scoop: 

1) E-mail communications pose a security risk for the 
employer’s server when employees download files, pro- 
viding access for viruses and spyware installation, and 
can overload the employer’s server. 

2) Lawsuits! When an employer is sued, his adversary 
may have access to his employees’ e-mails - even those 
that have been deleted but can be re-created from a backup 
drive. Deleting e-mails does not mean that an employer or 
someone else can never again have access to them. 

3) Employers have an interest in preventing workplace 
harassment, which often is accompanied by undesirable 
e-mails. 

4) And finally, but not the least important, employers 
pay good money for their employees to work - not to chat 
with their buddies over e-mail. 

In a survey by Quicktake, it was reported that 42% of 
employers monitor their employees’ e-mails. The fact is 
that in general, monitoring employees’ e-mails has been 
found not to be a violation of the employees’ privacy. 
Under federal law, it is not unlawful for an employer 
to intercept an e-mail where one of the parties to the 
communication has consented. In Texas, the only case 
discussing an employee’s e-mail privacy held that an 
employer did not violate an employee’s privacy rights by 
reading e-mails sent over the employer’s network. 

Read next week’s column, when we will discuss in 
more detail an employee’s limited (if any) right to privacy 
in e-mails sent over their employer’s e-mail system.

HYBRIDS JUST MIGHT BE THE 
PERFECT DELIVERY CARS 

Dear Torn and Ray: 

I deliver pizza for a living (just don’t 
tell my insurance company/), and I was 
wondering how well a hybrid car would 
work for that. I usually feel guilty for 
using so much gas, but I worry about 
how a hybrid would work if I used it for 
stop-and-go driving all day. - Ursa 

TOM: A hybrid might be the perfect 
vehicle for delivering pizza, Ursa. 

RAY: The Toyota system in particular 
allows the car to run on battery power 
only at low speeds, if you accelerate 
gendy. So, depending upon what kind 
of delivery area you have, you could 
go all day and hardly use any gas. 

TOM: Even in mixed city driving, 
the mileage of an economical hybrid 
car, like the Prius, will be superior to 
just about anything else on the road. 
(Just be careful not to buy a power- 
oriented hybrid car, like the Honda 
Accord Hybrid or the Lexus RX400, 
which use the electric motor primar- 
ily to increase power rather than to 
save fuel.) 

RAY: It’s hard to know for certain 
how well hybrids will hold up to the 
kind of wear and tear you’d put on a 
car by making deliveries all day. But 
there are already anecdotal stories 
of people using Priuses as taxis and 
delivery vehicles. And the reports so 
far, though not scientific, are coming 
back very positive. 

TOM: There’s only one thing we 
still need to figure out. We know that 
the batteries in the Prius are under 
the floor in the cargo area, behind the 
rear seat. And we know that they must 
generate heat. So, we have to figure 
out how to use that heat to create 
a pizza warmer. Call Toyota and get 
them working on that!
